HIS  ROYAL  HIGHNESS  PRINCE 

LEOPOLD,  DUKE   OF 

ALBANY. 

^HEN  the  PhUobiblon 
Society  was  eftabliflied 
j  by  myfelf  in  conjun^ion 
with  M.  Sylvain  Van  de 
Weyer,  the  Minlfter  of  Belgium,  it 
was  thought  moft  confonant  with 
the  international  charader  we  de- 
fired  to  give  it  that  we  fhould  offer 
the  Prefidency  to  the  Due  d'Aumale, 
then  refiding  at  Twickenham  in 
fumptuous  and  ftudious  exile.  His 
Royal  Highnefs  was  a  leading 
member  of  the  French  Soci^ti  des 
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Bibliophiles,  had  already  brought  to 
Orleans  Houfe  a  portion  of  his 
wonderful  library,  and  was  con- 
ftruding  a  receptacle  for  the  re- 
mainder, which  soon  afterwards 
arrived  in  England.  In  him  we 
found  for  many  years  a  mofl  fympa- 

Kathetic  and  hofpitable  head,  and  in 
is  later  vifits  to  his  Englifh  eftates, 
he  feldom  mifles  an  opportunity  of 
joining  our  gatherings. 

But  when  our  Sovereign  allied 
herfelf  to  a  Prince. of  diftinguifhed 
culture,  frelh  from  a  German  uni- 
verfity,  it  was  only  becoming,  as  a 
mark  of  loyal  refped,  that  we  (hould 
apply  to  him  to  become  our  Prefi- 
dent,  and 'to  transfer  to  our  valued 
foreign  ^  colleague  the  fomewhat 
indefinite  title  of  Patron.  Prince 
Albert  accepted  the  propofal,  and 
was  duly  elected  to  the  dignity ;  he 
received  the  ufual  notices  of  our 
meetings,  and  received  and  acknow-^ 
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ledged  the  volumes  we  iifued  from 
time  to  time^  but  he  neither  con- 
tributed to  our  mifcellanieSy  nor 
joined  in  any  of  our  aflemblies.  It 
would  have  been  natural  to  fo  cul- 
tured a  Prince  in  a  German  Court 
to  have  availed  himfelf  of  fuch  an 
opportunity  of  inveftigating  the  moft 
interefling  libraries  ofthe  metropolis^ 
efpecially  fuch  as  thofe  of  Baron 
Heath  and  Mr.  Huth^  which  had 
been  little  feen  by  the  public.  It 
would  befides  have  been  within  the 
rules  of  the  flri<3:eft  etiquette  for  His 
Royal  Highnefs  to  have  accepted 
the  hofpitalities  of  a  French  Prince 
connected  by  marriage  with  our 
Royal  Family^  of  the  Belgian  Family 
Minifler^  of  the  Duke  of  Hamilton^ 
of  LfOrd  Powys,  or  of  other  of  our 
cc^eagues  with  whom  he  had  a 
perfonal  acquaintance.  For  m3rfelf 
1  was  not  furprifed  at  this  abftention, 
for  I  had  heard,  either  diredbly  from 
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Baron  Stockmar^  or  indiredtly  from 
the  Chevalier  Bunfen,  that  foon 
after  his  marriage  the  Prince,  at  the 
fuggeftion  of  King  Leopold,  had 
made  fome  advances  towards  a  more 
informal  intimacy  with  fome  leading 
men  of  letters,  fcience,  and  art, 
which  might  have  led  to  a  perfonal 
and  independent  fociety  of  a  more 
intelledtual  and  sefthetic  character 
than  was  fupplied  by  ordinary  Eng- 
li(h  high  life,  but  that  the  Prince 
had  informed  the  King  that  he 
found  the  focial  furroundings  too 
ftrong  for  him,  and  that  he  had  to 
content  himfelf  with  the  intimacy 
of  the  various  important  politicsd 
perfonages  with  whom  ne  was 
brought  into  contact  at  Windfor  and 
Balmoral.  However  this  may  be, 
we  had  not  the  focial  and  intelleftual 
fatisfadtion  of  the  prefence  of  the 
thoughtful  and  cultivated  Prince 
Contort. 
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After  the  domeflic  and  national 
calamity  of  His  Royal  Highnefs's 
death,  our  prefidency  remained  in 
abeyance ;  for,  although  the  Prince 
of  Wales  developed  a  general  intereft 
in  many  intelledual  dire<^ions,  it 
was  not  known  that  he  fhowed  any 
fuch  efpecial  care  for  books  as  books, 
as  would  have  authorized  our  Society 
to  occupy  his  time  and  attention. 
He  was  not  therefore  afked  to  oc- 
cupy his  father's  place,  but  any  of 
our  articles  on  fubjedts  likely  to  in- 
tereft  His  Royal  Highnefs  were  regu- 
larly fent  to  him.  He  particularly 
thanked  me  for  our  memoir  of  that 
almoft  unintelligible  hiftorical  per- 
fonage  his  great-great-grandfather 
Frederick,  Prince  of  Wales,  and  for 
the  portion  we  were  allowed  to 
print  of  the  amufing  diary  of  Lady 
Harcourt,  which  we  fhould  have 
been  very  glad  to  have  given  in  its 
integrity,  had  the  family  to  whom  it 
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belongs  and  ftill  higher  perfonages 
permitted. 

It  was  therefore  to  our  great  fatif- 
fadion  that  we  became  aware  that 
the  Queen's  youngeft  fon  fhowed  a 
remarkable  inclination  towards  the 
taftes  and  purfuits  which  our  fociety 
reprefentSy  and  we  welcomed  the  pro- 
mife  of  fo  fuitable  and  fympathetic 
a  Prefident.  We  heard  that  His 
Royal  Highnefs's  tutors  were  well 
fatisfied  with  his  progrefs  in  his  or- 
dinary ftudieSy  and  that  Mr.  (now 
Canon)  Duckworth  recognized  in 
him  a  decided  bias  towards  hiflorical 
enquiry^  which  is  the  foundeft 
foundation  of  bibliographical  know- 
ledge. As  he  grew  up  he  became 
eager  to  coUedk  books,  efpecially 
thofe  of  any  perfonal  intereft:  the 
firft  of  this  nature  and  of  any  im- 
portance that  he  acquired  was  a 
Horace  which  had  belonged  to 
Martin  Luther,  with  marginal  notes 
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in  the  Reformer's  faandwritingy 
which  was  given  him  by  Mr.  (now 
Sir  Theodore)  Martin,  who,  befides 
Dean  Stanley,  was  the  only  recog- 
nized man  of  letters  with  whom 
he  came  into  immediate  conta<^. 
The  Dean  had  been  early  attraded 
by  Utit  charad:er  of  the  Prince's 
mind  and  his  literary  inclinations, 
and  had  defcribed  him  in  a  letter  to 
a  lady  as  a  youth  who  in  difljant 
times  would  have  become  a  Prince- 
Cardinal,  patron  of  letters,  with  a 
fplendid  library,  or  pofiibly,  under  a 
peaceful  government,  a  Prince- 
Minifter. 

When  he  had  begun  to  learn  the 
value  of  books,  he  often  lamented 
that  with  fuch  a  fortune  as  he  was 
likely  to  poflefs,  he  did  not  fee  how 
he  was  to  acquire  any  of  great  rarity 
or  firft-rate  intereft,  and  his  valued 
friend  of  many  years.  Sir  Robert 
Collins,  remembers  the  long  fearch 
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they  made  tfaroueh  London  for  any 
folio  of  Shakelpeare  that  might 
come  within  the  Prince's  means. 

Not  being  an  Oxford  man  my- 
felf,  I  can  add  nothing  to  the  in- 
terefting  monograph  of  Mr.  F. 
Myers  in  the**  Fortnightly  Review"  of 
May,  1884,  in  which  the  Prince's 
fludies,  habits,  and  relations  with  the 
choiceft  fociety  of  the  place,  are 
amply  defcribed.  Efpecial  reference 
is  there  made  to  his  afFe£tionate  and 
reverential  intercourfe  with  the  great 
mailer  of  letters  and  art,  Mr.  Rufkin, 
and  thus,  when  I  undertook  this 
(light  obituary  notice,  I  applied  to 
Mr.  Rufkin  for  aififlance,  but  un- 
fortunately in  vain.  He  anfwered : — 
•*  In  their  proper  place,  in  fpeak- 
**  ing  of  the  Oxford  Schools  or  any 
**  other  of  my  attempts  in  education, 
**  I  may  exprefs  the  thanks  due  to 
**  the  Prince  for  his  perfonal  kind- 
**  nefs  to  me.    But  I  do  not  think  it 
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"  would  be  on  my  part  becoming 
'*  either  to  ufe  his  name  with  the 
<<  apparent  view  of  doing  honour  to 
"  myfelf,  or  to  prefent  to  the  Eng- 
'*  lifli  public,  as  if  of  importance  to 
**  their  eftimate  of  him,  the  few 
*'  incidents  of  the  hours  he  could 
**  fpare  to  me." 

I  reprefented,  but  without  fuccefs, 
to  Mr.  Rufkin  that  this  memorial 
was  of  a  private  nature.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  a  charader  of  the 
Prince,  fomewhat  after  the  manner 
of  St.  Simon,  by  Mr.  Rufkin,  would 
be  a  mofl  valuable  addition  to  the 
private  hiflory  of  the  Royal  Family. 

Prince  Leopold  foon  began  to  be 
conne<5ted  with  the  foundation  and 
organizationofcharitableinflitutions, 
both  in  London  and  in  the  provinces. 
I  met  him  at  Sheffield  on  the  occa- 
fion  of  the  eflablifhment  of  the  Firth 
Inftitution,  and  on  my  expreffing 
my  furprife  that  having  attained  the 
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requifite  age  he  had  not  been  made 
a  member  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords^ 
and  my  hope  that  he  would  foon 
take  an  adtive  part  in  its  proceedings^ 
he  faid  he  did  not  know  the  caufe 
of  the  delay,  which  I  fufpeA  was 
connei^ed  with  his  ftate  of  health, 
and  added  hunioroufly,  *^  I  tell 
*•  them,  if  they  put  it  off  much 
''  longer,  I  fhall  ftand  for  a  Liberal 
"  conftituency/' 

Again,  later,  when  Ivifited  him  at 
Claremont,  and  told  him  of  my 
iiitereft  in  the  place,  from  the  cir- 
cumftance  that  it  had  once  belonged 
to  my  grandfather  Lord  Galway,  and 
that  my  mother  had  been  born  there, 
he  faid  gravely,  •*  I  am  very  gkd  to 
••  hear  of  anybody  having  been  born 
**  here.  The  place  is  haunted  with 
"  death ;   there  is  ^  tragedy  in  every 


"  room/' 


As  Prefident  of  the  Newfpaper 
Prefs  Fund,  I  was  glad   to  induce 
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the  Duke  of  Albany  to  take  the 
chair  at  our  anniveifary  of  1883, 
where  he  fuccefsfuUy  made  bis  d^but 
as  Chairman.  Sir  R.  Collins  writes 
to  me  that  his  fpeeches  were  very 
carefully  prepared,  and  learned  by 
heart,  but  that  he  occafionally 
altered  them  in  utterance,  without 
damage  to  their  ftrudture.  In  his 
Press-Fund  fpeech  he  alluded  to  the 
fpecial  correfpondents  as  ^'men  of 
**  our  race  who  one  likes  to  know  are 
always  prefent  when  hiflory  is  in 
the  making/'  and  fpoke  with  much 
delicacy  of  thofe  writers  of  focial 
joumaUfm  who,  in  the  ftruggle  of 
competition,  and  in  the  hafte  of  com- 
pofidon,  may  be  tempted  into  un- 
candid  report  and  the  inilidion  of 
needlefs  pain. 

His  hA  fpeech. was  delivered  on 
the  occafion  of  a  Memorial  to  the 
late  Archbifliop  of  Canterbury.  I 
am  glad  to  record  a  paflage  of  it, 
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which  feems  to  me  to  exprefs  Prince 
Leopold's  ideal  of  life.  After  fpeak- 
ing  of  Archbifliop  Tait  as  a  high- 
minded  dignitary  and  indefatigable 
worker,  he  fays,  "  Our  Englifh  hif- 
"  tory,  which  records  \o  many 
"  heroes  of  duty,  can  fcarcely  point 
**  to  any  purer  inftance  of  the  fingle- 
''  mindednefs  which  forgets  felf  in 
*Vgreat  public,  objeds,  or  of  the 
'' confcientioufnefs  which  makes  a 
'^  man  refufe,  under  any  preflure  of 
'*  temptation  or  wearinefs,  to  do  lefs 
'^  than  his  utmoft,  or  to  be  lefs  than 
"  his  beft." 

The  Prince  joined  our  Society  in 
1882,  and  twice  tookpartinour  meet- 
ings: once  at  myhoule,  where  he  met 
the  Due  d'Aumale  and  fome  of  our 
leading  members.  After  dinner  I 
remember  the  enterprizing  book- 
feller,  Mr.  Quaritch,  fainting  the 
great  French  bibliophile  with,*  •  I  have 
"  confronted  your  Royal  Highnefs  in 
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"  every  book  fale-room  in  Europe, 
**  with  various  refults  of  vidlory  and 
"  defeat."  The  other  occafion  was 
on  June  23rd9  1883,  at  Mr.  Hucks 
Gibbs's  beautiful  villa  in  the  Regent's 
Park. 

I  was  in  Egypt  in  the  fpring  of 
1884,  and  was  projeding  a  letter  to 
Claremont  to  afk  whether  it  would 
be  agreeable  to  his  Royal  Highnefs 
to  receive  our  Society  there  fome 
day  in  the  approaching  fummer, 
when  the  Eafter  feflivities  of  the 
Englifh  colony  at  Cairo  were  arrefted 
by  a  telegram  announcing  the  death 
of  the  Duke  of  Albany,  which  took 
place  on  the  29th  of  March,  after  a 
brief  fpring  holiday  on  the  Riviera, 
where  he  pafled  away,  to  the  irre- 
parable lois  of  a  wife  who  had  known 
barely  two  years  of  cloudlefs  married 
life,  of  an  infant  daughter,  and  of  a 
fon  yet  unborn,  adding  one  more 
to  the  forrows  of  our  much-tried 
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Queen/  to  ^hom  he  had  httn '  a 
child  of  many  ca:fes,  teavhig  dncere 
regrets  with  iHanyWfedtionate  ftieiids, 
and  a  tender  and  refpedfiil  memoty 
with  the  Englifh*  pebple. 

I  have  not  infifted  on  the  con- 
tinuous bad  health  which  caft  a 
gloom  over  this  young  life,  but  I 
am  glad  to  fubjoin  the  touching 
lines  of  the  late  Dean  Stanley,  in- 
fpired  by  this  refleiftion,  which  I 
believe  are  little  known.

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in  aftion  and  thought,  whether  right 
or  wrong,  combined  with  ftrong  and 
narrow  political  opinions,  encouraged 
the  faftidioufnefs  in  general  com- 
merce with  mankind,  which  became 
their  peculiar  and  not  moft  amiable 
charadteriftic,  and  which,  if  it  had 
not  been  modified  by  a  capacity  for 
friendfliipand  very  decided  individual 
iympathies,  might  have  made  them 
felfifh  and  even  morofe  in  their  rela- 
tions with  the  world ;  this  fortunate 
difpofition  has  been  admirably  cha- 
raderized  to  me  by  a  lady  who  lived 
in  continual  intimacy  with  both  to 
the  laft,  "  their  very  friendihips  were 
**  prejudices."  It  would  be  difficult 
to  exaggerate  the  comfort  and  ad- 
vantage that  each  muft  have  derived 
from  the  fimilarity  of  their  taftes  and 
accomplifhments,  and  if  this  double 
life  did  not  promote  a  difinclination 
to  marriage,  it  certainly  diminiihed 
the  fenfe  of  the  lonelinefs  of  bache- 
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lorhood.^  They  were  the  fons  of 
General  Cheney,  long  eftablifhed  at 
Badger  Hall  in  Shrppfl^ire,  and  ancef- 
trally  connected  with  families  of  the 
moft  various  orthpgraphies  in  fev^ral 
other  countiea.^  They  hud  the  ordir 
nary  education  of  Englifh  gentle*- 
men,  and  went — ^Henry,  the  elder, 
to  Oriel  College,  Oxford,  and 
Edward,  the  younger,  to  Sandhurft, 
to  ftudy  iot  the  armyt  Henry 
applied  himfelf  to  the  ordinary 
ftiuiies  of  the  place,  and  would,  in 
all  probability,  have  taken  a  good  de*

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gree  had  not  the  fudden  death  of  his 
father,  in  1 820,  and  the  fucceflion  to 
the  eftate,  inclined  him  to  leave  the 
Univerfity  and  accompany  his  mother 
to  Italy.  Edward,  our  Philobiblon 
colleague,  pafTed  from  Sandhurft  into 
the  army  and  bought  a  commiffion 
in  a  regiment  ordered  to  the  Eaft 
Indies.  After  pafiing  a  few  years  of 
inai^ve  fervice  in  India,  Edward 
Cheney  exchanged  into  a  regiment 
unattached.  Anyone  who  became 
acquainted  with  his  charaifter  and 
temperament  will  underftand  how 
diftafleful  to  him  muft  have  been 
the  habits  of  the  mefs-room  and  the 
details  of  military  life,  and  with  what 
delight  he  muft  have  rejoined  his 
family  in  Italy.  He  feems,  at  firft, 
to  have  gone  to  Naples,  where  he 
found  a  remarkable  group  of  his 
countrymen  carrying  out  the  taftes 
and  iludies  of  the  Dilettanti  Society, 
which,  in  the  preceding  generation. 
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had  produced  thofe  fine  works,  the 
Ionian  Antiquities  and  Stuart's 
Athens,  and  procured  the  tranfport 
to  England  of  feveral  of  the  mofl  in- 
terefting  collections  of  ancient  fculp- 
tare.  Of  thefe,  at  that  time,  the  moft 
prominent  was  Sir  William  Gell, 
who  had  come  there  originally  in  the 
houfehold  of  the  unfortunate  Caro- 
line of  Brunfwicky  and  who  had  won 
the  efteem  of  the  claffical  world  as 
the  firft  delineator  of  the  lately  refuf- 
dtated  Pompeii,  and  as  the  accurate 
and  lucid  traveller  who  has  furniflied 
the  materials  for  every  fubfequent 
guide  of  Hellenic  explorers.  With 
him  ^^ereDodwell,the  inveftigator  of 
Pelafgicand  Cyclopean  Monuments, 
and  Keppel  Craven,the  accomplifhed 
fon  of  the  Margravine  of  Anfpach. 
This  refidence  at  Naples  is  chiefly 
remarkable  in  Edward  Cheney's  bio- 
graphy as  the  period  of  the  produc- 
tion of  his  only  work  of  any  length.

Suffice  to  fay  that  the  chief  villain  is 
an  ArchUihop^and  the  main  intrigue 
his  amour  with  his  own  niece^whom, 
however,  he  defigns  to  marry  by  dif- 
penfation ;  the  otherwife  Vulgar  con* 
dud  of  the  ftory  is  relieved  by  ar- 
tiftic  defcription  of  fceneiy  and 
delicate  indications  of  Sicilian  man- 
ners, and  it  is  interefting  to  ob- 
ferve  how  the  writer  lofes  no  oppor- 
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tunity  of  dqirectating  the  popular 
refiftance  to  the  Bourbon  govern- 
ment of  the  .dtiyr  which  fnpplies  the 
chief  intereft  of  the  narrative,  and 
the  patriotic  afpiration&  of  his  hero  in 
whofe  failure  and  fubmiflion.  to  the 
Auftrian  arms  he  rejokes,  joft  as  in 
later  days  he  wpuld  haye  Aigmatised 
and  ridiculed  the  wondrous  nMionai 
fpafm  of  that,  fame  Sicily^  which 
broke  the  bond  of  centtmes,  and 
initiated  tfate  independent  of  Italy. 

This  novel,  however,  has  an  inci- 
dental literary. intereft  as  a  precuribr 
of  that  ftnuige  deftiny  in  the  hiftoryof 
letters  that  has  given  the  ^hok  &eki 
of  modem  Italian^  hOiotk'  to  Englilh' 
and  American  writers.  There  ia  no 
native  novelift:  that  ,has  competed* 
with  the  paffion  •  and  pathos  of 
Ouida's  peadantrlife  in  **  Sigiia ''  and' 
"  Pafcarel/'  or  with  the  complica* 
dona  of  national  moraisfaiid  mmmers 
in    her    «' FriondOup/'    and   M». 
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Minto  ElUot's  **  Italians,"  with  the 
wild  imagination  of  Hawthorne,  or 
the  cultivated  fancy  of  Marion  Craw- 
ford. Still  the  grave  figure  of  Man- 
zoni  (lands  in  the  diftance  the  fole 
reprefentative  of  the  romance  of  that 
people  that  once  fupplied  the  whole 
drama  ofEurope  with  its  inexhauftible 
'^  novelle/'  and  extended  the  Garden 
of  Bocaccio  to  every  fcene  of  delicate 
luxury  and  feftal  enjoyment 

About  the  fame  time  Henry 
Cheney  appears  to  have  written 
"  Roflano,  a  Neapolitan  Story/*  pri- 
vately printed  in  1871,  which  iUuf- 
trates  the  fuperftition  more  power- 
fully, and  fliows  more  conftrudive 
talent  than  '^  Malvagna/'  It  is, 
however,  with  Rome  that  the 
Cheneys  are  efpecially  conneded.  At 
that  time,  although  the  majority  of 
the  Englifh  in  Italy  was  compofed 
of  young  men  taking  the  Grand 
Tour,  and  of  families  feeking  the 
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advantages  of  climate  and  fcenery, 
and  the  interefts  of  clafiical  aflbcia- 
tion ;  there  were,  befides,  certain 
ariftocratic  families  who  made  ufe 
of  the  Cities  as  regular  winter-refi- 
denceSy  and  eftablifhed  themfelves 
in  them  as  a  home.  Of  thefe  the 
moft  focial  and  hofpitable  at  Rome 
was  that  of  Lady  Coventry,  who 
occupied  with  her  daughter.  Lady 
Augufta,the  upper  apartment  of  the 
Barbarini  Palace,  now  for  fome 
years  inhabited  by  the  eminent 
American  fculptor,  Mr.  Story.  It 
was  there  I  firft  met  Edward  Cheney 
in  1 834 :  it  has  to  me  a  pathetic  inte- 
reft,  that  I  met  him  for  the  laft  time 
under  the  roof  of  Lady  Holland,  the 
Lady  Augufta  Coventry  of  thofe 
days,  after  near  fifty  years  of  their 
unbroken  companionfliip  and  un- 
diminifhed  friendihip.  Befides  the 
habitual  refidents  there  were  feveral 
noble  families  who  made  a  certain 
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round  of  the  Italiah  cities,  leaving 
England  each  year  about  the  fame 
period^  arriving  often  on  the  fame 
day  at. the  hotek  awaiting  them, 
infpeding  the  well  *  known  and 
familiar  pidtures,  and  travelling  on* 
wards  in  their  (hut  and  opencarriages, 
af^ropriate  to  all  weathers,  drawn  by 
innun^emble  pofters,  preceded  by  the 
accomplifliedoourier,  who  pwi  every, 
thing  and  abftr^ded  what  he  plea:C€d, 
and  followed  by  the  conimodious 
and  now  forgotten  faurgan  laden 
with  books,  plate,  and  uimetimes 
furniture,  till  they  reached  their 
defimed  apartm^it,  with  its  bright 
wooden  fires  and  cedecorated  waUs/ 
Among  theie  were  Lord  Northamp- 
ton and  his  juvenile  daughter,  now 
Lady  Marian  Alford,aDd  Lord  Berar- 

^  Mr.  Beckfocd,  .of  Fondiill,  adways 
travelled  with  two  or  three  firft-claft  piAures^ 
fometimes  with  his  Raphael,  to  decorate  hit 
caiTiage  and  beguile  the  jouriief. 
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ley»  afterwar(is5tfaDukeofNorthum- 
berlandy  with  both  of  whom  the 
Cheneys  maintained  a  lifelong  friend* 
fhip,  and  other  perfons  of  lefs  flation, 
but  perhaps  not  lefs  notoriety,  among 
whom  I  would  for  the  fatisfadtion 
of  my  own  recolled:ions  record  the 
widow  of  Sir  Humphry  Davy,  the 
Mrs.  Apreece  of  Walter  Scott's 
Edinburgh  circle,  and  fo  generally 
known  lor  her  good  company  and 
Italian  Malapropifm.  Nor  were  the 
Cheneys  lefs  welcome  in  the  great 
Roman  houfes,  whofe  formality  and 
fimplicity  of  entertainment  rather 
attracted  than  repelled  them ;  indeed 
their  chief  and  mod  conftant  com- 
panion was  Don  Michele  Caetani,  a 
man  who  combined  the  fubtle  wit, 
gaiety,  and  liberty  of  intelled  of 
the  days  of  Poggio,  with  the  firm- 
nefs  and  feveri^  of  charader  that 
diftingui(hed  the  old  conquerors 
of  the  world.     This  he  exhibited 
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during  all  the  later  ftruggles  of  his 
country,  and  only  paifed  away  a  few 
years  ago,  as  Duca  di  Sermoneta, 
amid  the  refpedful  regrets  of  the 
Roman  people.  He  was  twice 
married  to  Engliihwomen,  and  his 
laft  wife,  the  niece  of  the  late  and 
coufin  of  the  prefent  Duke  of  Port- 
land»  furvives  him. 

It  was  fomewhat  later  that  the 
Cheneys  zStGttA  the  refidence  of 
Venice,  which  became  to  Edward 
at  leaft  a  homeftead  of  antiquity  and 
art.  There  he  contraded  clofe  and 
lading  intimacy  with  Mr.  Rawdon 
Brown,  the  interpreter  of  the  chro- 
nicle of  Marin  Sanuto  and  other  re^ 
cords  that  have  thrown  fo  much  light 
on  dark  periodsof  hiftory,  and  whohas 
only  juu  paiTed  away  amid  the  regrets 
of  all  true  antiquarians  and  the  affec- 
tionate recoUe^ions  of  the  multitude 
of  his  countrymen  to  whom  he  made 
Venice  inftrudive  and  delightful. 
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In  mature  life,  after  their  return 
to  England,  the  Cheneys  contri- 
buted frequently  to  the  "  Quarterly 
**  Review,"  where  their  articles  are 
recognizable  both  by  the  choice  and 
treatment  of  their  fubjeds.  They 
never  wrote  except  on  matters  which 
they  underftood,  and  among  thefe 
Italian  Art  and  Hiftory  are  naturally 
prominent,  as  for  example  in  the 
exhauftive  article  on  Denniftoun's 
*'  Dukes  of  Urbino,"  which  not  only 
(kilfuUy  analyfes  but  adds  largely  to 
the  value  of  that  remarkable  work. 
The  reader  of  thefe  comments  and 
criticifms  can  never  forget  that  he 
is  in  the  prefence  of  that  generation 
of  Englifhmen  who  regarded  Italy 
as  a  mufeum  created  and  preferved 
for  their  pleafure  and  edification, 
and  which  they  were  grateful  to 
have  fuftained  for  their  ufe  by 
Auftria  or  any  other  foreign  power 
that  could  fuppreis  the  more  vulgar 
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influences  of  local  politics  and  the 
diforders  that  might  difturb  the 
repofe  of  ages  and  the  folemnities  of 
ancient  faith. 

The  contributions  of  Edward 
Cheney  to  our  Mifcellanies  are  of 
confiderable  value ;  they  include 
papers  conneded  with  the  origin  of 
the  Bonapartes  which  are  real  ad* 
ditions  to  the  earlier  hiftories  of  the 
Imperial  Family^  and^  defcending  to 
later  times,  there  is  a  letter  refpe^ing 
the  marriage  of  Jerome  Bonaparte 
and  Mrs.  Paterfon,  which  the  prefent 
Prince  Jerome  thought  fo  impor- 
tant that  he  fent  a  fpecial  meflenger 
to  this  country  with  a  requeft  to  me 
to  allow  him  to  infped  and  copy  it. 
Our  fourteenth  volume  alfo  contains 
a  moft  interefling  article  by  him  of 
original  documents  connefted  with 
painters  and  their  piftures  in  the  1 6th 
century,  among  others  the  Aflfump- 
tion    of  Titian,  which  was   fortu- 
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nttely  overlooked  by  the  French  in 
17969  and  thus  efcaped  the  chances 
of  a  calamitous  reftoration  which 
befell  RafFaelle's  Perla  and  Spafimo. 
In  referring  to  the  deftrudion  of  the 
St.  Peter  Martyr  which  took  place 
in  July,  1 867,  during  Edward  Che- 
ney's refidence  at  Venice,  and  which 
is  the  more  to  be  regretted  as  no 
adequate  copy  feems  to  exift, — he 
exculpates  the  guardian  monks  of 
any  culpable  defign,  as  was  ftrongly 
fulpeded.  To  this  is  appended  the 
curious  examination  of  Paolo  Vero- 
nefe  by  thelnquifition  on  the  indeco- 
rum of  his  treatment  of  the  ''  cena/' 
in  which  he  introduces  a  dog  and  a 
dwarf,  a  parrot,  and  fome  Germans, 
which  flill  remain,  though  then  and 
there  condemned  as  facrilegious, 
and  a  man  with  a  bleeding  nofe 
who  was  retrenched.  The  brothers 
were  both  good  artifts  in  water- 
colours,   Henry    the    beft,   in    the 
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manner  of  De  Wint;  they  never 
exhibited  except  in  amateur  collec- 
tions, where  they  took  high  rank : 
moft  of  their  friends^  including  my- 
felf,  poflefs  fome  of  thefe  interefting 
memorials. 

The  brothers  clofed  their  peaceful 
and  pleafant  lives,  Henry  in  Decem- 
ber, 1866,  Edward  in  April,  1884. 
The  lift  of  our  Society  may  include 
profounder  fcholars  and  men  of 
larger  views  and  more  general  fym- 
pathies,  but  no  better  friend  or  more 
confcientious  and  accomplifhed  Eng- 
li(h  gentleman  than  Edward  Cheney.

HENRY    BRIGHT. 

ENRY  Bright  belonged  on 
his  father's  and  mother's 
fide  to  that  ariflocracy  of 
commerce  and  finance 
which  is  generated  by  individual  in- 
duftry,  probity,  and  enterprife  in  our 
great  feaboard  cities.  The  Brights 
of  Briflol  and  the  Heywoods  of 
Liverpool  are  as  diftindive  in  their 
own  clafs  and  fociety  as  the  Percys 
and  Wentworths  in  another  order. 
It  is  the  habit  of  fuch  families  to 
give  their  fons  the  ordinary  liberal 
education  of  Englifh  gentlemen  be- 
fore inducing  them  into  the  profef- 
iional  flatus  in  which  they  are  def* 
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tined  to  continue  and  increafe  the 
traditional  wealth  and  dignity  of  the 
name.  The  combination  of  fuch 
purfuits  with  intelledtual  afpirations, 
or  even  with  literary  taftes,  is  pro- 
bably of  as  frequent  occurrence  as, 
and  no  more  than,  in  the  other  clafs 
in  which  the  public  School  and  Uni- 
verfity  are  followed  by  more  a£tive 
and  exciting  occupations. 

In  Liverpool,  indeed,  at  the  period 
of  Bright's  youth,  the  traditions  of 
the  high  literary  pofition  of  William 
Rofcoe  and  of  Shepherd,  the  bio- 
grapher of  Poggio,  had  not  wholly 
died  away,  and  that  efflorefcence  of 
letters  in  the  activities  of  commercial 
and  profeflional  life  had  occurred  in 
that  particular  fedtion  of  religious 
thought  to  which  his  relatives  had 
traditionally  adhered,  and  to  which 
they  had  contributed  the  diftin- 
guiihed  name  of  Oliver  Heywood. 

Henry  Bright  was  fent  to  Rugby 
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fchool  in  the  fummer  after  the  death 
of  its  great  pedagogue ;  he  was  placed 
in  the  fchool  houfe  under  the  imme- 
diate care  of  Dr.  Tait,  his  accom* 
pliihed  and  amiable  fucceiTor^  of 
whom  Bright  foon  became  a  favourite 
pupil,  and  with  whom  he  cemented 
a  mendihip  that  endured  during  all 
that  eminent  prelate's  fuccefsful 
career.  It  was  one  of  the  chief 
fatisfadions  of  Henry  Bright's  later 
years  to  find  himfelf  a  frequent  and 
welcome  gueft  at  Lambeth  Palace. 
Cotton,  afterwards  Archbiftiop  of 
Calcutta,  was  his  private  tutor. 

Although  the  fpecial  ftudies  of 
the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge  did 
not  attrad  Henry  Bright,  he  availed 
himfelf  to  the  full,  during  his  refi- 
dence  at  Trinity  College,  of  all  the 
collateral  advantages  of  univerfity 
life,  including  the  Union  Society,  of 
which  he  became  one  of  the  officers, 
and  where  he  was  a  graceful  and 
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popular  fpeaker.  His  radiant  and 
genial  nature  efpecially  appreciated 
the  happinefe  of  adolefcent  friend- 
ihips,  among  which  that  of  Mr. 
James  Payn,  the  agreeable  and 
abundant  novelift,  was  one  of  the 
moil  valued  and  permanent. 

After  leaving  Cambridge  he  tra- 
velled in  America,  where  he  became  • 
intimate  with  all  the  moft  eminent 
names  of  the  national  literature,  and  in 
1853  he  went  into  his  father's  office, 
the  firm  of  Gibbs,  Bright  and  Co.,  fo 
prominent  in  the  South-American 
trade  and  the  eftablifliment  of  direct 
intercourfe  with  Auftralia;  of  this 
houfe  he  fome  years  later  became 
a  partner.  As  his  literary  taftes 
developed,  it  was  natural  that  thofe 
around  him,  wholly  abforbed  in 
commercial  purfuits,  fliould  regard 
him  as  comparatively  indifferent  to 
practical  bufinefs;  but,  as  a  matter 
of    fa6t,    he    fcrupuloufly    avoided 
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making  thefe  extraneous  occupations 
any  excufe  for  a  relaxation  of  official 
duty^  and  the  value  of  his  literary 
faculties  in  the  letter-writing  branch 
of  the  office  was  duly  appreciated. 
His  connexion  with  the  (hipping 
intereft  naturally  took  a  philanthropic 
afped,  and  thus  he  was  the  founder 
and  chief  adminiflrator  of  that  mod 
i^feful  charity  the  Branch  Sailor's 
Home  at  the  North  End,  and  re- 
mained its  prefident  till  1 877. 

The  terrible  abufes  in  the  mercan- 
tile marine  between  Liverpool  and 
the  United  States  were  powerfully 
brought  by  him  before  the  public  in 
a  letter  to  his  friend  Mr.  W  hi  thread, 
under  the  name  of  "  A  Liverpool 
"  Merchant,"  with  the  charadteriftic 
motto,  ^^  La  juftice  en  pleine  mer  I 
"  vous  moquez  vous  des  gens  ? " — 
Scapin.,  It  was  this  complicated 
queftion  of  international  law  which  I 
brought  before  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
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mons  in  1859,  when,  in  humble 
imitation  of  Mr.  Burke's  revolu- 
tionary dagger,  I  took  down  to  the 
Houfe  and  exhibited  a  knuckledufter 
ufed  by  one  of  the  incriminated  cap- 
tains for  purpofes  of  manflaughter 
or  mutilation,  with  which  Bright  had 
fupplied  me.  In  the  abfence  of  the 
Prime  Minifter,  Sir  George  Corne- 
wall  Lewis  agreed  to  my  motion  for 
an  Addrefs  to  the  Crown,  and  in 
the  following  Seflion,  informed  the 
Houfe  that  he  and  Mr.  Dallas,  the 
Minifter  of  the  United  States,  had 
agreed  to  the  draft  of  a  convention 
on  the  fubjed.  Then  the  American 
Civil  War  broke  out,  and,  to  ufe 
Mr.  Henry  Bright's  words,  "in 
"  the  great  ilTues  of  that  terrible 
"  conflidt,  it  was  hopelefs  to  urge 
"  the  duty  of  affording  adequate 
"  protection  to  a  few  merchant  fea- 
"  men,  and  of  inf]id:ing  adequate 
"  puni(hment  foroccaiional  violences 
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''  at  fea."  I  believer  this  abufe  is  at 
prefent  confiderably  abated.  In  1 853 
he  publifhed  a  pamphlet  entitled 
**  Free  blacks  and  flaves  :  would  im- 
^^  mediate  Abolition  be  a  blefling  ?  '* 
a  queftion  he  decided  in  the  negative, 
from  the  view  that  legiflative  freedom 
would  be  nugatory  as  long  as  it 
remained  unfandioned  by  public 
opinion;  a  natural  judgment  enough, 
but  controverted  by  the  providential 
courfe  of  events. 

About  this  time  he  contributed  to 
the  **  Weftminfter  Review  "  the  two 
articles  on  Thomas  Moore  and  De 
Quincey  which  he  regarded  as  his 
firft  ferious  attempt  at  literary  com- 
pofition ;  he  alfo  wrote  in  ''  Frafer's 
*'  Magazine  "  under  the  fignature  of 
a  *^  Cambridge  Man,'"*  and  foon  after 
became  a  frequent  contributor  to 
the  "  Examiner  "  and  "  Pall  Mall 
"  Gazette."  In  the  "  Inquirer  "  he 
took   up  the    more   orthodox    fide 
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of  the  Unitarian  creed,  and  wrote 
a  poem  entitled  '.'  The  Church's 
"  Prayer,"  the  refrain  of  which, 
"  To  the  Father  through  the  Son," 
hardly  accords  with  the  ordinary 
Arian  formula.  His  intimate  rela- 
tions with  Mr.  Gafkell,  the  eminent 
Unitarian  minifter  of  Manchefter, 
and  his  diftingui(hed  wife,  the. 
novelift  and  biographer  of  Charlotte 
Bronte,  were  of  a  fomewhat  late 
date,  and  continued  to  the  end. 
He  privately  printed,  in  1 871,"  Some 
"  Account  of  the  Glen  Riddell  MSS. 
"  of  Burns'  Poems,"  which  it  is  inte- 
refting  to  conned  with  Rofcoe's 
indignant  verfes  addrefled  to  Scot- 
land on  the  death  of  the  great  peafant- 
poet,  which  occurred  foon  after  the 
expectation  of  receiving  him  as  a 
gueft  at  Allerton  Hall. 

As  foon  as  his  circumftances  per- 
mitted, Mr.  H.  Bright  had  taken 
to  himfelf  a  moft  fuitable  partner  for 
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life,  literally  for  ficknefs  and  health, 
in  die  lifter  of  Mr.  Yates  Thompfon, 
the  colleague  of  Mr.  Gladftone  in 
his  unfuccefkful  candidature  for  the 
county,  and  had  begun  the  eredtion 
of  a  modeft  and  elegant  homeftead . 
at  Afhfield,  near  Liverpool,  which 
in  its  literary  furroundings  and  re- 
ception of  eminent  perfonages,  Eng- 
liih  and  American,  became  a  worthy 
fucceiibr  of  the  Birchfield  and  AUer- 
ton  Hall  of  William  Rofcoe. 

There  is  no  need  to  remind  thofe 
who  have  partaken  of  that  hofpitality 
of  its  unafTeded  culture  and  grace- 
jful  gaiety,  but  I  gladly  take  advan- 
tage of  Mr.  Julian  Hawthorne's 
recently  publiihed  Life  of  his  Father 
to  repeat  his  fenfe  of  the  value  of 
the  relation  between  Henry  Bright 
and theauthoxof  the'*  Scarlet  Letter," 
who  by  that  fingular  procefs  of  re- 
paration in  the  United  States  of 
their  fyftematic  negledt  of  men  .of 
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letters  by  means  of  diplomatic  and 
confular  appointments,  had  been 
placed  in  the  rough  and  unfuitable 
poft  of  Conful  at  Liverpool,  and 
where  the  happy  accident  of  the 
acquaintance  of  Henry  Bright  and 
his  relatives  the  Heywood  family 
may  be  faid  to  have  been  his  only 
congenial  afTociation.  Nathaniel 
Hawthorne  (hall  exprefs  this  in  his 
own  words :  ''  Bright  was  the 
*'  illumination  of  my  dufky  little 
apartment  as  often  as  he  made  his 
appearance  there."  "  Mr.  Bright 
'  feldom  ufed  to  fit  down,  but  ftood 
''eredt  on  the  hearth-rug;  tall, 
flender,  good-humoured,  laughing, 
voluble;  with  his  Englifh  eye« 
glafs,  his  Englifh  fpeech,  and  his 
Englifh  prejudices;  arguing,  re- 
'' monflrating,  afTerting,  contradic- 
ting,— certainly  one  of  the  mofl 
''  delightful,  and  delightfully  Englifh 
''Englifhmen     that     ever     lived/* 
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And  Hawthorne  would  launch  at 
him  fuch  appalling  and  unfparing 
home  truths  of  democracy  and  re- 
publicanifm  as  would  utterly  have 
choked  and  fmothered  any  other 
fubjed  of  her  Majefty ;  but  they 
only  ferved  to  msike  Mr.  Bright 
laugh,  and  declare  that  it  was  im- 
poffible  anybody  fhould  ferioufly  en- 
tertain fuch  opinions.  I  doubt,  con- 
tinues Mr.  Julian  Hawthorne,  if 
the  American  Conful  ever  exprefled 
himfelf  to  anyone  elfe  fo  forcibly, 
explicitly,  and  fluently  as  he  did  to 
this  Englifh  firiend ;  and  the  confe- 
quence  of  it  all  was  that  they  never 
could  fee  enough  of  each  other. 
On  the  eve  of  Hawthorne's  departure 
from  England  he  gave  his  friend  his 
laft  and  beft  proof  of  his  confidence, 
by  delivering  his  Englifh  Journals 
into  his  keeping  with  the  accompany- 
ing note. 

"  Dear   Mr.   Bright, — ^Here  arc 
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'  thefe  Journals.  If  unreclaimed  by 
^  myfelfy  or  by  my  heirs  or  affigns, 
'  I  confent  to  your  breaking  the 
'  feals  in  the  year  1900,  not  a  day 
'fooner.  By  that  time,  probably, 
'  England  will  be  a  minor  republic 
^  under  the  protection  of  the  United 
^  States.  If  my  countrymen  of 
'  that  day  partake  in  the  leafl  of 
'  my  feelings,  they  will  treat  you 
*  generoufly. 
**  Your  friend,  Nath.  Hawthorne/' 
His  articles  in  the  ''  Athenaeum  " 
were  fo  numerous  and  fo  much  ef- 
teemed  by  its  editors  that  certain  fub- 
jedsfeemed  to  be  referved  for  hiscriti- 
cifm,  and  he  became  almoft  one  of 
the  recognized  ftafF  of  the  journal. 

It  was  rather  by  accident  than  by 
any  natural  inclination  or  familiar 
ftudy  that  Mr.  Bright  produced  the 
book  by  which  he  is  beft  known, 
and  which  is,  I  believe,  deftined  to 
a  place  in  the  domeftic  literature  of 
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this  country.  He  often  alluded  to 
it  in  this  fenfe,  faying  he  took  very 
little  intereft  in  the  fcience  of  botany, 
and  much  as  he  loved  flowers,  there 
were  other  objeds  of  nature  and 
art  which  he  cared  for  as  much 
or  more.  He  had  made  the  chance 
acquaintance  of  the  editor  of  the 
**  Gardener's  Chronicle/'  and  had  be^ 
gun  in  1 873  tofend  him  fomeperfonal 
obfervations  of  his  own  fmall  domain 
interfperfed  with  poetical  allufions. 
Thefe  fo  much  attraAed  attention 
that  he  was  induced  to  colled  them 
and  print  oflF  fifty  copies  for  private 
diftributiouy  and  was  further  per- 
fuaded  to  publifh  them  in  1879, 
under  the  title  of  "  A  Year  in  a 
**  Lancafliire  Garden."  The  modefty 
of  this  fmaU  volume  correfponds 
with  the  dimenfions  of  the  locality 
it  defcribes.  The  garden  comprifes 
from  three  tofour  acres,  and  the  walled 
portion  to  which  the  book  is  efpe«- 
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daily  dedicated,  about  three-quarters 
of  an  acre.  It  was  a  fource  of  great 
diverfion  to  Mr.  Bright  and  his 
fanniily,  that  after  the  book  had 
attained  a  large  circulation,  not  only 
neighbours,  but  ftrangers  from  a 
diftance,  in  confiderable  numbers, 
arrived  to  infped  the  infignificant 
area  from  which  they  had  derived 
fo  much  pleafure.  It  is  only  to  be 
hoped  they  went  away  lefs  dif- 
appointed  then  thofe  occafional 
foreign  vifitors  to  Wakefield  in  York- 
fhire  who  come  there  with  enthu- 
fiaftic  enquiries  about  its  amiable  and 
familiar  vicar.  From  this  humble 
fpace,  however,  Henry  Bright  had 
derived  as  much  gratification  and 
perhaps  inftru£tion  as  could  be  given 
by  the  moft  lordly  pleafaunces,  and  it 
is  to  this  very  reftridion  that  the 
merit  and,  fo  to  fay,  influence  of  the 
work  is  efpecially  due.  The  venr 
abfence  ot  anything   like  abftrui^ 
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botanical  fcience,  or  any  but  necef- 
fary  phrafeology»  no  doubt  adds  to 
its  charm,  and  diftinguifhes  it  from 
any  other  book  with  which  I  am 
familiar.  The  only  claffification  in 
which  I  can  place  it,  is  fide  by  fide 
with  Ifaac  Walton  and  White's 
"  Natural  Hiftory  of  Sclborne."  But 
what  enfures  a  lengthened  exiilence 
to  thefe  pages  is  the  combination  of 
an  almoft  peafant- village  fimplicity, 
with  an  abundant  Englifh  ana  clafli- 
cal  culture  which  feems  to  me  with- 
out parallel  in  literature.  Thus  the 
year  begins  with  its  Chriftmas 
greenery,  which  he  recommends 
(hould  be  mainly  of  ivy,  and  with 
the  cryfanthemum,  to  which  he 
attributes  thefe  efpecial  merits :  **  It 
'*  comes  in  the  fhorteft  and  darkeft 
days,  it  blows  abundantly  in  the 
fmoke  of  the  largeft  cities,  and  it 
lafts  longer  than  any  other  flower 
''  when  cut  and  put  in  water.'"    He 
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pafles  on  to  January  the  20th,  St. 
Agnes'  £ve,  that  year  foft  and  almoft 
warm,  contrafting  with  that  of  Keats 
when 


**  The  owl  for  all  its  feathers  was  a-cold/^ 

but  confirming  Tennyfon's  firft 
fnowdrop  lying  on  the  bofom  of 
the  year  by  its  appearance  on  the 
1 8th  of  the  month.  In  the  early 
fpring  he  recognizes  the  white  violet 
as  the  Leucoion  of  the  ancients^  and 
thus  vindicates  Ovid  in  placing  to^ 
gether  the  violet,  the  poppy,  and  the 
Uly  as  fuffering  together  in  a  (how 
ftorm.  He  takes  advantage  of  this 
opportunity  to  controvert  Lord  Stan* 
hope's  and  Mr.  Ruikin's  identification 
of  the  Greek  Ion  with  the  iris,  and 
to  confirm  the  authority  of  Pliny 
as  abfolute  on  the  flower  that  com- 
pofed  the  Horatian  wreath,  and 
flavoured  the  vinum  vioknteum.  In 
the  fummex  pagea  of  Rofe*lore,  Mr. 
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Bright  does  not  feem  to  have  been 
familiar  with  the  exhauftive  mono- 
graph on  the  rofe  written  by  my 
Belgian  colleague  in  the  fecretariat 
of  this  Society,  Mons.  Odave 
Delepierre,  which  would  have  fup- 
plied  him  with  ftill  more  material 
and  allufion,  but  contents  himfelf 
with  recording  Hawthorne's — **  pale 
*'  and  bloody  petals  ftrewn  over  the 
**  Englifh  battle-fields  " — and  giving 
the  prize  of  poems  on  the  ilower  to 
the  tender  morality  of  Waller's  **  Go, 
"  lovely  Rofe." 

As  the  year  advances  he  writes, 
**  The  afters  have  been  very  good : 
''  many  years  have  paiTed  fince  I 
'^  found  the  wild  after  of  America 
**  growing  on  the  hill-fide  of  Con- 
^'cord  behind  Hawthorne's  houfe, 
''and  was  reminded  of  Emerfon's 
**  lines : — 

*' '  Chide  me  not,  laborious  band, 
*^  *  For  the  idle  flowers  I  brought ; 
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*  Every  after  in  my  hand 

**•  ^  Goes  home  loaded  with  a  thought.' 


On  the  cognate  fubjeft  of  fun- 
dials  in  gardens,  he  adds  to  the 
mottoes  that  warn  and  the  mottoes 
that  confole  one  adapted  from  Mrs. 
Browning : — 

**  See  the  Ihadow  of  the  dial 

**  In  the  lot  of  every  one, 
**  Marks  the  paffing  of  the  trial, 

*•  Proves  the  prefence  of  the  fun/' 

I  will  conclude  this  (hort  analyfis 
of  a  book  which  I  truft  my  friend's 
pofterity  will  take  good  care  is  not 
let  to  fall  out  of  popular  circulation , 
by  a  fuggeftive  paflage,  which  feems 
to  me  at  once  tender  and  original. 

**  I  never  ftay  anywhere  where 
'*  there  is  a  garden,  without  bringing 
''  back  with  me  fome  one  or  more 
''  (hrubs  as  a  remembrance  of  a 
*'  beautiful  place  or  happy  hours ; 
"  and,  when  I  plant  them,  I  faften 
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^*  to  them  a  label  mentioning  their 
^*  old  home^  and  thus  I  am  reminded, 
•*  now  of  a  low  houfe  covered  with 
'^  creepers  and  neftling  among  the 
**  hills  of  Wales  (Clanbrogan,  Mont- 
**  gomeiyfhire);  now  of  a  magnificent 
**  caiUe  with  its  pleafaunce  in  the 
''north  of  Ireland  (Lord  Charle- 
**  months) ;  now  of  a  great  hall  in 
**  Scotland  (Lord  Minto's),  where  a 
**  wild  glen  runs  down  paft  the 
'^  gardens  to  the  woods ;  now  of  an 
**  Englifh  abbey  where  the  flowers 
**  of  to-day  ipring  up  among  the 
'^  ruins  of  a  thoufand  years  ago 
**  (Wenlock  Abbey)."  (p.  93,) 

"The  Lanca(hire  Gkirden'*  was 
followed  by  an  article  in  the 
**  Quarterly  Review,"  reprinted  in 
1 88 1  with  fome  additions  under  the 
title  of  "  The  Englilh  Flower  Gar- 
**  den/'  In  this  he  only  alludes  in 
pailing  to  the  grand  horticultural 
and     archite&ural    fhrubberies     of

Nonfuch  and  Cobham,  and  to  Lord 
Fairfax's  garden  at  Nun  Appleton 
glorified  by  Andrew  Marvel,  and 
aifter  giving  due  honour  to  the  land- 
fcape  gardening  of  Kent,  Price^ 
Knight,  Gelpin,  and  Repton,  pro- 
ceeds to  his  main  objed,  the  reftora- 
tion  of  the  old  walled  Elizabethan 
garden  y  with  all  its  varieties  of 
familiar  plants  for  every  month,  and 
the,  if  not  abolition,  at  lead  mitiga- 
tion, of  the  monotonous  bedding-out, 
with  its  bare  ground  till  June,  and 
its  glare  of  flagrant  colours  in  the 
hotteft  feafon.  This  he  feverely 
criticifes  in  the  large  tapestried 
lawns,  quoting  how  Mrs.  Browning 
wrote  of  fome  carpets,  where 

"  Your  foot 
**  Dips  deep  in  velvet  rofes,'* 

and  adding,  **  This  may  be  well 
**  enough ;  but  who  wants  flower- 
**  beds  to  look  like  carpets  ?  " — But 
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it  is  in  the  fmaller-viila  gardens  that 
the  change  is  moft  difaftrous.  The 
pleafant  bit  of  grafs,  with  its  fpeci- 
men  trees  and  fence  of  fcented 
ihrubsy  is  cut  up,  and  Perdita's  hot 
lavender,  marigold,  crown-imperial, 
and  lily,  on  the  funny  fide  of  the  gar- 
den wall,  are  banifhed  to  make  way  for 
red  and  yellow  patches  for  the  few 
fummer  months.  This  book  too 
may  keep  its  own  in  our  domeftic 
literature,  although  it  wants  the  in- 
dividuality of  its  predecefibr. 

In  1 88 1  the  fymptoms  of  a  pul- 
monaiy  difeafe,  which  had  already 
given  Henry  Bright's  family  fome 
alarm,  became  fo  ferious  that  it  was 
decided  he  muft  fpend  the  proxi- 
mate winter  in  a  milder  climate; 
he  thus  went  to  the  Riviera,  where 
he  found  the  congenial  fociety  of 
Mr,  Green,  the  hiftorian  of  the 
Englifh  people,  fighting,  like  him- 
felf,  gallantly  for  life,  and  in  the 
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exercife  of  his  remarkable  faculties^ 
which  endured  to  the  very  laft. 
Bright  furvived  him,  and  left  this 
fine  fonnet  as  a  memorial  of  thofe 
happy  hours  of  companionfhip  on 
the  borders  of  the  grave.

In  1883  ^  ^^^  ^^  ^^  fatisfa£tion 
of  folacing  and  diverting  Henry 
Bright's  exile  at  Cannes  in  com- 
pany with  the  learned  and  kindly 
Lord  Adton,  in  whofe  late  acquain- 
tance he  found  great  delight.  After 
fome  months  of  fevere  fufferingy 
borne  with  fingular  cheerfulnels, 
although  embittered  by  the  ftrange 
and  then  apparently  hopelefs  illnefs 
of  a  charming  boy  with  whom  he 
returned  to  England  in  the  following 
fpring.  Before  another  winter  came 
Henry  Bright  had  paffed  away  in  his 
home  amid  his  family  and  books, 
and  had  gone  to  his  reft  beneath  the 
wreaths  of  his  own  Lancaftiire  gar- 
den.

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From  this  it  would  appear  that 
the  MS.  was  once  in  the  pofleilion 
of  Dr.  Harpsfieldy  and  was  found 
among  his  papers  after  his  death  by 
William  Carter,  who  is  known  to 
have  been  his  fervant  and  amanuen- 
fis.*  The  queftion  naturally  occurs, 
whether  Harpsfield  was  the  author  of 
the  treatife.  But  as  he  is  mentioned 
by  name  in  the  treatife  itfelf  (p.  23), 
and  the  author  does  not  fpeak  of  him- 
felf  inthe  third  perfon,  we  may  dif- 
mifs  that  fuppofition.  We  may,  how- 
ever, affirm  with  certainty  that  it 
was  written,  if  not  by  a  friend,  at 
leaft  by  a  contemporary  of  Harpf- 
field's,  for  the  date  of  its  compolition 
can  be  fixed  from  internal  evidence 
withm  very  narrow  limits ;  and  that

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being  fo^  it  is  not  unnatural  to  expedl 
that  Harpsfield  might  have  ufed  it 
in  fome  things  as  a  fburce  of  infor- 
mation,  as  I  fhall  fhow  prefently 
that  there  is  fome  reafon  to  believe 
that  he  did,  in  one  inftance,  unlefs, 
indeed^  as  is  qnite  poffible.  Harps- 
field  be  the  earlier  writer  of  the  two. 
But  firil  as  regards  the  date  of 
compofition.  The  treatife  itfelf 
(hows  that  it  was  written  in  Mar3r's 
reign  while  John  White  was  Bifhop 
of  Winchefter  (p.  21) — ^in  other 
words,  between  May,  1556,  and 
November,  1558.  Indeed,  in  all 
probability  it  was  written  in  the  year 
1 556,  while  the  events  recorded  were 
(till  recent ;  for  the  author  fays  at 
the  very  beginning  that  he  wrote  as 
a  matter  of  duty  by  command  of 
fomeone  dfe,  and  it  is  reafonable  to 
fuppofe  in  that  caie  he  would  not 
put  off  time  in  executing  his  com- 
miffion.     It  is  not  difficult  to  ima* 
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gine  that  his  employer  was  Cardinal 
Pole,  who,  of  courfe,  was  fpecially 
interefted  in  having  it  clearly  fhown 
that  everything  conne&ed  with  the 
depofition  of  his  predecefTor  from  the 
See  of  Canterbury,  and  his  trial  and 
his  puniihment  as  a  heretic,  was  done 
in  a  regular  and  fyftematic  manner. 
The  author,  moreover,  as  he  dif- 
tindly  tells  us  (p.  i ),  had  perfonal 
knowledge  of  the  iz&&  to  a  confider- 
able  extent ;  and  whatever  we  may 
think  of  his  bias,  he  muft  be  regarded 
as  an  original  witnefs. 

The  value  of  this  treatife,  then, 
confifts  in  the  fa£t  that  it  is  fomewhat 
of  the  nature  of  an  official  record 
drawn  up  within  the  courfe  of  a  few 
months,  probably  within  a  very  few 
weeks,  of  the  events  to  which  it  re- 
lates. The  queftion  next  arifes  with 
regard  to  its  authorihip,  concerning 
which  we  have  already  feen  that  it 
was  not  the  work  of  Harpsfield,  the 
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author  whofe  name  would  probably 
firft  fuggeft  itfelf,  even  if  we  had  not 
evidence  that  this  treatife  was  found 
among  his  papers.  I  can  only 
hazard  a  conje&ure  ;  but  it  appears 
to  me  that  the  ftyle  of  the  treatife, 
which  is  certainly  rather  artificial,  is 
not  unlike  that  of  Harpsfield's  friend 
Alan  Cope,  to  judge  by  the  only 
fpecimen  of  his  literary  powers  with 
which  we  are  acquainted — ^the  dedi- 
cation of  his  Syntaxis  Hiftoria  Evan^ 
gelica  to  Viglius  Zuichemius.  Cope 
was  a  native  of  London,  was  elected 
Fellow  of  Magdalen  College,  Ox- 
ford, in  15499  and  was  unanimoufly 
chofen  fenior  prodor  of  the  univer- 
fity  in  1558.  He  had  ftudied  law 
at  Oxford  five  years,  but  not  liking 
the  change  in  religion  at  the  accei- 
fion  ofEIizabeth,  fled  abroad  in  1 560.* 
In  1 566  he,  being  then  abroad,  pub-

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lifhed  at  Antwerp  his  friend  Harpf- 
field's  Dialogi  Sex  contra  fummi  pontu 
Jicatus  apfnignatores  et  pjeudomartyres ; 
and  to  (hield  Harpsfield,  who  re- 
mained in  England^  from  refponfi- 
bility,  put  his  own  name  on  the  title- 
page.  But  that  the  truth  might  not 
for  ever  lie  concealed,  he  obfcurely 
indicated  it  at  the  conclufion  of  the 
work  by  the  myfterious  capital  let- 
ters: A.H.L.N.H.EV.EA.  C, 
which  thofe  acquainted  with  the  fe- 
cret  could  interpret  to  mean  AuSar 
Hujus  Ubri  Nicolaus  Harpesfeldus. 
Editit  Veto  Bum  Alanus  Capus. 

The  fads  conneded  with  Cran- 
mer's  martjrrdom  are  fo  well  known 
from  other  fources  that  little  or 
nothing  which  is  pofitively  new  will 
be  found  in  the  prefent  trad.  But 
it  is  a  matter  of  fome  intereft  that 
we  have  here  (p.  8)  perhaps  the 
earlieft  authority  for  the  ftory  of 
Cranmer  carrying  his   fecond  wife 
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about  in  a  cheft — a  ftory  long  dif- 
credited  as  an  invention  of  Sanders, 
until  fome  years  ago  Lord  A€ton 
pointed  out  that  it  was  related  by 
Harpsfield  in  his  ^'Treatife  on  the 
pretended  Divorce  between  Henry 
VIII.  and  Catharine  of  Aragon."  ♦ 
The  fad  may  have  been  .equally 
well  known  to  Harpsfield  and  to 
Cope ;  if.  not>  it  would  be  difir- 
cult  to  fay  which .  of  them .  received 
his  information  from  the  other, 
for  Hapsfield's  work,  like  the  prefent 
treatife,  is  faid  to  have  been  written 
in  Queen  Mary's  days;  indeed  it 
could  .hardly  have  been  written 
later:  But  when  we.  find,  the  fadt 
to  which  we  have  yiik  alluded  re- 
corded in  a  treatife  like  the  prefent, 
which  was  certainly  intended  in  the 
main  to  be  merely  a  ftatement  of 
pofitive    welli-afceftained    fads,   we

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can  hardly  regard  it  any  longer  as  a 
mere  malicious  libel. 

The  MS.  is  unfortunately  the 
work  of  a  bad  copyift,  the  fenfe 
being  frequently  obfcured  by  clerical 
errors  and  a  general  abfence  of 
punctuation.

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Poftquam  vero  Harpsfildus  theo- 
logize do&or  pro  fua  eruditione  ex* 
plicaflet»  non  reftare  in  malis  CKrif- 
tum  ad  animo6  eorum  fpiritualibus 
donis  iinbuendo6»  cxterum  ex  Divo 
Paulo  convinci  malosy  indign^  qui- 
dem^fed  tamen  corpus  Chriftifumere^ 
atque  ita  in  facramento  Chriilum  efle 
ad  eorum  condemnationem  qui  indig- 
ne  ad  id  accederent;  eaque  altercatio 
ultro  citroque  vicibus  jam  pluribus 
fuiflet  agitata^  ita  Cranmerus  dif* 
ceffityUt  omnes  non  folum  argument!

bat  quod  in  catholicorum  numerum 
fuiflet  ac  gregem  receptus,  redditus 
eft  ei  Thomas  Mori  liber  fandtiffimi

PREFACE. 

^^""HE  following  pages  are  an 
imprint  of  manufcripts  in 


the  pofleflion  of  the  Right 
Hon^^  Vifcount  Galway, 
the  reprefentative  of  Sir  Philip 
Monckton.  They  exift  in  two 
copies — the  original  manufcripts, 
and  a  careful  tranfcript  made  by  a 
female  meinber  of  the  houfe  fome 
fifty  years  ago.  It  will  be  noticed 
that  the  documents  are  not  printed 
in  ftri£t  chronological  order.  This 
it  was  confidered  was  but  a  flight 
drawback  in  fo  fmall  a  volume.     It 
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was  felt  that  reverence  for  the  me- 
mory of  her  who  arranged  them,  and 
as  it  may  be  truly  faid,  prepared 
them  for  the  prefs,  though  probably 
the  idea  of  their  being  printed  did 
not  occur  to  her,  demanded  that 
they  fhould  appear  in  the  order  in 
which  {he  had  left  them. 

The  prefent  editor's  work  has  been 
for  the  moft  part  merely  mechanical. 
He  has  in  nearly  every  inftance  com- 
pared the  originals  with  the  modern 
copy,  and  correded  the  very  few 
mifreadings  which  he  found  therein. 
For  fuch  notes  as  appear  at  the 
bottom  of  the  pages  he  is  alone 
refponfible.  Their  number  might 
have  been  greatly  increafed,  but  with 
doubtful  advantage.  Thofe  who 
read  thefe  pages  will  know  where  to 
go  for  further  knowledge  fhould 
they  defire  minute  information  as  to 
the  perfons  and  places  incidentally 
mentioned. 
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The  firft  article  in  the  Appendix 
is  an  imprint  of  a  tranfcript  made  by 
the  editor  of  a  printed  tra£t  of  great 
rarity.  He  cannot  now  trace  the 
copy  which  was  for  a  fhort  time  in 
his  hands,  but  examples  of  the 
original  exift  in  more  than  one  of 
our  great  public  libraries. 

It  may  be  well  to  mention  that 
Vifcount  Galway  poflefles  a  fine  full- 
length  portrait  of  Sir  Philip,  painted 
by  Van  Dyck,  an  enamelled  ring  fet 
with  brilliants  with  a  ruby  in  the 
centre,  given  to  his  anceftor  Sir 
Philip,  after  the  battle  of  Nafeby,  by 
Charles  I.,  and  the  helmet  which  he 
was  accuftomed  to  wear.  Some  peer- 
aces  aflert  (among  others,  Debrett^ 

1829,  ^^1-  ^^-'  P'  ^^9)y  ^^^  ^^  co^* 
iideration  of  Sir  Philip  Monckton*s 

'^  fufFerings  and  fervices,  Charles  11. , 

in  1656,  wrote  him  a  letter  with  his 

own  hand,  promifing  that,  if  God 

reftored  him.  Sir  Philip  fhould  (hare 
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with  him/'  This  letter,  if  it  ever 
exifted,  feems  to  have  been  loft.  It 
is  not  known  to  exift  among  the 
archives  at  Serlby  or  elfewhere.

Bottesford  Manor, 
I  Nw.^  1884. 
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IIARMADUKE  MONCK- 
TON Efquire  of  Cavill 
Hall  near  Howden,  was 
the  eldeft  fon  and  heir  of 
Chriftopher  Monckton  Efq.  and  in 
1 57 1  married  Elizabeth  fecond 
daughter  of  Matthew  Wentworth 
Efq.  of  Bretton  Co.  York  by  whom 
he  had  Philip,  John,  (of  Garton  and 
Burland)  and  other  children.  Philip 
the  eldeft,  was  baptized  at  Eaftrington 
April  1574,  knighted  1617,  buried 
at  Eaftrington  1 646,  having  married 
Martha  eldeft  daughter  and  co-heir 
of  Francis  Sutton  Efq  of  Sutton 
near  Macclesfield  by  whom  he  had 
Sir  Francis  Monckton  knighted  at 
York  25  June  1642  of  Cavill  and 
Sutton ;  married  Margaret  daughter 
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of  Thomas  Savile  Efq  of  Northgatc 
Heady  Wakefield  and  coheir  of  her 
nephew  William  Savile.  The  mar- 
riage was  folemnized  at  Horbury 
Jan'T  1 619. 

Sir  Francis  and  Lady  Monckton 
had  feveral  Children  &  refided  at 
Cavill  Hall.  Their  eldeft  fon 
Philip  (who  wrote  the  fubjoined 
memoir)  was  knighted  at  Newcaftle 
1 644  and  ferved  in  the  Army  of  King 
Charles  the  firft,  and  fuffered  feverely 
in  confequence.  His  will  is  dated 
7  February  1678,  proved  at  York  12 
April  1679.  Sir  Philip  Monckton 
married  Anne  eldeft  daughter  of 
Robert  Eyre  Efq  of  High  Low 
Derbyfliire,  whofe  defcendants  now 
enjoy  the  Earldom  of  Newburgh. 
[Another  branch.] 

Sir  Philip  Monckton  K^  had  two 
fons  and  one  daughter.  The  young- 
eft  fon  William  Monckton  was  a 
Lieutenant  in  the  Navy  &  (lain 
before  Barcelona  in   1706,  he  died 
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unmarried.  His  eldeft  brother 
Robert  Monckton  Efq  of  Cavill, 
and  of  Hodroyd  (jure  uxoris)  was 
the  elded  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Philip 
Monckton  Knight,  and  married 
Theodofia  the  eldefl  daughter  and 
Coheir  of  John  Fountayne  Efq  by 
Elizabeth  Monckton  his  wife,  who 
was  born  in  1651  and  was  the  fole 
furviving  iffue  of  John  Monckton  Efq 
of  High  Melton,  Yorkfhire  a  Major 
of  Foot  in  the  army  of  King  Charles 
the  firft,  and  married  Mary,  daughter 
of  Samuel  Oldfield  Efq  of  Oldfield 
1 64 1.  This  John  Monckton  Efq 
died  about  1653,  and  his  daughter 
Elizabeth  not  only  inherited  his 
property,  but  that  of  her  aunt  Mrs 
Mary  Berrie  of  Hodroyd,  &c  &c 
whofe  hufband  Marmaduke  Monck- 
ton Efq  took  the  name  of  Berrie, 
in  165 1,  on  his  marriage,  but  did 
not  leave  ifllie.  He  was  Captain  of 
foot  alfo  in  King  Charles's  Army, 
and  fo  was  another  brother  of  John

&  M armaduke,  Sir  Edmond  Monck- 
ton, who  ferved  in  the  Civil  Wars. 
William  the  eldeft  of  the  four 
brothers,  died  unmarried  before  1665, 
confequently  John,  the  next  fon  of 
the  firft  mentioned  John  Monckton 
Efq  of  Garton  &  Burland,  inherited 
the  paternal  property  and  refided  at 
High  Melton,  His  widow  Mrs 
Mary  Monckton  was  living  at  the 
time  their  only  child  Elizabeth^ 
married  John  Fountayne  Efq  in 
1666. 

Robert  Monckton  Efq,  received  a 
Commiflion  as  Captain  in  the  Regi- 
ment of  foot  commanded  by  Vifcount 
Mordaunt,  the  10^*^  of  Nov*^*  1688 
figned  by  the  Prince  of  Orange,  King 
William  3^  and  was  for  fome  years 
one  of  the  Commiflioners  of  Trade 
in  the  reign  of  Queen  Ann,  and 
ferved  in  feveral  parliaments  for 
Pontefradl  and  Aldborough  in  York- 
fliirc.  He  died  in  Nov^  1722  and 
was  interred  in  the  Vault  at  Felkirk. 
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His  eldeft  fon  John  (by  Theodofia 
the   daughter   of  John  Fountayne 
Efq)  of  Cavill,  Hodroyd^Burland  &c. 
was  in  1 727  Created  by  King  George 
the  fecond.  Baron  of  Killard  in  the 
County  of  ClareandVifcount  Galway 
of  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland.      His 
Lordfhip   purchafed   the  Eftate   of 
Serlby  in  the  County  of  Nottingham, 
the  prefent  refidence  of  the  family ; 
and   married   firft   Lady   Elizabeth 
Manners   fourth  daughter  of  John 
Duke  of  Rutland  by  whom  he  had 
three  fons,  and  one  daughter  who 
died  young.    William  the  eldeft,  was 
afterwards    the    fecond    Vifcount, 
Robert  his  next  brother  was  a  Major 
General    and    upon    the  death   of 
General  Wolfe   before   Quebec   in 
1759  the  command  of  the  Britifh 
army   in  North  America,  devolved 
upon  him.     The  third  fon  was  John, 
who  died   young.      Lord   Galway 
married  fecondly,  Jane  daughter  of 
Henry  Warner    Wefternra   Efq  of 
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Queens  County  Ireland,  by  Eleanor 
fifter  of  John  firft  Vifcount  Allen. 
Lord  Galway  had  feven  children  by 
his  fecond  marriage,  three  of  whom 
died  young.  His  Lordihip  repre- 
sented Clithero  &  Pontefrad  in 
different  Parliaments,  &  held  various 
honorable  appointments  under  Go- 
vernment. He  died  in  175 1  and  was 
depofited  in  the  family  Vault  at 
Felkirk  near  Hodroyd,  and  was  Suc- 
ceeded in  his  titles  and  eftates  by  his 
eldefl  fon  William,  who  married 
Elizabeth  only  daughter  of  Jofeph 
Da  Cofta  Villa  Real  Efq  by  whom 
he  had  John  who  died  in  the  twenty- 
firft  year  of  his  age  in  1 769.  Henry 
William  who  in  1772  Succeeded 
his  father,  and  alfo  reprefented 
Pontefrad  in  Parliament  till  his 
death;  dying  unmarried  in  1776 
was  Succeeded  by  his  youngeft  brother 
Robert,  the  fourth  Vifcount,  who 
married  firft  Elizabeth  daughter  of 
Daniel  Mathew  Efq  of  Felix  Hall,

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Eilex  by  whom  he  had  nine  children 
fix  of  whom  furvived  him  and 
fecondly  Mrs  Drummond  the  relidt 
of  P.  A.  Drummond  Efq,  fon  of  D' 
Drummond  Archbifliop  of  York. 
Lord  Gal  way  was  one  of  His  Maj  efly 's 
Privy  CounfellorSy  Knight  of  the 
Bath,  and  reprefented  York  and 
Pontefra<%  in  different  Parliaments 
befides  other  honorable  appointments. 
At  his  death  in  1810  his  Lord  (hip 
was  fucceeded  by  his  eldeft  fon 
William  George  Monckton  Arundell 
fifth  Vifcount  Galway,  married  to 
Catherine  Elizabeth  Handfield  in 
1 804,  the  only  furviving  ifiTue  of  the 
late  Captain  George  Handfield  of  the 
40^  Regiment  of  Foot,  by  Elizabeth 
the  only  daughter  of  the  late  Reverend 
Sir  WUliam  Smyth  Baronet  of  Hill 
Hall,  Efilex.  He  died  in  1834  and 
was  fucceeded  by  his  eldeft  fon  George 
Edward  Arundell  6*^  Vifcount.  He 
married    Henrietta  E.  daughter   of 
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R.  P.  Milnes  Efq.  &  lifter  of  i«*  Lord 
Houghton,  and  reprefented  Eaft  Ret- 
ford in  Parliament  from  1847  till 
his  death  in  1876,  when  he  was  fuc- 
ceeded  by  his  only  fon,  George 
Edmund  Milnes  Monckton  Arundell. 
The  prefent  Vifcount  has  reprefented 
North  Notts  in  Parliament  fince  1872, 
and  in  1879  married  Vere,  only 
daughter  of  the  late  Ellis  Coding, 
Efq.,  of  Burbidge  Hall,  Surrey. 

The  following  particulars  relate 
to  Lord  Galway,  bearing  the  name 
and  arms  of  Arundell : — 

John  the  fecond  Lord  Arundell 
of  Trerife  married  firft  Margaret 
daughter  and  fole  heir  of  Sir  John 
Ackland  Columb  John,  Devon, 
Knight,  by  whom  he  had  Ifliie 
John,  his  fon  &  fucceffor  &  a 
daughter  Gertrude,  who  married 
Sir  Bennet  Hofkins  Baronet  of  the 
County  of  Hereford.  Lord  Arundell 
fecondly  married  Barbara  daughter 
of  Sir  Henry  Slingiby,  Bar^  of  the 
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County  of  York  (widow  of  Sir 
Richard  Mauleverer,  Bar*),  by 
whom  his  Lordfhip  had  iiTue 
Richard.  Lady  Arundell  afterwards 
married  Thomas  Herbert  Earl  of 
Pembroke. 

Richard,  Lord  ArundeU's  fecond 
fon  married  in  1732  Lady  Frances 
Manners,  daughter  of  John  fecond 
Duke  of  Rutland,  by  his  firft  wife 
Catherine  fecond  daughter  of 
William  Lord  Ruflell,  the  cele- 
brated Patriot  who  was  beheaded  in 
1683,  and  lifter  to  Wriothefly  Duke 
of  Bedford.  The  Duchefs  died  in 
childbirth  in  1 7 1 1 »  having  had  iiTue 
five  fons  and  three  daughters,  the 
youngeft  of  whom  married  the  1*^ 
Vifcount  Galway.  Some  intereft- 
ing  particulars  on  this  fubjed  are 
preferved  in  the  letters  of  her  excel- 
lent Mother  Lady  Rachel  Ruflell. 

Sir  Richard  Mauleverer  Bar^  of 
AUerton  Mauleverer  in  the  County 
of  York  died  unmarried   in  171 3 
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and  left  his  eftates  to  his  half-brother 
the  Honorable  Richard  Arundell, 
before  mentioned,  who  died  without 
leaving  iflue  and  by  his  will  dated 
1756  bequeathed  all  his  Eftates  in 
Devon,  Cornwall,  &  Middlefex,  as 
well  as  tho(e  in  Yorkftiire,  &  per- 
fonal  property  to  his  wife  Lady 
Frances  Arundell  for  ever.  She 
died  in  1769  and  in  her  will  dated 
1794  defired  to  be  interred  in  her 
Church  at  Allerton  Maulevenr  as 
near  her  late  dear  hufband  & 
daughter  as  might  be,  wholie  bodies 
her  Ladyihip  defires  may  be  removed 
thither  from  Bofworth  in  Leicefter- 
ftiire.  Lady  Frances  Arundell  be- 
queathed all  the  above  eftates  and 
her  perfonal  property,  including  fome 
fine  pidtures  by  Mytens  and  Van- 
dyke, to  her  nephew  William 
Monckton,  the  iecond  Vi^Erount  Gal- 
way  and  his  heirs,  upon  condition  of 
taking  the  arms  &  name  of  Arundell, 
for  which,   permiflion  was  granted 
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by  His  Majefty  King  George  the 
third  the  2 2"^  December  1 769.  His 
Lordfhip's  mother  was  Lady  Eliza- 
beth Manners,  youngeft  fitter  of 
Lady  Frances  AnindeU.  And  thus 
as  the  Vifcounts  Galway  have  come 
to  the  title,  they  have  taken  the 
name  &  arms  of  Anindell. 

Robert  Monckton  Arundell  the 
fourth  Vifcount  Galway,  fold  the 
Eftate  of  Allerton  Mauleverer  to 
the  Duke  of  York,  who  refold  it  to 
Colonel  Thornton  of  fporting  cele- 
brity, who  difpofed  of  it  to  the  late 
Loitl  Stourton,  and  it  is  the  present 
refidence  of  that  noble  Family. 
1823. 

The  following  is  a  copy  <^  Sir 
Philip  Monckton's  Memoir,  in  his 
own  writing,  in  the  poiTefiion  of 
the  prefeat  Vifcount  Galway. 
^^  My  Grandfiither  my  father  with 
myfelfe  had  the  honour  of  Knight- 
hood and  fequeftration  for  tome 
*^  years.     My  father  was  one  of  the 
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^*  firft  that  came  to  waite  upon  the 
King  when  he  retired  to  York, 
'*  when  he  lent  him  money^  and  was 
*' engaged  in  bonds  for  him  to  ye 
**  value  of  20,000/. 

**  He  was  one  of  the  eleven  gentle- 
*^  men  that  at  the  inftance  of  M^ 
**  Endimion  Porter  did  petition  the 
"King  to  take  a  gaurde  for  w^ 
**  the  Pari*  fent  a  fervant  for  them 
"  and  his  houfe  being  under  the  in- 
"  fluence  of  Hull  he  was  for£t  to 
"  leave  it,  and  loft  the  benefit  of  his 
"eftate  for  feaven  years.  All  my 
''family  ferved  the  King  and  my 
"fecond  Brother  was  flaine  in  the 
"  warr.  I  had  the  honour  to  be 
"  eldeft  Cap*  of  Sir  Tho :  Metham's 
**  Reg*  of  foote  when  the  late  King 
'^went  to  block  up  Hull,  where  I 
"had  the  fortune  to  command  the 
"firft  party,  y*  gave  fier  in  that 
**  warr. 

"Sir  Will:  Throckmorton  late 
"Knight   Marftiall  was  Comiflary 
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*  General  of  Horfe  to  his  Grace  of 

*  Newcaftle  at  ye  battle  of  Aderton 

*  Moorc,^  of  which  Battle  he  hath 
'  often  faide  that  if  I  did  not  winn 
^  the  day  I  faved  it  and  that  which 
^I   did  was   not    by   Chance   but 

*  Conduft. 

'*  I  had  my  (hare  (in  regained  at 

*  Corbrig  *)  that  honour  ye  Englifh 
Moft  at  Newburne  for  which   his 

*  Grace  of  Newcaftle  was  pleafed  to 

*  honour  me  (with  fome  others) 
*with  knighthood:  The  retreat  y* 

*  was  made  from  ye  Scotts  at  ye 
'  Battle  of  Bowden  Hills  I  made 
'  haveing  ye  Commande  of  fower 

*  hundred  horfe  for  the  Gaurde  of 

*  the  left  wing  as  M aior  Jackfon 
^  had  for  the  right  wing^buthe  being 
'  prefently  beaten  by  the  forlome  of 


*  Adwalton  or  Adderton  Moor,  five  miles 
from  Bradford.  Here  the  Earl  of  Newcaftle 
defeated  Lord  Fairfax  (Ferdinando)  on  31ft 
of  June,  1643. 

'  About  four  miles  eaft  of  Hexham. 
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^'  Scotts  that  came  againft   him  I 

**  was  drawne  to  the  rear  of  the  body 

"  of  the  Army,  which  was  to  march 

t  ''  a  mile  and  a  halfe  in  a  plaine  Cam- 

'^  pania  in  faire  day,  before  the  Scotch 
**  Army  before  it  came  to  defcend  a 
"  hill  in  the  inclofure. 

'*  Both  the  fFork>rne$  concentred 
'*  againft  me  and  I  made  Rood  the 
**  retreat  without  ye  los  of  a  man, 
''untUl  I  came  at  ye  Brinke  of  ye 
'*  Hills  where  they  fell  in  to  ye  reare 
of  the  laft  body  y'  drew  of  and 
purfued  it  in  to  ye  Inclofure 
(where  all  moft  all  our  Army  was 
in  confuftion)  but  thefe  weere  re- 
pulfed  by  two  parties  that  I  had 
'^  lent  in  before :  upon  which  the 
**  body  of  their  horle  came  downe

^^  liam  Hudleftone*s  Regiment  of

**  Upon  our  retreat  to  Yorke  the 
*'  Scotts  followed  us,  and  my  Lord  of

^*  Newarke  under  the  condudt  of  S' 
^^  Charles  Lucas  which  he  performed 

fo  excellently,  in  the  face  of  the 

Scotch  &  Fairfax's  Armys  that  he 
**  fuftained  noe  lofle.  From  thence 
^•I  was  fent  by  General  Gooreing 
**to  the  Prince  to  Shrewfbury  to 
*^  foUicit  him  to  relieve  Yorke  in 
^*  w^I  rann  many  hazards  inpaiieing 
•*  by  feveral  of  ye  Enemyes  Gar- 
•*  rifons : 

At  the  battle  of  Heffey '  Moore  I 

had  my  horfe  (hott  under  me,  as  I 

caracold  at  the  head  of  the  body  I 
'^commanded,  and  foe  neare  the 
'^enemyes,   that    I    could    not  be 

mounted  againe».but  charged  on 

foote  and  beate  S*^.  Hugh  Bethels 

Regm^of  horfe:  who  was  wounded 
^^and  difmounted,  and  my  fervant 

brought  me  his  horfe. 

When  I  was  mounted  uponhim, 

'  Marfton  Moon 
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*^  the  wind  driveing  thefmoake  foe  as 
'^  I  could  not  fee  what  became  of  the 
^^body  that  I  commanded,  which 
"  went  in  purfuite  of  ye  enemy,  I 
"  retired  over  the  flow,  where  I  faw 
^'  a  body  of  fome  two  dioufand  horfe 
'*  that  ware  broaken,  which  as  I  en- 
"  deavored  to  rally,  I  faw  8^  John 
Hurry  (Maior  General  to  the 
Prince)  come  gallopeing  through 
*'  the  flow ;  I  rid  to  him  and  told 
*^  him,  that  there  was  none  in  that 
"  great  body,  but  they  knew  either 
''  himfelfe,  or  me,  and  that  if  he 
'*  would  helpe  me,  to  put  them 
**  in  or^er,  we  might  regaine  the 
*'  feild :  He  told  me  broaken  horfe 
^^  would  not  fight  and  galloped  from 
*'  me  toward  Yorke :  I  returned  to 
that  body,  by  that  time  it  was 
night,  and  S'  Marmd.  Langdale 
haveing  had  thofe  bodies  he  com- 
''  manded  broaken,  came  to  me  and 
'*  wee  ftaied  in  the  feild  untill  twelve 
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"o'clock  at  night,  that  S^  John 
"Maffey  came  by  order  of  the 
"  Prince  to  commande  us  to  retire 
"  to  Yorkc : 

"  In  that  great  adion  (the  releife 
"  of  Pontefrad)  I  had  fome  (hare. 
"  Att  ye  Battle  of  Naifeby,  where  I

'<  I  ftaide  with  the  laft  in  the  feild 
*'  and  the  retreat  that  was  made  I 
"  made  it,  the  purfuit  beeing  of  ten 
'*  miles  continuance :  at  the  end  of 
^'  which  I  beat  the  Enemyes  fForlorne 
"  w^  was  commanded  by  two  Cap** 
"  of  %^  Robert  Pyes  Reg*  ye  one  of 
'*  which  was  flaine  and  the  other  I 
"  brought  prifoner  to  ye  king  at 
"Leiccfter.  Att  the  battle  of 
*•  Rowton  heath :  after  feveral  con- 
"  flicts  with  Pointz,  it  came  to  Ser 
*^  Marmaduke  Langdale  s  Brigade, 
(which  I  commanded)  to  charge, 
with  which  I  propofed  to  enter 
upon  Pointz  his  grounde :  which 
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S'  Marmd  thought  feafeable,  but 
haveing  fignals  fufiicient  for  a 
vidoiy»  and  beeing  peremptorily 
^*  commanded  to  keepe  his  grounde 
'*  untill  a  certaine  houre,  that  wee 
'*  weere  commanded  to  march  to 
<<  aflauit  the  Enimy  in  the  fuburbs

^'  Pointz  ftoode  upon  and  Rowton 
**  heath :  As  foon  as  I  was  drawne 
"  up  and  y^  wee  begune  our  Route

^^  indeed  all  with  fo  fpecial  and  exquifite  a  grace

^'  mande  by  making  Maior  Generall 
Byron  and  Coll  Robert  Portington 
(harers  with  me  becaufe  I  thought 
they  would  be  moare  diligent  in 
'*  the  fervice  having  an  equall  con- 
^'cerne  with  me,  than  under  my 
^'  commande. 

^'  Haveing  an  invitation  in  to 
**  Lincolnfhire,  where  wee  weere 
^'  promifed  a  conjundion  of  forces 
^'  out  of  Norfolke  Leicefterfh  &  that 
''  Countrey,  wee  marcht  to  Lincolne, 
"where  wee  tooke  the  Pallace  by 
"  ftorme  with  two  hundred  men  and 
'^  a  good  quantity  of  arms  &  am- 
"  munition,  with  which  wee  marcht 
"  towards  Kegworth  in  Leicefter^fh 
where  wee  were  promifed  a  con- 
junction of  forces  of  that  Countrey, 
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^'  and  Darbysfh  Lincolnesfh  &  Nor- 
'*  folke  having  failed  us ; 

**  But  wee  weere  over  taken  in 
*•  the  feilds  of  WUloughby  by  Coll 
"  Roffiter  who  foe  over  numbred  us 
^'  that  wee  were  fordt  to  draw  all  the 
*'  men  we  had  into  one  front,  and 
'*  haveing  noe  referves  though  we 
"  forced  thofe  we  charged,  to  recoyle, 
•*yet  his  referves  ftoode  firme  and 
*'  advanced  upon  us,  and  routed  us 
*'  beeing  difordered  with  the  charge 
''  wee  made  upon  his  firft  line,  which 
*'  fought  obftinately. 

"  I  was  not  recovered  of  the 
wounde  of  my  right  arme,  that 
I  got  at  Rowton  heath,  and  was 
**  forc^  to  manage  my  horfe  with 
"  my  left  in  which  I  was  wounded 
"and  taken  prifoner.  I  fufFer** 
'*  many  longe  and  chargeable  im- 
''  prifonments  dureing  his  M aties 
'*  exilement  and  had  beene  fent  a 
'^fclave    to    Jamaica   if  God    had 
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*  not  prevented  it  by  Oliver's 
'death. 

' '  When  the  Lord  Delamoore^  made 
'  that  infurre£tion  in  Chefhire  I  had 
'  a  party  of  horfe  and  foote  ready  in 
'  Yorke  to  have  furprized  a  porte 

*  asfomeconfederatesintheCountrey 
'  had  defiered  me  which  had  been 

*  done,  if  they  had  corned  with  five 
'  hundred  horfe  as  they  promifed. 

*  When  the  General  *  declared   in 

*  Scottland  and  fent  a  letter  to  M"^ 

*  Bowles  the  Minifter  at  Yorke  by 
'  S^  Thomas  Clerges  with  another  to 
'  the  Lord  fFairfax  and  defiered  them 
'  to  get  Yorke  for  him  and  that  he 

*  would  be  with  them  within  twelve 
'  dayes  or  periih. 

**  They  did  me  the  honour  as  to 

^  Sir  George  Booth,  Bart,  created  baron 
Delamer  of  Dunham  MaiTey,  Chefliire,  20th 
April,  1 66 1.  Died  1684.  He  was  the  leader 
of  what  is  known  as  the  Chefliire  rifing. 

'  General  Monck. 
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^^  communicate  the  bufinefs  to  me, 
^^  and  defierd  the  concurrence  of  my 
"  Councelly  in  the  carrying  on  of  that 
"  affaire. 

Some  fcruples  that  they  had, 
concerneing  the  infurreAioni  I 
'*  cleared  unto  them,  and  my  Lord 
defireing  of  me  to  engage  S'  Hueh 
^^  Bethel  in  the  adion,  upon  the 
**  king's  account  I  fent  Captaine 
*'  Bacon  to  him  to  let  him  know 
^'  what  my  Lord  General,  and  what 
''  my  Lord  ffairfax  defierd  : 

'<  And  withall  that  I  had  noe 
'*  Commifiion  from  the  king  to  afhure 
^'  him  that  he  (hould  not  loofe  thofe 
'*  landes  he  had  of  the  Crowne  by 
**  reftoreing  of  the  King :  in  which 
"  hi$  concurrence  with  my  Lord 
''  Fairfax  would  deferve  better  as 
"  I  told  him.  Yet  to  free  him 
from  any  (huch  apprehention, 
I  would  give  him  as  much 
of  my    owne    eftate,   in   lieu   of 
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"  it  if  he  pleafed  to  joyne  with  my 
"  Lord : 

"  He  generoufly  gave  me  thankes 
*'  and  with  all  fent  me  woorde  that 
**  he  would  not  onely  adventure  that, 
*<  but  all  the  reft  that  he  had  for  the 
"  reftoring  of  his  Ma*y 

"  I  told  M'  Bowles,  S*^  Henry 
'*  Cholmely  and  feveral  others,  that  I 
"  confulted  with,  that  whatever  had 
**  beene  our  animoiities,  we  ought 
''  now  to  lay  them  afide,  and  unite 
'*  both  our  hartes  and  handes  to  pre- 
"  ferve  ourfelves,  for  Lambert  would 
**  draw  the  Quakers  into  his  Army 
^'  and  that  beeing  done,  he  would 
"  fecure  all  the  emminent  Protef- 
'^  tants  both  for  king  and  Parliam^, 
^'  and  after  declare  himfelfe  both 
**  King  and  Papift  and  foe  at  one 
**  blow  cutt  of  all  his  Mat*"  freindes 
'*  both  at  home  and  abroade 

'*  This  as  it  was  then  dangerous  for 

me  to  fpeak  of  that  peeveiih  fellow 
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*'  and  great  enemy  of  his  Maiefty : 
*^  for  it  had  as  great  an  influence 
**  upon  thofe  I  faide  it  to,  to  animate 
"  them  to  ftirr. 

The  Quakers  had  given  out  there 

orders,  (leverall  of  which  weere 
**  intercepted)  to  Rendezvous  at  Coll 
**  Lilburne*s  houfe  in  the  New  parke 
'*  neare  Yorke  upon  the  firft  day  of 
**  the  firft  moneth  (as  they  called  it) 
**  where  Lambert  as  himfelfe  had 
'^  faide  at  Yorke  in  his  pafTage  to 
**  Newcaftle  there  would  be  ten 
**  thoufand. 

'^  Butt  this  was  luckely  prevented 
*^  by  the  riiing  of  my  Lord  Fairfax 
**  upon  ye  thirtieth  of  December 

"  Which  was  fooner  than  was  de- 
**  ligned  but  was  thus  occaflioned.    I 

earneftly  and   daly  preft  that  ye 

Generall  might  be  advifed  of  my 
**  LordFairfax's  his  intentions  left  his 

little  Army  ftiould  faint  and  fall 

from  him  in  ye  face  of  foe  great  a 
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'<  force  as  Lambert  had.  And  to  that 
**  end  two  brave  men  weere  pitcht 
*•  upon  viz :  M'  Bryan  Fairfax  to 
**  goe  through  Weftmorland  and 
*'  Cumberland  and  Cap^  Bacon  by 
<*  Newcaftle : 

''  Bacon  haveing  beene  Lamberts 
"officer  formerly  and  faved  his 
liberty,  if  not  his  life  in  Scotland* 
went  (like  himfelfe)  boldly  to 
Newcaftle  where  he  thought  to 
"  have  pafled  further,  but  was 
"  arretted. 

"  Fairfax  had  better  fortune  and 
"  got  to  the  Generall  at  Coldftreame 
<*  where  he  received  him  with  the 
"  greateft  joy  imaginable-  His  Army 
"  had  fhuch  neede  of  this  cordiall 
"  in  that  cold  Countrey  and  feafon 
"  that  it  was  not  fitt  to  keepe  it  from 
"  them  by  which  meanes  Lambert 
"  got  knowledge  of  it  «nd  im- 
**  mediately  upon  it  commanded  Coll 
"  Lilburne  away  to  Yorke  with  500 
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**  commanded  horfe  the  beft  men 
**  he  told  Lilburne  y^  he  could  chufe 
"  out  of  his  whole  Army,  and  farther 
"  told  him  that  if  thofe  with  ye  500 
"  foote  1 20  horfe  that  weere  in  garri- 
"  fon  there  weere  not  fufficient  to 
"  fecure  Yorke  let  him  know,  and 
"  he  ihould  have  the  whole  fifty,  for 
"  Yorke  he  muft  not  loofe. — 

'*  Lilburne  comes  away  with  thefe 
and  a  great  confidant  of  Lamberts 
with  him,  a  Cap'  of  horfe  called 
••  Turner  a  Quaker  they  had  order 
"  to  feize  the  Lord  Fairfax,  w^^  fore* 
"him  fooner  to  rife  than  he  in- 
"  tended. 

•*  But  upon  his  rifing  he  drew  of 
"  Maior  Smithfon  of  Lilburne's 
*'  Reg*  who  brought  fome  troopes 
to  my  Lord:  which  with  the 
newes  of  my  Lord  beeing  up  with 
"  the  gentlemen  of  the  Countrey 
**  and  thofe  horfe  that  he  had  fent 
^*  with  Lilburne  made  Lambert  not 
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"  onely  incapable  of  ftaying  at  New- 
'^  caftle  but  neceffitated  him  to  hafte 
•*  to  Yorkc  to  get  thither  if  poffible 
^^  before  my  Lord  Fairfax  (hould 
•*feafe  of  it. 

"  My  Lord  did  prefently  fore  fee 
^'  that  it  was  moore  fit  for  me  to  ftay 
"  with  M*^  Bowles  in  Yorke  not 
*'  onely  to  advife  with  him  upon  all 
<*  occurrences,  but  to  avoide  that 
^^  which  had  like  to  have  loft  the 
*' whole  defigne,  for  fome  of  the 
**  Army  that  joyned  with  him  did 
'^  highly  Cavel  at  fome  old  Cavaliers 
''  although  they  admit  willingly  the 
^'  fonnes  of  old  Cavilliers. 

"  He  defiered  me  to  fend  what 
*'  affiftance  I  could,  which  was 
*'  twenty  horfe  well  armed,  and  as 
"well  mounted,  which  I  fent  to 
"  joyne  with  S'  Hugh  Bethel  under 
"  the  conduct  of  my  Coufin  Cap* 
'^  Edmund  Monckton. 

**  Upon  my  Lord  Fairfax*  fending 
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*•  Mr  Bowles  worde  that  he  would 
appear  before  the  Towne  at  twelve 
o  Clock  upon  New  yeares  day  wee 
^'  advifed  him  to  attaque  a  pofterne 
**  gate  upon  the  fouth  fide  of  the 
**  River :  and  wee  would  have  muf- 
^'queteers  lodged  in  the  houfe  of 
"  S'  Thomas  Widdrington  on  the 
"  North  fide  of  the  River  that  (hould 
**  fcoure  the  line  foe  as  his  men 
*^  might  fafely  come  to  ye  gate  and 
**  force  it. 

"My  Lord  came  before  the 
"  Towne  at  his  time  prefixt,  upon 
his  appearance  Lilburne  caufed  the 
gates  to  be  ihutt  and  difpofed 
every  man  to  his  poafte  and  caufed 
patrooles  of  horfe  perpetually  to 
"  cavalcade  the  ftreetes. 

"  After  my  Lord  had  beene  before 

"  the  towne  two  houres  and  did  not 

attempt,  as  wee  advifed  (w^*^  was 

becaufe  of  ye  late  diforder  amongft 

yem   about    fome  old   Cavaliers) 
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M'  Bowles  who  upon  my  Lords 
appearance  had  beene  menaced  by 
a  patroole  of  horfe,  that  if  he 
ftirred  out  of  his  houfe  he  ihould 
dye  nevertheles  he  came  by  my 
houfe  and  gave  me  a  lignal  to 
follow  him  to  a  garden  where  wee 
ufed  to  converfe. 

^^  Bowles  faide  he  wondred  that 
my  Lord  did  not  attempt  to  enter 
and  afk^  me  what  I  thought  of  it, 
I  told  him  I  did  feare  that  if  the 
enimy  had  not  fome  diverfion 
made  by  the  Citizens,  my  Lord 
would  not  bee  able  to  enter  before 
Lambert  would  arrive  who  was 
marching  with  all  the  fpeede 
imaginable.  M'^  Bowles  deiierd 
me  to  fend  to  the  Cittizens  to  rife 
which  I  did. 

"  They  fent  me  worde  they  weere 
ready  but  that  they  would  not  rife 
with  out  me,  and  that  I  would 
head  them. 
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^'  I  told  the  Cittizens  whome  they 
fent  to  me  y^  my  appearing  with 
"  them  might  be  a  difadvantage  to 
ye  Service  for  the  enimy  might 
happily  fay  (for  that)  that  it  was  a 
''  Cavalier"  defigne,  which  was  not 
to  be  owned  untill  the  Citty  weere 
in  ye  pofTeffion  of  my  Lord  or 
Lamberts  Army  totally  broaken  : 

The  Cittizens  beeing  poiitive 
that  they  would  not  rife  with  out 
''  me  I  told  them  they  ihould  finde 
'*  me  in  the  Minfter  for  there  was  a 
**neceffity  that  they  muft  rife  and 
*'  therefore  I  bid  them  repaire  to  ye 
*'  Minfter  upon  the  tooleing  of  the 
^^  great  bell  and  I  would  difguife  my 
**  being  with  them  (upon  deiigne) 
'^  as  well  as  I  could  : 

I  caufed  my  Servantes  to  fill 
there  pockets  with  powder  and  ball 
'^  and  went  with  them  to  ye  Minfter 
with  my  ftick  in  my  hande  and 
<<  caufed  the  bell  to  toole  and  got 
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^*  the  keye8  from  the  faxton  and 
'^  lockt  up  all  the  doores  but  thoie 
''  that  I  told  the  Cittizens  (hould  be 
"  open  for  them : 

"By  that  time  that  fome  fifty 
"  men  weere  comed  in  to  me,  fome 
''  that  weere  freindes  to  ye  enimy 
**  addvifed  the  Maine  gaurde  that 
"  the  Cittizens  weere  aflembleing  in 
**  the  Minfier  upon  which  five 
**  fcoure  foote  came  downe  upon  us 
"with  their  matches  cockt  and 
**  lighted  and  a  hundred  horfe  with 
"  fwordes  and  piftols  in  their  handes 
"  thofe  Cittizens  who  by  reafon  of 
"  this  could  not  repaire  to  ye  Minfter 
"  aflembled  in  two  other  churches : 

"It  was  God's  good  will  that 
"amongft  thofe  that  weere  in  the 
"  Minfter  there  was  an  honeft  fellow 
"  called  Robin  Beeford  who  had  a 
"  blunderbus  and  was  armed  with 
"hack  breaft  and  head  peice:  this 
"honeft  brave  fellow  I  plad:  as  a 
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*^  Sentinell  with  out  the  fouth  doore 
*^  of  ye  Minfter  and  bid  him  ftand 
^*and  not  be  afraide  and  I  would 
keepe  him  company:  but  that 
"when  thie  Enimy  was  corned 
through  that  little  Avenew  where 
**  the  booke  binders  live  and  begun 
to  draw  up  in  that  little  plaine 
"  which  is  with  in  twenty  yards  of 
ye  doore  he  ihould  prefent  his 
blunderbus :  but  by  noe  meanes 
give  fire:  and  that  he  (hould  at 
**  the  fame  time  cry  a  Fairfax  a  free 
Parltt:  and  they  in  the  Minfter 
to  anfwer  him  with  the  greateft 
noife  they  could  make. 

I  pla<^  my  felfe  with  in  the 
'^  doore  where  I  ftoode  and  faw  the 
**  Cap*  come  with  his  fworde  drawne 
"  in  his  hand,  and  his  men  followe- 
'Mng  w*  ther  matches  cockt  and 
*'  lighted :  as  my  Sentinel  prefented 
*'  his  blunderbus  I  immediately  leapt 
^'  from  with  in  the  doore  and  clapt 
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**  hold  of  the  dog  ^  of  the  blunderbus 
**  and  ftoode  witib  my  hand  upon  it : 
*^  by  which  it  feemed  to  the  Cap^  & 
'*  his  Souldiers  that  I  had  hindred 
*^  the  blunderbus  from  fiering  upon 
« them. 

^^  Upon  which  the  Cap^.  made  his 
*^  men  halt  ftandeing  ready  |Mre- 
**  fented :  ye  Cap^  afkt  me  what  was 
*^  the  reafon  for  yeCittizens  beeing  in 
*^  Armes :  I  told  him  that  I  was  there 
*'  but  by  accident^  and  he  had  feene 
**  how  that  I  had  prevented  a  great 
*^  effufion  of  blood  for  if  it  had  not 
^*  beene  for  me  ye  blunderbus  had 
**  fier^  upon  his  men :  I  faide  the 
'^  Cittizens  told  me  they  weere  there 
'^to  facilitate  the  entrance  of  my 
**  Lord  Fairfax :  who  was  at  ye  gates 
"  with  manygentlemen  of  ye  County: 
**  and  Maior  Smithfon  with  iboie 
"  Troopes  of  ye  Army  and  the  Irifti 

*  Hammer.     See  Admiral  W.  H.  Smyth's 
Saikr^s  fFord  Bcokyfub  voc. 
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^^  Brigade :  Ta  whome  his  Lordfhip 
^'  had  given  an  afhureance  q&  there 
^'  arrears,  and  of  a  rewarde  alfbe  for 
**  jojneing  with  him, 

'^  And  that  he  had  fent  to  Citti- 
'^  zens  to  afhure  both  ye  officers  and 
"fouldiers  in  the  Citt^:  that  they 
**  Should  have  the  fame  conditions 
''if  they  would  joyne  with  him: 
''  upon  which  the  Cap^.  saide  y^  if 
<'  they  might  be  aihured  of  thb  by 
"  my  Lord  they  would  joyne  with 
'*  hun :  and  that  if  I  would  goe 
'^  alonge  with  him  to  my  Lord  that 
''  he  might  receive  this  afhumnce 
''  from  him  felfe :  he  wduld  engage 
*'  that  I  ihould  goe  and  returne  with 
''fafety.  And  that  noe  thinge 
'^fhould  be  attempted  by  his  men 
againft  thofe  in  the  Minfter 
dureing  my  abfence :  if  I  would 
*'  likewife  engage  that  noe  thing 
'*  ihould  be  attempted  by  thofe  in  the 
^  Minftef  againft  his.     I  told  him 
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I  would  acquaint  ye  Cittizens  with 
his  overture:  to  whome  I  went 
and  told  what  was  propofed  :  and 
that  if  there  were  any  thinee  of 
treachery  I  had  raither  expofe  my 
felfe  to  it  than  any  of  them  and 
that  if  in  my  abfence  they  did 
attempt :  then  they  muft  retire  in 
to  ye  fteeple :  the  many  doores  in 
the  Minfter  weere  not  to  be  made 
good :  untill  they  weere  attempted 
they  (hould  keepe  the  gaurdes  upon 
ye  feveral  doores  as  they  weere : 
and  that  doore  which  was  open 
full  of  there  heft  men  and  that 
they  (hould  fuffer  noe  body  to  fee 
what  they  weere:  there  beeing 
amongft  them  very  good  men,  and 
fome  that  had  beene  officers:  I 
went  out  to  ye  Cap^  and  told  him 
that  the  Cittizens  did  agree  to  what 
he  propofed:  and  that  I  would 
goe  alonge  with  him,  but  that  I 
was  foe  lame  (haveing  the  goute 
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*^  in  both  my  feete)  that  I  could  not 
*•  with  out  my  horfe,  and  therefore 
'^  delierd  him  to  let  me  fend  one  of 
my  fervantes  to  my  houfe  for  one : 
who  with  my  horfe  brought  me 
**  worde  that  my  wifFe,  who  was 
•*  very  great  of  her  firft  childe :  and 
*^  was  willing  to  let  me  goe  to  ex- 
pofe  my  life  to  that  hazard:  was 
not  able  to  containe  her  felfe  upon 
heareing  that  wee  weere  goeing 
to  fight,  but  broake  from  fome 
Ladyes  that  weere  comed  to  keep 
her  Company:  and  rann  in  to  the 
''  ftreete  and  had  comed  to  ye 
**  Minfler  but  that  (he  was  carryed 
**  back  by  force : — 

"  As  foone  as  I  was  mounted  the 
Cap^  walkeing  on  foote  by  me,  he 
made  a  pafTage  through  his  foote 
"  for  me  who  faluted  me  civilly,  but 
**  upon  our  approach  to  ye  horfe 
^^  who  had  not  feene  what  I  had 
'^  done  the  Cap^  that  Commanded 
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*'  them  cryed  away  with  him^  awaj 

'^  with  him^  I  faide  hold  S*^  I  am  noe 
prifoner  and  for  all   you    looke 

^^  angerly  at  me,  I  am  the  beft  freind 
you  have  in  towne  for  had  it  not 

**  beene  for  me  who  prevented  the 
Blunderbus  his  fiering  upon  your 
men:   as    this  Cap^    faw:    there 

'*  might  have  beene  a  great  daughter 
of  your  fouldiers :  and  had  I  not 

'^  likewife  prevented,  that  confider- 

''able  body  of  Cittizeos  in  the 
Minfter  from  falling  upon  you, 
they  would  have  beaten  you  up  to 
ye  gates,  and  let  in  my  Lord  Fair- 

*^  fax,  but  now  by  my  meanes  you 

**  may  have  the  fame  tearmes  y^  the 
Irifli  Brigade  hath :  upon  which  I 
faw  the  Cap^  foe  much  calmed 

^*that  with  out  danger  of  beeing 
denied  I  might  afke  him  to  goe 
out  of  the  way  to  fee  my  wifFe  w^^ 

''  he  ailented  to  and  went  along  with 
me  and  endeavoring  to  informe 
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"  himfelfe  what  number  of  Citt» 
**  there  weere  in  the  Minfter :  I  told 
"  him  they  feeined  to  me  very  con- 
^'  fiderable :  as  I  believed  they  did  to 
"  ye  foote  Cap^  upon  their  cry  of  a 
"  Fairfax  a  free  Parlt. 

"  When  I  came  to  my  houfe  and 
went  in  with  the  footc  Cap^  ye 
Cap^  of  horfe  galloped  a  way  as  be 
**  could  towards  the  parte  where  my 
''  Lord  was  on  ye  out  fide  as  Lilburne 
"  was  within : 

"  When  I  had  ftaied  a  little  with 
"  my  wifFe  I  got  a  horfe  back  and 
went  to  ye  parte  where  I  founde  the 
Cap*  of  horfe  and  M*^  Martin  Lifter, 
^^  Lambert's  Brother  in  law  goeing 
with  a  paper  of  tearmes  to  my 
Lord  Fairfax :  upon  which  my 
Lord's  Party  was  admitted  with  in 
"few  houres  &  M*^  Lifter  went 
"  immediately  away  to  Lambert  who 
"  was  that  night  at  Ripon  with  his 
"army, 
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From  whence  he  fent  a  body  of 
four  hundred  horfe  (to  reinforce 
the  garrifon)  under^  the  Command 
of  Cap^  Rockley :  which  came  to 

**  ye  gates  of  ye  towne  about  two  of 
ye  clock  in  ye  morning,  and  gave 
an  alarm  to  thofe  of  my  Lord's 
Party  within,  but  could  not  enter 
before  they  difperfed  for  although 
Lilburne's  garrifon  was  in  towne, 

'*  thofe  that  my  Lord  fent  in,  com- 

''  manded  and  kept  gaurde  and  the 

*^  next  morning  turned  Lilburne  and 

"  his  horfe  out  of  towne. 

''  As  foon  as  Lifter  came  to  Lam- 

''  bert  and  told  him  what  had 
happened  at  Yorke  he  difguifed 
himfelf  immediately  and  left  his 
army.  For  the  Generall  came  from 

"  Coldftreame  with   his  little  wee 

"  army  to  Yorke. 

**  For  that  infurredtion  that  I  was 

**  in  48  I  had   beene   put  to  death 

"with  thofe  that  fufFerd,  but  that

my  Lord  Fairfax  gave  me  my 
bani(hment  and  here,  but  for  the 
hazard  of  that  life,  he  faved,  he 
had  beene  probably  loft  and  with 
him  the  General  and  the  bufinefs. 
— His  houfe  being  within  ten 
miles  of  my  fathers,  I  often  pro- 
pofed  it  to  the  Kings  agents  after 
I  was  returned  from  bani(hment, 
that  if  I  had  commiflion  to  him 
from  the  king,  the  one  to  defire 
him,  the  other  to  empower  him  to 
command  the  kingdom,  I  would

**  When  I  had  thus  long  and 
inefFe£tually  foUicited,  the  General 
was  pleafed  to  fpeak  to  the  Lord 
Chancellor  y'  fomethinge  might 
be  donne  for  me,  for  y^  great 
fervice  (as  he  was  pleafed  to  call 
it)  y*  I  had  donne  your  Ma*y  and 
himfelfe  at  York.

William  Mondton  was  called 
upon  by  the  Lord  Warden  of  the

^  Edward  Seymour,  brother-in-law  of 
Henry  VIII.,  created  Earl  of  Hertford, 
18  Oct.  1537 ;  Duke  of  Somerfet,  16  Feb. 
1547;  beheaded  1552. 
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how  much  he  held  be  knight  fervice. 
His  fon  Chriftopher  Moncton  (as 
the  name  was  then  fpelt)  was  Mem- 
ber of  Parliament  for  Appleby  in 
the  reign  of  Elizabeth.  Appleby 
belonged  to  the  Clifford  Family, 
and  Mrs.  Mondon  (the  wife  of 
William)  was  Granddaughter  to 
Lord  Clifford  and  Coufin  German  to 
the  I  ft  Earl  of  Cumberland  of  the 
Clifford  family. 

Sir  Philip  Monckton,  the  fubjed: 
of  this  memoir,  married  Anne  Eyre, 
daughter  to  Robert  Eyre  of  Haifop 
and  of  Highlow  in  Derbyihire,  Efq., 
anceftor  of  the  prefent  Earl  New- 
burgh.  Sir  Philip  ferved  fome 
time  as  M.P.  for  Scarborough.

On  Fryday  the  30  of  June  about 
400  horfe  from  Pomfret  Caftle,  moft 
of  them  gentlemen  of feverall  Countyes 
and  Reformado  officers  and  200  Foot 
ferryed  overTrent  and  made  incurfion 
into  Lincolne-fhire,  marching  forth<- 
with  to  the  City  of  Line. ;  where 
after  they  had  by  warrant  under  the 
hand  of  Sir  Philip  Monkton  their 
Generally  releafed  all  the  prifoners  in 
theCafllc  for  Debt,  Murther,  Felony, 
and  other  crimes  (who  took  up  Armes 
prefently  with  them)  They  went 
to  the  Bifhops  Pallace,  wherein  lay 
feverall  Armes,  and  fome  monyes  of 
the  Countryes :  which   place  Capt. 
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Bee,  a  woUen  Draper  of  that  City 
with  30  men  had  taken  pofleflion  of 
and  defended  for  3  houres  untill  the 
Cavaliers  had  fired  one  part  of  the 
houfe.  In  which  Capt .  Bee  refolyed^ 
and  fo  told  them,  he  would  be  con- 
fumed,  unlefife  he  might  furrender 
upon  conditions  propounded  by  him, 
amongft  which  the  prote<5iion  of  his 
perfon  and  eflate,  the  which  they 
agreed  too ;  no  fooner  was  the  Pal-i 
lace  delivered  but  all  conditions  broke, 
the  Capt.  feized  and  carryed  away 
prifoner,  untill  releafed  in  the  field 
at  the  following  fight.  All  his  wares 
and  goods  put  in  Carts  with  which 
and  the  Armes  and  mony  found  in 
the  Pallace,  together  with  the  plun- 
der, and  perfons  of  other  honeft 
men  of  the  Towne  they  marched 
on  Saturday  night  to  Gainfborough 
1 2  miles  off. 

This  Alarum  coming  that  Friday 
night    to    Bevoyer   Caille    to   Col. 
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Roffiter  (who  was  there  upon  fome 
occafions  of  the  country)  he  forth- 
with gave  the  alarum  to  Northamp- 
ton, Leicefter,  Nottingham,  Darby 
and  Rutland  and  defired  them  to 
fpare  what  horfe  they  could,  to  joyne 
with  a  Troop  of  horfe  lately  raifed 
by  him  by  authority  of  Parliament 
for  the  Security  of  that  county,  and 
he  would  therewith  endeavour  to 
drive  the  enemy  out  of  the  Countrey 
againe.  The  which  forces  being 
conjoined  on  Sabbath  Evening,  to 
the  number  of  550  (all  of  them 
newly  raifed  men)  and  then  under- 
(landing  by  a  Letter  received  from 
Sir  Henry  Cholmely  that  600  Yorke- 
(hire  horfe  with  fome  Dragoones 
were  on  the  North  fide  of  Trent 
about  Gainiborrow,  who  would  inter- 
rupt their  retreating  over  Trent  to 
Pomfret  againe,  or  fight  with  them 
if  they  came  over;  CoL  Rofiiter 
marched  on  Munday  morning  towards 
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Gainfborrow :  In  the  midway  thither^ 
there  met  and  joyned  with  him  a 
Troop  of  horfe  from  Lyn,  which 
the  Generall  had  put  under  the 
command  of  Capt  Taylor,  who  to- 
gether refrefhed  that  night  in  and 
about  Waddington  fielcU  3  miles 
South  of  Lincolne.  On  Tuefday 
morning  by  three  a  Clock,  they 
marched  through  Lincolne  towards 
Gainfborow,  and  underftanding  by  a 
Lincolne  man  (who  had  been  taken 
away  prifoner  by  the  Cavaliers,  (and 
had  eicaped  them  that  night)  that  the 
Enemy  were  all  drawn  of  from 
Gainiborow  at  10  of  the  clock  on 
Munday  Evening  and  were  marched 
towards  Newark ;  Col :  Rofliter 
forthwith  purfued  1 8  miles  that  night, 
refrefhed  nis  horfe  4  or  5  hours  in 
the  night  in  a  meadow,  a  mile 
from  Newark,  where  he  received 
intelligence  that  the  enemy  quartered 
about  Bingham  6  miles  before  him ; 
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to  this  place  came  in  to  Rofiiters 
further  afliftance  ahout  150  horfe» 
the  one  halfe  from  Derby  and  Rut- 
land, the  other  halfe  were  Gentle-* 
men  and  Freeholdeis  of  Lincolne^ 
and  Leicefterfliire,  who  voluntarily 
would  adventure  their  lives  for  their 
Countryes  freedome.  On  Wednef- 
day  morning  Roffiter  commanded 
out  a  forlorne  hope  1 50  of  the  ableft 
.  horfe,  under  the  command  of  Capt. 
Champion  of  Nottingham-fhire  to 
purfue  at  a  fail  Rate,  and  fo  by  fall- 
ing on  the  enemies  Reere  to  enforce 
them  to  a  ftand  on  halt,  till  he  with 
the  body  of  horfe  could  come  up  to 
them.  They  after  7  miles  advance 
overtooke  the  Reere  of  them,  whom 
ikirmifhing  with,  made  their  body 
of  horfe  and  foot  confifting  of  7  or 
800  at  leaft,  to  draw  up  in  a  large 
Beane  field  belonging  to  Willoughby 
7  miles  from  Nottingham,  on  which 
Rofiiter   being   informed   from  the 
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commander  of  the  forlorn,  by  march- 
ing at  a  full  Trot  (having  no  Dra- 
goonet  or  foot  with  him)  within  a 
fliort  time  brought  his  horfe  into  the 
field  himfelfe  commanding  the  right 
wing  wherein  he  refolved  to  charge. 
But  obfenring  that  the  enemies 
ftrength  was  placed  in  their  body, 
confifting  of  a  party  of  foot  winged 
with  hone,  and  thofe  horfe  flanked 
with  Mufketeers,  and  that  with  them 
the  men  of  beft  quallity  ^as  appeared 
by  their  outward  Garbes)  feemed  to 
be  mounted ;  he  refolved  to  Charge 
the  Battaile,  affigning  his  right  wing 
to  be  commanded  by  Col.  White, 
and  the  left  wing  be  Col.  Hacker, 
placing  2  referves  of  horfe  in  the 
Reere,  being  fuddainely  thus  ordered, 
the  enemies  word  (Jefus)  and  Roffi- 
ters  (Fairefax)  he  advanced  to  the 
charge,  who  was  received  with 
much  refolution.  The  bodies  and 
referves  through  eagernefle  clofe  to- 
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gether;  whereby  the  encounter 
proved  very  (harpe,  both  fides  falling 
prefently  to  Swords  point,  and  fo 
continued  in  clofe  fight  neither  party 
giving  ground  for  fome  Space,  till  by 
the  fiercenefi!e  of  each  party  both 
were  put  into  diforder,  being  fo  inter- 
mixt  doing  execution  each  on  other, 
the  difpute  continued  a  while  doubt* 
full,  at  laft  it  pleafed  God  to  give  a 
full  and  abfolute  vidtory  to  Rofiiters 
forces,  as  may  appeare  by  the  quallity 
and  number  of  prifoners  taken  ;  all 
their  Colours,  Armes,  and  Carriages, 
about  200  that  were  bed  honed 
(whereof  diverfe  Papifts)  got  off  in 
fmall  parties,  feverall  of  them 
wounded,  but  at  leaft  a  hundred  of 
them,  were  that  night  and  next 
morning  taken  in  their  flight  by 
Leicefter,  Belvoier,  Burly  and  other 
honeft  country-men  amongft  whom 
was  Sir  Philip  Mounkton  their 
Generall  difarmed  and  brought  into 
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Nottingham  by  M'  Boyer  a  high 
Conftable  of  that  Coun^,  who  de- 
fervedly  now  wears  his  fword. 

In  the  firft  charge  Col  Roffiter 
loft  his  head-piece,  received  a  (hot 
through  the  right  thigh,  and  fome 
other  painful  wounds  with  a  muiket 
Bullet,  notwithftanding  which  he 
kept  the  field  fighting,  till  he  faw 
the  battaill  wholly  wonne,  not  dif- 
covering  his  wounding  to  any  perfon, 
for  feare  it  might  prove  a  difcourage 
to  the  Souldiers :  aifter  which  ready  to 
fall  through  lofle  of  blood,  he  rode 
to  Nottingham  where  he  lieth 
capable  of  recovery,  through  the 
blefling  of  God  upon  the  meanes 
ufed  to  that  end.  In  this  fervice. 
Col  Hacker  (commander  of  the 
Leicefter  horfe)  who  is  wounded, 
and  Col  White  (commander  of  the 
Nottingham  horfe,  having  only  his 
nofe  cut)  merrited  much  honour  for 
their  exprefTed  valour.     And  no  lefTe 
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is  deferved  by  all  the  Captaines, 
Officers  and  Souldiers,  who  being  all 
newly  raifed  men,  and  mounted  upon 
new  bought  horfes  (faving  Capt. 
Taylors  Troope  and  40  of  Belvoier 
horfe  conmianded  by  Lievt  Deane, 
who  likewife  is  (lightly  wounded) 
yet  not  one  of  them,  nor  the  country- 
men, who  were  ftrangers  to  fuch  hard 
fervice,  was  obferved  to  turne  his 
backe,,  during  the  whole  brunt.  And 
as  itisconfefled  by  the  prifoners  taken. 
That  the  advantage  they  apprehended 
they  had  againft  Roffiters  men  by 
reafon  of  their  new  lifting,  gave 
them  as  great  encouragement  to  en- 
counter them  (had  they  been  double 
the  number)  as  confidence  to  have 
beaten  and  ruined  them,  fo  the 
vidtory  is  folely  to  be  afcribed  to 
the  power  and  goodneffe  of  God : 
who  therein  hath  fulfilled  in  part, 
that  which  is  foretold  by  the  prophet 
concerning  the  great  things  which 
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his  people  (hall  peifornje  in  the  dif* 
tru^ion  of  his  and  their  enemies 
That  the  feeble  (hall  become  as 
David,  and  the  ilronge  (hall  become 
as  an  Angel  of  God  in  Heroick 
Actions,* 

Not  above  30  of  Rofliters  men 
flaine  upon  the  place  the  Cornet  to 
his  own  Troop  being,  the  higheft 
Officer,  at  whofe  fall  his  colours 
were  loft  and  for  a  while  in  the 
enemies  hands,  until  Cornet  Ridgeley, 
a  reformado  in  the  Same  Troop 
recovered  them;  Captain  Green- 
wood who  commanded  [the]  Derby 
Troop  dangeroufly  wounded,  and  fo 
are  many  other  common  Souldiers. 

About  an  hoUre  after  the  fight  there 
came  in  two  gallant  troopes  of  horfe 
from  Northampton  who  had  been  in 
fooner  but  the  crofTe  marching  of 
the  enemy,  impeaded  their  finding

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us  fooner,  who  prefently  advanced  in 
purfuit  of  them. 

Sir  Henry  Cholmely  alfo  with  600 
Yorke-fhire  horfe  came  then  up  to 
us  over  Nottingham  Bridge  by  whofe 
lying  on  the  North  fide  Trent,  and 
preventing  the  enemies  Retreat  that 
way,  was  this  opportunity  gained  of 
fighting  them;  thofe  York-fhire 
horfe,  the  next  day  advanced  to 
afiift  other  Yorke-(hire  forces  aheady 
there,  to  block  up  Pomfret  CafUe ; 
the  enemy  having  in  the  CafUe  and 
Towne  about  60  horfe  and  600  foot. 

By  feverall  Letters  taken  in  their 
Generall  Officers  Pockets,  it  appears 
that  men  of  high  and  low  degree  in 
Severall  Countyes  (before  unfuf- 
pedted)  are  deeply  engaged  in  the 
promoting  and  contributing  toward 
a  general  rifing  in  many  parts,  fome 
of  the  Prifoners  affirme  That  their 
Army  refolved  to  have  marched 
Southward   through   Leicefier-fhire 
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and  Northampton-fhire,  in  whofe 
march  they  doubted  not  but  to  have 
encreafed  to  many  thoufands,  and  to 
have  joyned  with  others,  rifing 
about  London,  and  to  have  raifed 
Colchefter  Siege

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UNPUBLISHED   LETTERS 

From  Samuel  Taylor  Col£ridg£  to  the 
Rev.  John  Prior  Estlin. 

HE  accompanying  very  in- 
terefling  letters  of  Samuel 
Taylor  Coleridge  have 
been  kindly  placed  at  my 
difpofal  by  Mifi  Eftlin,  of  Clifton. 
They  were  addrefled  to  her  grand- 
father, the  Rev.  Dr.  Eftlin,  who  was 
the  Unitarian  minifter  of  the  Lewin's 
Mead  Congregation  at  BriftoL  Dr. 
Eftlin  appears  to  have  been  a  man  of 
confiderable  ability  and  very  highly 
refpedked ;  and  it  is  clear  that  during 
the  earlier  part  of  Coleridge's  career 
he  exerted  a  remarkable  influence 
over  him.  Thefe  letters  range  from 
1796   to   18149  and  are  elpecially 
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curious  as  (bowing,  more  fully  than 
has  hitherto  been  done,  the  cir- 
cumftances  under  which  Coleridge 
adopted  and  afterwards  relinquifbed 
the  profeflion  of  a  Unitarian  minifter. 

Two  diftinguiibed  literary  men 
have  ipoken  of  the  time,  to  which 
the  moil  important  of  thefe  letters 
refer.  In  Hazlitt's  "  My  firft  ac- 
^'  quaintance  with  Poets/'  which  he 
contributed  to  "  The  Liberal/'  he 
ipeaks  of  walking,  when  a  boy»  ten 
miles  to  Shrewfbury  to  hear  Cole- 
ridge preach,  for  ^^  a  poet  and  a 
^'  philofopher  getting  up  into  a  Uni- 
'*  tarian  pulpit  to  preach  the  Gofpel, 
<<  was  a  romance  in  thofe  degenerate 
**  days,  a  fort  of  revival  of  the  primi- 
^*  tive  fpirit  of  Chriftianity,  which 
**  was  not  to  be  refitted/* 

It  was  fome  eight  or  nine  years 
afterwards  that  De  Quincey  met 
Coleridge.  ^'  Coleridge  told  me  that 
''  it  had  coil  him  a  painful  effort. 
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^'  but  not  a  moment's  hefitation,  to 
'*  abjure  his  Unitarianifm,  from  the 
*^  circumftance  that  he  had  amongft 
"  the  Unitarians  many  friends,  to 
"  fome  of  whom  he  was  greatly  in- 
^'  debted  for  great  kindnefs.  In 
**  particular  he  mentioned  Mr.  Eft- 
"  lin  of  Briftol,  a  diftinguifhed  Dif- 
''  fenting  clergy  man,  as  one  whom 
^'  it  grieved  him  to  grieve.  But  he 
^^  would  not  diilemble   his  altered 


"  views/* 


There  is  alfo  an  unpubliihed  letter 
of  February,  1798,  from  Theophilus 
Lindfey  (who  will  be  known  to 
many  of  us  from  the  interefting  ac- 
count of  him  in  Trevelyan's  "  Life 
"  of  Fox")  to  a  friend  at  Shrewf- 
bury,  in  which  he  fays  : — "  You 
**  cannot  well  conceive  how  much 
you  have  raifed  my  opinion  of 
Mr.  Coleridge  by  your  account 
'^  of  him.  Such  (hining  lights,  fo 
^*  virtuous    and    dilinterefted,    will 
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contribute  to  redeem  the  age  we 

live  in  from  being  fo  deftitute  of 

apoftolic  zeal." 

The  previous  year,  Mrs.  Barbauld 
had  addrefled  a  poem  to  Coleridge, 
urging  him  to  ''  fair  exertion  for 
"  bright  fame  fuftained/* 

I  have  found  it  difficult  to  arrange 
thefe  letters  in  their  proper  order,  as 
many  of  them  are  without  date,  and 
though  conjectural  dates  are  often 
inferted,  there  is  always  liability  to 
miftake.  Cottle's  ••  Early  Recol- 
'^  ledlions "  has  ferved  as  a  guide  in 
fome  inftances,  but  the  letters  be 
gives  are  often  alfo  without  date,  and 
are  fometimes  apparently  mifplaced. 

Of  the  three  poems, — thefraQ;ment 
copied  out  by  Mifs  Wordlworth 
appears  afterwards  in  a  fomewhat 
altered  form,  in  Book  I.  of  ^^  The 
"  Excurfion."  The  verfes,  "To  An 
"  Unfortunate  Princefs "  may  be 
found  in  the  ^'  Monthly  Magazine  " 
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with  the  title  *'  On  a  late  Connubial 
**  rupture  in  High  Life,"  and  they 
appear  again  in  Pickering's  edition 
of  Coleridge,  1877: — they  are  not 
in  the  1848  edition. 

The  lines  to  Home  Tooke  I  am 
unable  to  trace.  They  were  written, 
it  appears,  for  '^  Home  Tooke  and  the 
**  company,  who  met  on  June  28th 
"  to  celebrate  his  poll,"  at  the  Weft- 
minfter  eledion.  This  celebration 
was  held  at  the  "  Crown  and  Anchor" 
in  the  Strand  and  was  largely  at- 
tended, and  we  further  learn  from 
Hamilton  Reid's  "  Life  of  Tooke," 
that  "  excellent  patriotic  fongs " 
were  fung,  but  no  words  are  given. 

On  the  circumftances  connefted 
with  Coleridge's  vifit  to  Mrs.  Evans 
(in  the  fir  ft  letter)  I  can  throw  no 
light,  except  indeed  that  Southey, 
writing  to  Cottle  in  1836,  fays  that 
in  1794  ^^  Coleridjee  made  his  en- 
**  gagement  to  Mils  Fricker  on  our 
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"return  from  this  journey  at  my 
"  mother's  houfe  at  Bath  ; — not  a 
'Mittle  to  my  aftonifhment,  for  he 
"  had  talked  of  being  deeply  in  love 
"  with  a  certain  Mary  Evans** 

With  regard  to  Coleridge's  Shrewf- 
bury  epifode,  it  would  appear  that 
he  firfi  went  on  trial  at  Mr.  Rowe's 
requeft  (Coleridge  mis-fpells  the 
name  Row  throughout),  and  after- 
wards accepted  the  invitation  of  the 
congregation.  The  Wedge  woods* 
prefent  of  looA  he  declined,  but 
fhordy  afterwards  came  the  fecond 
offer  of  1 50/.  a  year,  and  this  he  (not 
unnaturally)  did  not  decline. 

The  lafi  letters  here  printed  are  in 
curious  contraft  to  the  earlier  ones, 
but  they  are  eaually  inconfiftent  with 
others  of  the  lame  date  which  Cottle 
gives,  and  it  is  not  quite  eafy  to  fee 
what  Coleridge's  views  exadly  were. 
I  learn,  however,  that  the  eftrange- 
ment  which  took  place  between  him 
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and  Dr.  EiUin  was  owing  lefs  to  the 
divergence  in  their  opinions  than  to 
the  fad:  that  Coleridge's  growing 
habit  of  opium  taking,  joined  to  an 
abfolute  reckleflhefs  in  incurring 
debts  and  in  failing  to  fulfil  his  en- 
gagements, had  at  this  time  entirely 
alienated  Dr.  £ftlin*s  fympathy  and 
refped.

(where  I  was  received  by 
my  mother  with  tranfport^ 
and  by  my  brother  George 
with  joy  and  tendernefs,  and  by  my 
other  brothers  with  affei^onate 
civility)  I  found  at  Mn  Wades*  a 
letter  for  me  from  Mrs.  Evans — a 
moft  impaffioned  letter,  in  which  (he 
informed  me  that  after  (he  had  ac- 
quainted her  Brothers,  &c.,  that  (he 
had  determined  to  hazard  all  con- 
fequences  rather  than  lofe  me,  they 
then  came  forwards  and  divulged 
what  before  this  they  had  kept  fecret 
from  her, — ^that  even  her  children's 
own  fortunes  were  in  great  meafure 
dependent  on  the  will  of  the  grand- 
father,   and  that  every  thing — ^the 
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worft  was  to  be  expected  from  hil 
implacable  refentment.  She  was 
therefore  forced  to  give  up  the 
fcheme,  and  requefted  me  to  fly  back 
to  her  imfnediately.  I  accordingly 
ftept  almpft  immediately  into  the 
mail  coach-rrthis  W9S  Saturday  night 
— and  arrived  at  Darky,  by  dinner«- 
tka.e  on  Sunday.  .  I.haftened  to  re- 
lieve M.r8>  Evans'Sv  embarraflinent. 
'^  I  cannot  b^  faid  to  have  loft  that 
"which  I  never  had,  and  I  have 
".  gained  what  I  fhould  not  other- 
"  wife  have  poflc^d — your  efteem 
"  and acquaiAtancc'V  "Say rather" 
((he  exclaimed)  "my  veneration 
"  and  Jove/'  After.  thiSii  we  fpent 
a  lovely  week. at  Matlock,  and  then 
vifited;  Jlam,  the  moft  beautiful  of 
valleys,  and  Dove-dalej  the  moft  tre^ 
mendous  of  Sublimities,'  Mrs.  Evans 
behaved  with  great  liberality.  A 
little  before.  I  was  about  to  quit  her, 
(be  infifted  on  my  acQq)tance  of  95/., 
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and  (he  had  given  Mrs.  Coleridge 
all  her  baby  clothes,  which  are,  I 
fuppofe,  very  valuable.  Well,  on 
the  Wcdnefday  I  was  to  have  left 
Darley^  when  in  the  morning  Dr. 
Crompton  came  home.  From  the 
time  that  I  £rft  left  Darley,  after 
having  fettled  with  Mrs.  Evans,  he 
had  been  abfent  at  Liverpool.  He 
came  to  make  me  the  following 
offer,  viz.>  that  if  I  would  take  a 
houfe  in  Derby,  and  open  a  day- 
fchool,  confining .  my  number  to 
twelve,  be  would  fend  his  three  chil- 
dren on  the  following  terms : — Till 
1  had  completed  my  nuniber  he 
would  allow  me  i  oo/.  a-year  for 
them ;  when  I  had  procured  my  full 
number  twelve,  he  fhould  give 
twenty  guineas  fot  each,  ezclufive  of 
writing  mafters,  drawing,  &c.  The 
children  to .  come  at  nine  and  leave 
me  at  twelve ;  to  tome  again  at  two 
and  leave  me  at  five ;  from  three  to 
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five  in  each  afternoon  to  be  occupied 
with  their  writing  mafters^  &c.  He 
had  not  a  (hadow  of  doubt  on  his 
mind  that  I  (hould  complete  my 
number ahnoft  inftantly.  If  fo,  twelve 
times  twenty  guineas  =  240  guineas^ 
— and  my  mornings  and  evenings  at 
my  own  difpofal, — \%  a  good  thing ; 
fo  I  accepted  his  propolal,  it  being 
underftood  that  if  anything  better 
fhould  offer,  I  am  at  liberty  to  accept 
it.  The  plan  is  to  commence  in 
November ;  the  intermediate  time  I 
fpend  at  Briftol,  where  Mrs.  Coleridge 
will  of  courfe  lie  in.  On  Thurfday 
I  left  Derby,  and  am  now  at  Mr. 
Hawkes's,  at  Mofely  near  Birming* 
ham,  where  I  (hall  ftay  till  Monday 
moming«next,  and  (hall  be  at  Briftol 
Monday  night.  I  preached  yefter- 
day  morning  from  Hebrews,  c.  iv. 
V.  I  and  2,  ^'Let  us  therefore  fear 
"  .  .  .  heard  it."  *Twas  my  chef^ 
d'cewore.    I  think  of  writing  it  down 
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and  publiihing  it  with  two  other 
fermonSy  one  on  the  charader  of 
Chrifty  and  another  on  his  univerfal 
reign»  from  Ifaiah  xlv.  22  and  23. 
I  ihould  like  you  to  hear  me  preach 
them.  I  lament  that  my  political 
notoriety  prevents  my  relieving  you 
occafionally  at  Briftol.  Mrs.  Evans 
requefied  me  to  make  yoii  and  Mrs. 
EfUin  know  and  love  her ;  (he  fays 
that  (he  already  knows  and  loves  you 
bothy  for  indeed,  my  dear,  very  dear 
friend  I  I  do  love  to  talk  about  you. 
Kifs  the  dear  little  ones  for  me,  and 
give  my  love  to  Mrs.  Eillin — Mrs. 
Eftlin  who  is  my  Jifier !  Indeed, 
I  feel  myfelf  rich^  very  rich^  in 
poiTeiling  your  love  and  efteem.

AM  alanned  left  I  fhould 
be  obliged  to  leave  Briftol 
before  you  come  back, 
which, I  afTureyou;  would 
be' chill  and  comfbrtlefs  to  my  feel- 
ings beyond  expreffion.  On  Friday 
laft  I  received  a  meflage  from 
Perry,  the  editor  of  the  Morning 
Chronicle,  through  Dr.  Beddoes, 
Hating  that  if  I  would  come  to  town 
and  write  for  him,  he  would  make 
me  a  regular  coRipenfation  adequate 
to  the  maintenance  of  myfelf  and 
Mrs.  Coleridge.  Grey,  the  co-editor 
with  Perry,  died  at  the  Hotwells,  on 
Wednefday  or  Thurfday.  Dr.  Bed- 
does  thought  it  a  fine  opening  for 
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me,  and  added  that  Perry  expeded 
an  immediate  anfwer.  My  feet  be- 
gan mechanically  to  move  towards 
your  houfe.  I  was  moft  uncom- 
fortably fituated.  You  and  Mrs. 
EfUin  out  of  Briftol,  and  Charles 
Danvers  out  of  Briftol,  and  even 
Mr.  Wade  was  abfent.  So  I  had 
nobody  to  fpeak  to  on  the  fubjed 
except  Mr.  Cottle»  which  I  did» 
and  he  advifed  me  to  write  to  Perry 
immediately  and  accept  his  propofaL 
I  did  foy  and  expedk  to-morrow  a 
letter  from  him  with  particulars, 
which  I  will  immediately  acquaint 
you  with.  My  heart  is  very  heavy, 
for  I  love  Briftol  and  I  do  not  love 
London.

WRITE  ftom  Crofc,  to 
which  place  I  accom- 
panied Mr.  Wordfworth, 
I  who  will  give  you  this 
letter.  We  vifited  Cheddar,  but 
his  main  bufinefi  was  to  bring  back 
poor  Lloyd,  whofe  infirmities  have 
been  made  the  inftruments  of  another 
man's  darker  paflions.  But  Lloyd 
(as  we  found  by  a  letter  that  met  us 
in  the  road)  is  ofi*  for  Birmingham. 
Wordfwordi  proceeds,  left  poflibly 
Lloyd  may  not  be  gone,  and  lik&- 
wife  to  fee  his  own  Briftol  friends, 
as  he  is  fo  near  them.  I  have  now 
known  him  a  year  and  fome  months, 
and  my  admiration,  I  might  fay,  my 
awe  of  his  intelle&ual  powers  has 
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increafed  even  to  this  hour,  and 
(what  is  of  more  importance)  he  is 
a  tried  good  man.  On  one  fubjed 
we  are  habitually  filent ;  we  found 
our  data  diilimilar,  and  never  re- 
newed the  fubjedt.

My  dear  Friend, 

WOULD  accept  your  kind 
in  vitation  immediately,  but 
that  I  have  a  bad  foot.  A 
fcald  imperfedly  healed, 
and  I  walked  with  it ;  after  one  day's 
walking  I  was  obliged  to  return  with 
a  wound  in  my  foot.  But  if  poflible, 
I  will  ride  to  Briflol  at  the  end  of  the 
week.  Heaven  forbid  that  there 
fliould  not  be  worfe  vices  of  the 
mind  than  Prejudice — ^for  all  of  us. 
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more  or  lefs,  muft  neceffarily  be 
prejudiced.  The  worft  vice  of  the 
Jntelle<S9 1  believe,  is  malignant  Pre- 
judice,  and  next  to  this,  or  perhaps 
co-equal  with  it,  is  Indifference.  I 
have  fometimes  feared,  from  the 
diflike,  the  encreafing  diflike,  virhich 
I  find  in  myfelf,  to  all  chirurgical 
operations^  that  my  mind  is  verging 
to  this  Aate ;  it  is  certainly  much 
nearer  to  it,  than  to  any  difquietude 
and  reftleffnefsof  Temper  concerning 
errors,  which  do  not  appear  diredly 
conne<Sed  with  vice  and  mifery.  I 
judge  fo  much  by  tht  fruit s^  that  I 
feel  a  conftant  yearning  towards  the 
belief  that  fuch  tenets  are  not  errors. 
Now  all  this  applies  to  the  prefent 
cafe.  I  cannot  as  yet  reconcile  my 
intelled  to  the  facramental  Rites;  but 
as  I  do  not  fee  any  ill  efFe<S  which 
they  produce  among  the  Diflen- 
ters,  and  as  you  declare  from  your 
own  experience  that  they  have  good 
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efFeds,  it  is  painful  to  me  even 
(imply  to  Jlate  my  dijfenty  and  more 
than  this  I  have  not  done,  and,  un- 
lefs  Chriftianity  were  attacked  on 
this  head  by  an  Infidel  of  real  learn- 
ing and  talents,  more  than  this  I  do 
not  coniider  myfelf  as  bound  to  do. 
I  never  even  ftate  my  diffent  unlefs 
to  minifters  who  urge  me  to  under- 
take the  miniftry.  My  condu<S  is 
this-*— I  omit  the  rites,  and  wifh  to 
fay  nothing  about  it ;  everything  that 
relates  to  Chriftianity  is  of  impor- 
tance, but  yet  all  things  are  not  of 
equal  importance :  and  when  the  In- 
cendiaries have  furrounded  the  build- 
ing, it  is  idle  to  difpute  among  our- 
felves  whether  an  old  ftaircale  was 
placed  in  it  by  the  original  Archited, 
or  added  afterwards  by  a  meaner  hand. 
But  notwithftanding  this,  its  little 
comparative  importance, — I  cannot, 
I  muft  not  play  the  hypocrite.  If  I 
performed   or  received   the   Lord's 
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Supper  in  my  prefent  (late  of  mind, 
I  fliould  indeed  be  eating  and  drink- 
ing condemnation.  But  this  I  need 
not  fay  to  you.  As  to  Norwich,  it 
is  an  ugly  place,  and  an  extrava- 
gantly dear  place,  and  it  is  very,  very 
far  diftant  from  all  I  love,  animate 
and  inanimate,  and  parties  run  high, 
and  I  am  wearied  with  politics,  even 
to  forenefs.  I  never  knew  a  pailion 
for  politics  exift  for  a  long  time 
without  fwallowing  up,  or  abfolutely 
excluding,  a  paflion  for  Religion. 
Perhaps  I  am  wrong ;  but  fo  I  think. 
However,  I  truft  to  fee  you  by  the 
end  of  the  week.  To  Mrs.  Eftlin 
remember  me  affedtionately,  and 
kifs  for  me  the  dear  little  ones.  May 
Heaven  love  you  and  him  who  ever 
feels  for  you  the  mingled  affe&ions 
of  Son,  Brother,  and  Friend  !

My  dear  Friend, 

SN  the  morning  of  Chrift- 
mas  Day  I  received  Mr. 
Row's  letter  to  you.  On 
Thurfday  night,  eleven 
o'clock,  1  received  from  Mr.  J.  Wood 
of  Shrewibury  an  invitation  in  the 
name  of  Mr.  Row'i  OHigregation, 
accompanied  with  a  very  kind  note 
frfxn  Mr.  Row.     On  this  fubjed 
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I  now  entreat  your  friendly  advice ; 
and  in  order  to  enable  you  to  give  it^ 
I  mud  retrace  OEiy  life  for  the  laft 
three  months.  At  the  commence^ 
ment  of  this  period  I  began  to  feel 
the  neceffity  cf  gaining  a  regular  in- 
come by  a  regular  occupation.  My 
heart  yearned  toward  the  miniftry; 
but  Iconfidered  my  fcruples^as  almoft 
infurmountable  obftacles  to  my  con- 
fcientious  performance  of  its  duties. 
Another  plan  prefented  itfelf :  that 
of  joining  with  Mr.  Montague  in  a 
projedt  of  Tuition.  Our  fcheme  was 
iingular  and  exteniive:  exteniive» 
for  we  propofed  in  three  years  to  go 
(yflematically,  yet  with  conftant  re- 
ference to  the  nature  of  man,  through 
the  mathematical  branches^  che- 
miftry>  anatomy,  the  laws  of  life, 
the  laws  of  intelledt,  and  laftly, 
through  univerfal  hiftory,  arranging 
feparatdy  all  the  fads  that  elucidate 
the  feparate  ftates  of  fociety — favage. 
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civilized,  and  luxurious:  fingular, 
for  we  propofed  ourfelves  not  as 
Teachers,  but  only  as  Managing  Stu- 
dents. If  by  this  plan  I  could  at 
once  fubfift  my  family  for  three 
years,  and  enable  myfelf  to  acquire 
fuch  a  mafs  of  knowledge,  it  would 
doubtleis  be  preferable  to  all  other 
modes  of  a£tion  for  me,  who  have 
juft  knowledge  enough  of  moft 
things  to  feel  my  ignorance  of  all 
things.  The  probability,  however, 
of  its  fuccefs  was  very  fmalL  Before 
I  left  Stowey  it  dwindled  yet  more, 
and  when  at  Briftol,  in  all  the  de- 
fpondency  of  the  new  taxes,  the  plan 
appeared  abfolutely  romantic.  In 
the  meantime  my  converfations  with 
you  had  certainly  weakened  my  con- 
vi(%ions  on  certain  fubjeds,  or  at 
leaft  deadened  their  efficacy.  I  made 
up  my  mind  to  be  a  Diflenting 
Minifter,  and  offered  to  fupply  Mr. 
Row's  place  for  a  few  Sundays  at 
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Shrewibury,  to  fee  whether  I  liked 
the  place  and  whether  the  congre- 
gation liked  me,  and  would  endure 
my  opinions,  which,  foftened  and 
modified  as  they  had  been,  did  ftill 
retain  a  degree  of  peculiarity.  I 
returned  to  Stowey,  and  wrote  to 
Montague,  that  if  indeed  he  (hould 
procure,  and  immediately  procure, 
the  eight  pupils  at  100/.  a  year, 
they  boarding  and  lodging  at  their 
own  expenfe  (for  this  was  his  plan), 
I  would  join  him  gladly.  But  as  I 
did  not  perceive  the  jligbtejl  chance 
of  this,  unlefs  it  were  done  imme^ 
diately^  I  (hould  accept  fome  fitu- 
ation  as  Diilenting  Minifter,  and 
that  I  had  no  time  for  delay  or 
wavering. 

Well  I  on  Chriftmas  Day  morning 
I  received  two  letters— one  from  you, 
i.e.  Mr.  Row's  letter  to  you— one  in 
an  unknown  hand,  but  which  I  fup* 
pofed  to  be  upon  fome  newfpaper 
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bufinefs,  and  did  not  open  it  till 
fome  time  after  I  had  read  and  pon- 
dered the  former.  In  this  I  faw  the 
features  of  contingency  very  ftrongly 
marked,  and  (as  I  always  do  on  fuch 
occafions)  to  prevent  difappointment 
I  checked  my  hopes.  Mr.  Kentijh 
was  to  be  applied  to.  I  had  heard 
that  he  was  not  very  comfortably 
fituated  at  Exeter;  and  as  to  Nor- 
wich, the  fame  motives  which  in- 
clined  me  not  only  to  prefer  Shrewf- 
bury,  but  ShrewAury  out  of  the 
queftion,  to  rejed  Norwich,  I  natu- 
rally fuppofed  would  have  its  influ- 
ence on  him — the  falary  being  fo 
much  more,  the  country  more  de- 
lightful, and  provifions  of  all  kinds 
fo  much  cheaper.  Suppofing  that 
he  declined  it,  ftill  it  was  uncertain 
whether  the  congregation  would 
eledt  me ;  and  that  part  of  Mr.  Row's 
letter  (^'  without  fome  independence 
^^  Mr.  C.  is  almoft  the  only  man  I 
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"  would  wifh  to  fettle  here/*  &c.)  in- 
creafed  my  doubts.  I  did  not  refufe 
to  think»  that  by  gentlenefs  and  in- 
telledual  efforts,  I  (hould  compel 
their  refped  when  they  became 
acquainted  with  me ;  but  I  thought 
it  probable,  that  fuch  a  congregation, 
in  a  town  fo  violently  ariftocratic, 
would  be  deterred  from  electing  me 
by  the  notoriety  of  my  political  coti" 
du(%,  and  by  the  remaining  pecu- 
liarities of  my  religious  creed.  My 
mind  was  loft  and  fwallowed  up  in 
mufing  on  all  this,  when  I  careleflly 
opened  the  fecond  letter.  It  proved 
to  be  from  Mr.  Jofiah  Wedgewood. 
The  following  is  a  copy : — "  Dear 
"Sir, — My  brother  Thomas  and 
"  myfelf  had  feparately  determined 
"  that  it  would  be  right  to  enable 
«  you  to  defer  entering  into  an  en- 
"  gagement,  we  underftand  you  are 
"  about  to  form,  from  the  moft  ur- 
"  gent  of  motives.     We  therefore 
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"  requeft  you  will  accept  the  en- 
^^  clofed  Draft  with  the  fame  fim* 
^^  pliciQr  with  which  it  is  offered  to 
"  you.

P.S. — ^The  draft  is  payable  to  the 
^'  bearer  of  it.  I  (hall  be  obliged  to 
^'  you  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
"  it  to  me  at  Penzance/'  The  in- 
clofed  draft  was  for  a  hundred 
pound.  Well  I  what  was  I  to  do  ? 
This  hundred  pound  joined  with 
the  guinea  per  week  which  I  gain 
from  the  Morning  Poft^  and  which 
only  takes  me  up  two  days  in  the 
week,  would  give  me  the  leifure  and 
tranquillity  of  independence  for  the 
two  next  years,  at  the  end  of  which 
time,  by  fyftematic  ftudy,  I  (hould 
be  better  fitted  for  any  profeflion 
than  I  am  at  prefent.  Widiout  this, 
unlefs  I  am  ele(%ed  at  Shrewfbury, 
which  I  thought  more  than  uncer- 
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tain^  I  (hall  remain  neceilitous  and 
dependent,  and  be  compelled  to  fag 
on  in  all  the  nakedneis  of  Talent, 
without  the  materials  of  knowledge 
or  fyftematic  information.  But  if 
I  accept  it,  I  certainly  bind  myfelf 
to  hold  myfelf  free  for  fome  time  at 
lead  for  the  co-execution  of  the 
plan  of  genera]  ftudy  with  Montague; 
and  in  the  realization  of  which  I 
underftand  that  the  Wedgewoods 
are  adtively  interefting  themfelves, 
as  conceiving  it  likely  to  be  of  gene- 
ral benefit.  And  this  letter  was  to 
be  anfwered  immediately.  My  friend 
T.  Poole  ilrenuoufly  advifed  me  to 
accept  it,  confidering  how  contin- 
gent the  Shrewfbury  plan  appeared. 
I  however  lingered,  I  may  truly  fay, 
almoft  a  fleepleis  man,  Monday 
night,  and  Tuefday  night,  and  Wed- 
nefday  night,  regularly  fitting  up 
till  the  poft  came  in,  which  is  not 
till  half*paft  eleven,  anxioufly  hoping

to  receive  fome  letter  more  decifive 
refpe&ing  Shrewfbury.  On  the 
Thurfday  morning  I  was  obliged  to 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  Draft, 
having  already  delayed  it  beyond  all 
limits  of  propriety.  Well,  after  a 
ftorm  of  fluduations,  Poole  ftill  re- 
taining his  opinions,  and  urging 
them  more  decifively,  I  accepted 
the  Draft  in  a  letter  expreffive  of 
manly  gratitude^  and  on  the  Thurf- 
day night  I  received  the  letter  from 
Mr.  Wood !  The  diftre&  of  my 
mind  fince  then  has  been  inex- 
preflible.  The  plan  which  with  the 
eagemefs  of  Friendship  you  had  been 
exerting  yourfelf  to  fecure  for  me — 
how  can  I  bear  to  think  that  it 
(hould  perifh  in  your  hand»  the  very 
moment  you  had  caught  it?  Yet» 
on  the  other  hand,  if  I  fend  back 
the  Draft,  I  fhall  lofe  the  efteem  of 
the  Wedgewoods  and  their  friends, 
to  whom  I  (hall  appear  deficient  not 
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only  in  confiftency,  but  even  in 
common  probity.  It  will  appear  to 
them  that  I  accepted  the  Draft  in 
words  which  implied  that  it  had  re- 
lieved me  from  a  flate  of  great  un- 
certainty,— whereas,  in  truth,  I  had 
accepted  it  to  confole  myfelf  for  a 
difappointment.  Write  immediately.

FTER  much  and  very  pain* 
ful  hefitation  I  have  at 
length  returned  the  draft 
to  Mr.  Wedgewood  with 
a  long  letter  explanatory  of  my  con- 
du^.  The  firft  funny  morning  that 
I  walk  out  at  Shrewibuiy,  will  make 
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my  heart  die  away  within  me — ^for  I 
fhall  be  in  a  land  ofjlrangers.  For 
I  (hall  have  left  a  friend  whofe  fym* 
pathies  were  perfed  with  my  man* 
ners,  feelings  and  opinions — ^and 
what  is  yet  more  painful,  I  (hall 
have  left  him  unconvinced  of  the 
expediency  of  my  going,  public  or 
perfonal.  I  could  not  Jlay  with  an 
eafyconfcience,but  whether  I  (hall  be 
happy  fo  far  removed  from  any  who 
love  me,  I  know  not.  This  I  know 
— I  will  make  myfelf  contented  by 
ftruggling  to  do  my  duty. 

I  have  written  to  Mr.  Wood  and 
to  Mr.  Row — ^promifing  to  be  at 
Shrewfbury  by  the  latter  end  of  next 
week.  To-morrow  I  perform  Mr. 
HowePs  duty — the  good  old  man 
has  gone  to  London  with  his  daugh- 
ter to  feek  furgical  aflifbtnce  for 
her.

My  Dear  Friend, 

F  you  have  never  been  a 
flave  to  the  fuperftition  of 
impulfes,  you  will  marvel 
to  hear  that  I  arrived 
at  Stowey  on  Friday  laft,  by  dinner 
time.  I  left  Mr.  Wedgewood's  on 
Thurfday  evening,  juft  time  enough 
to  keep  an  engagement  I  had  made 
to  fup  with  a  Mr.  Williams  of  Not- 
tingham, at  the  White  Lion. 
There  I  flept — awoke  at  five  in  the 
morning,  and  was  haunted  by  a 
ftrange  notion  that  there  was  fome- 
thing  of  great  importance  that  de- 
manded my  immediate  prefence  at 
Stowey.  I  drefled  myfelf,  and 
walked  out  to  diilipate  the  folly — 
but  the  Bridgewater  Coach  rattling 
by,  and  the  coachman  afking  me  if 
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I  would  get  in — I  took  it  for  an 
omen — the  fuperftitious  feeling  re- 
curred— and  in  I  went — came  home^ 
and  found — my  wife  and  child  in 
very  good  health  I  However,  as  I 
mud  necefTarily  be  in  Briftol  in  a 
few  weeks,  I  the  lefs  regret  my 
ftrange  and  abrupt  departure.  T. 
Poole  informs  me  that  there  is  a 
letter  for  me  at  your  houfe — ^if  fo, 
be  fo  kind  as  to  fend  it  to  Mr. 
Cottle's  for  me.  T.  Wedgewood 
did  not  fpeak  a  word  to  me  about 
the  circumjiance^  only  that  I  ihould 
bear  from  him.  So  I  know  nothing 
relating  to  myfelf  fo  far,  which  you 
do  not  know. 

Have  you  given  over  the  thoughts 
of  editing  Butler's  Analogy  with 
notes?  If  the  Unitarian  Society 
would  publifli  it  in  their  trads,  I 
would  willingly  and  immediatefy 
undertake  it  with  you — adding  a 
difquifition  on   Hume's  fyftem   of 
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caufation — or  rather  of  non-caufa- 
tion.  This  is  the  pillar,  and  con- 
feiTedly  the  fok  pillar,  of  modem 
Atheifm ; — ^if  we  could  clearly  and 
manifefUy  dete^  the  fophifms  of  this 
fyftem,  I  think  that  Butler's  Analogy 
aided  by  well-placed  notes,  would  an- 
fwer  irrefiftibly  all  the  obje(%ions  to 
Chriftianity  founded  on  a  priori  rea* 
fonings,  and  thefe  are  the  only  rea- 
fonings  that  infidels  ufe  even  with 
plaufibility.  I  have  fentyou  Payne's 
letter  to  Erfkine, — it  was  fent  to 
me  privately  by  the  Editor  of  the 
Morning  Poft,  for  they  do  not  ven- 
ture to  publijh  it.  There  are  fome 
ludicrous  blunders — exemp.  gratia — 
this  erudite  Philofopher  miftakes 
Mofes's  autograph  for  the  publica- 
tion of  the  law,  and  aiTerts  that 
the  law  was  not  known  till  Hilkiah 
(Chronicles  ch.  xxxiv. )  pretended  to 
have  found  it.  Mr.  Ireland  pretended 
to  have  found  a  copy  of  Lear  in 
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Shakefpere's  own  hand,  ergo^  we 
have  proof  that  the  tragedy  was  not 
compofed  by  Shakefpere,  and  never 
heard  of  till  the  thirty-feventh  year 
of  the  reign  of  George  the  third  I 
Erudite  logician  I  There  is  annexed 
a  fermon  in.  defence  of  Deity  with 
one  or  two  good  remarks  in  it,  but 
the  proof  \&  very  idle,  and  the  defini« 
tion  of  Dei^ — ^i.e«,  a  being  whofe 
power  is  equal  to  his  will — in  all 
probability  applies  equally  to  a 
maggot.  There  is,  however,  an  ar- 
gument againft  the  Bibk  quite  new 
— **I  (the  faid  Thomas  Pavne) 
<«  could  write  a  better  book  mpelf  *' 
— ^and  therefore  it  cannot  be  the 
word  of  God.  Now,  unle&  we 
fuppoie  Mr.  Payne  miftaken  (which 
is  hard  to  fuppofe  on  a  fubjed: 
where  he  muft  be  fo  impartid  a 
judge,  i.e.,  his  own  genius)  this  ar- 
gument is  quite  unanfwerable  I 
I   mentioned  the  Unitarian   So- 
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ciety,  becaufe  I  propofe  to  m3rfelf 
no  pecuniary  profit^  but  could  not 
fuftaiin^  on  the  other  hand,  any  pe- 
cuniary lofi.

My  very  dear  Friend, 

ANSWER  your  letter  to 
Mr.  Row,  becaufe  it  is 
probable  that  I  muft  fay 
all  that  he  would  fay,  and 
that  I  ihall  havbto  fajr  wluit  he 
could  not  fay  for  me.  We  have 
talked  over  the  affair  feriouily,  and 
at  the  concluiion  of  our  converfations 
our  opinions  have  nearly  coincided. 
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Firft  of  all  I  muft  give  you  the  in-^ 
formation  which  I  have  received  on 
this  afiair,  and  then  I  will  proceed 
to  make  fome  diredt  obfervations  on 
your  very  kind  letter.  In  a  letter 
full  of  elevated  fentiments  M  r  •  Jofiah 
Wedgewood  offers  me  from  himfelf 
and  his  brother  Thomas  Wedgewood, 
"  an  annuity  of  1 50/.  for  life,  legally 
"  fecured  to  me,  no  condition  whatever 
*^ being  annexed**  You  feemed  by 
the  phrafe  of  '^a  family  in  this 
*' neighbourhood,"  to  fuppofe  that 
the  offer  proceeded  from  or  included 
the  Wedgewoods  at  Cote  Houfe; 
this  is  not  the  cafe.  Jofiah  Wedge* 
wood  lives  in  Staffordihire.  Now 
nothing  can  be  clearer  than  that  I 
cannot  accept  the  miniflerial  falary 
at  Shrewfbury  and  this  at  the  fame 
time.  For  as  I  am  morally  certain 
that  the  Wedgewoods  would  not 
have  thought  it  their  duty,  or  rather 
would  have  found  it  to  be  not  their 
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duty,  to  have  offered  me  1 50/.  yearly, 
if  I  had  been  previoufly  poflefled  of 
an  150/.  regular  income,  it  follows 
indifputably  that  I  cannot  accept  the 
firft  1 50/.  with  the  determination  to 
accept  the  latter  150/.  immediately 
after.      But  (independently  of  the 
animus  donantis  which  is  conclufive 
in  this  cafe)  were  I  to  accept  the 
falaiy  at  Shrewfbury,  I  nvould  not 
accept  the  annuity  from  the  Wedge- 
woods.     Many  deferve  it  equally, 
and  few  would  want  it  lefs.    It  is 
almoft  equally  clear  to  me,  that  as 
two  diftind  and  incompatible  objeAs 
are  propofed  to  me  I  ought  to  choofe 
between  them,  with  reference  to  the 
advantages  of  each,  and  not  make 
the  one  a  dernier  refource  if  the 
other  ihould   fail.     No,   anteriorly 
to  the  decifion  of  the  congregation 
here,  I  will  fend  the  Wedgewoods 
a  definitive  anfwer,  either  accepting 
or  declining  the  offer.     If  I  accept 
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it,  I  will  accept  it  for  itfelf  and  not 
to  confole  me  for  a  difappointment 
in  the  other  objed,  which  I  (hould 
have  preferred  if  I  could  have  enfured 
it  Now  then  I  can  ftate  clearly 
the  Queftion  on  which  I  am  to 
decide.  ^' Shall  I  refiife  150/.  a 
year  for  life,  as  certain  as  any  for- 
tune can  be,  for  (I  will  call  it) 
another  150/.  a  year,  the  attain- 
^'  ment  of  which  is  not  yet  certain, 
'^  and  the  duration  of  which  is  pre- 
"  carious  ?  "  You  anfwer,  ^*  Yes  I  the 
caufe  of  Chriftianity  and  pradical 
Religion  demands  your  exertions. 
**  The  powers  of  intelled,  which  God 
<«ha8  given  you,  are  given  for  this 
^^  very  purpofe,  that  they  may  be  em- 
^^  ployed  in  promoting  the  beft  inte- 
^'reftB  of  niankind.''  Now  the 
anfwer  would  be  deciiive  to  my 
underfl^nding,  and  (I  think  you 
know  enough  of  me  to  believe  me 
when  I  fay  that  were  the  annuity 
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i»5oo/.  a  year  inftead  of  150/.)  it 
(hould  be  decifive  on  my  condudt, 
if  I  could  fee  any  reafon  why  my 
exertions  for  Chriftianity  and  prac- 
tical Religion  depend,  I  will  not  fay 
on  my  being  at  Shrewfbury,  but  on 
my  becoming  a  ftipendiary  and  regu* 
lar  minifter.  It  makes  me  bluih,  I 
aflure  you,  fitting  alone  as  I  now  am, 
at  the  idea  of  mentioning  two  fuch 
names  as  I  am  about  to  do,  with  any 
fuppofeable  reference  to  my  own 
talents,  prefent  or  to  come,  but  the 
kind  is  not  altered  by  the  degree.  Did 
Dr.  Hartley  employ  himfelf  for 
the  promotion  of  the  beft  interefts 
of  mankind  ?  Moft  certainly.  If 
inftead  of  being  a  phyfician  he  had 
been  an  hired  Teacher,  that  he  would 
not  have  taught  Chriftianity  better^ 
I  can  certainly  fay,  and  I  fufped, 
from  the  vulgar  prejudices  of  man- 
kind, that  his  name  might  have  been 
leis  efficacious.     That,  however,  is 
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a  Trifle.  A  man  who  thinks  that 
Lardner  defended  Chriftianity  be- 
caufe  he  received  50/.  or  60/.  a  year 
for  preaching  at  Crouched  Friars, 
muft  be  fuch  a  booby  that  it  cannot 
be  of  much  confequence  what  he 
thinks.  But,  Lardner  1  do  you  really 
think,  my  dear  Friend,  that  it  would 
have  been  of  much  detriment  to  the 
Chriftian  world  if  the  author  of  the 
CredibilirjTy  &c.,  had  never  received 
or  accepted  the  invitation  at  Crouched 
Friars?  Surely  not.  I  ihould  be 
very  unwilling  to  think  that  my 
efforts  as  a  Chriftian  minifler  de- 
pended on  my  preaching  regularly 
in  one  pulpit.  God  forbid  1  To  the 
caufe  of  Religion  I  folemnly  devote 
all  my  beft  faculties ;  and  if  I  wifh 
to  acquire  knowledge  as  a  philo* 
fopher  and  fame  as  a  poet,  I  pray  for 
grace  that  I  may  continue  to  feel 
what  I  now  feel,  that  my  greateft 
reafon  for  wifhing  the  one  and  the 
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other  is,  that  I  may  be  enabled  by 
my  knowledge  to  defend  Religion 
ably,  and  by  my  reputation  to  draw 
attention  to  the  defence  of  it.  I  re- 
gard every  experiment  that  Prieftley 
made  in  Chemiftry  as  giving  wings 
to  his  more  fublime  theological 
works.  I  moft  afluredly  ihall  preach 
often,  and  it  is  my  prefent  purpofe 
alternately  to  aifift  Dr.  Toulmin  and 
Mr.  Howel  one  part  of  every  Sunday 
while  I  ftay  at  Stowcy.  "  I  know  " 
(you  fay)  ''that  it  was  from  the 
pureft  motives  that  he  thought  of 
entering  into  the  miniftry."  My 
motives  were  as  pure  as  they  could 
be,  or  ought  to  be.  Surely  an  ejpe- 
cial  attachment  to  a  fociety,  which  I 
had  never  feen,  was  not  one  of  them ; 
neither  if  I  were  to  permit  myfelf 
to  be  eleded  the  Minifter  here, 
(hould  I  confider  the  falary  as  the 
payment  of  my  fervices,  my  ftated 
and  particular  fervices  to  the  people 
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here 9  but  as  a  means  of  enabling  my- 
felf  to  employ  all  my  time  both  for 
their  benefit  and  that  of  ^7/ my  fellow 
beings.  Two  modes  of  gaining  my 
livelihood  were  in  my  power.  The 
prefs  without  reference  to  Religion, 
and  Religion  without  reference  to  the 
Prefc.  (By  the  Prefs  as  a  Trade  I 
wifh  you  to  underftand,  reviewing, 
newfpaper  writing,  and  all  thole 
things  in  which  I  propofed  no  &me 
to  myfelf  or  permanent  good  to 
fociety,  but  only  to  gain  that  bread 
which  might  empower  me  to  do 
both  the  one  and  the  other  on  my 
vacant  days.)  I  chofe  the  latter.  I 
preferred,  as  more  innocent  in  the 
firft  place,  and  more  ufeful  in  the 
fecond  place,  the  mintftry  as  aTrade  to 
the  prefs  as  a  Trade.  A  circumftance 
arifes,  and  the  necefiity  ceafes  for  my 
taking  up  either — ^that  is,  as  a  means 
of  providing  myfelf  with  the  necef* 
faries  of  Life.     Why  (hould  I  not

adopt  it  ?  But  you  continue — **  And 
'^  I  cannot  but  rejoice  that  he  has  it 
**  in  his  power  to  demonftrate  this  ** 
(/.^.,  the  purity  of  my  motives)  **  to 
^'  the  fatisfadion  of  others.*'  It  is 
pqffibky  then,  that  fome  may  fay, 
^'  While  he  wanted  money,  he  was 
^'  willing  to  preach  the  Gofpel  in 
^^  order  to  get  it ;  when  that  want 
^'ceafed,  his  zeal  departed/*  Let 
them  fay  it.  I  (hall  anfwer  moft 
truly — While  I  could  not  devote  my 
time  to  the  iervice  of  Religion  with- 
out receiving  money froni  a  particular 
congregation,  I  fubdued  the  flruggles 
of  reludance,.  and  would  have  jmb- 
mitted  to  receive  it  Now  I  am 
enabled  as  I  have  received  freely, 
freely  to  give.  If  in  the  courfe  of 
a  few  years  I  (hall  have  appeared 
negle£tful  of  the  caufe  of  Religion,  if 
by  my  writings  and  preachings  I  (hall 
not  have  been  endeavouring  to  pro- 
pagate it,  then,  and  not  till  then. 
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the  charge  will  affed  me.  I  have 
written  you  as  the  thoughts  came 
uppermoft.  I  might  fay  a  great  deal 
more.  I  might  talk  of  Shrewfbury 
in  particular,  and  ftate  particular 
reafons  of  attachment  to  Stowey,  but 
I  choofe  to  confine  myfelf  to  generals. 
Anterior  to  my  converfation,  Mr. 
Row  thought  on  the  whole  that  I 
ought  to  accept  the  annuity.  He 
defires  me  to  fay,  that  he  will  leave 
this  place  on  the  Wednefday  of  next 
week  for  Briftol.  I  will  ferve  for 
him  as  long  as  he  choofes.

But  I  have  had 
many  forrows,  and  fome  that  bite 
deep ;  calumny  and  ingratitude  from 
men  who  have  been  foftered  in  the 
bofom  of  my  confidence  1  I  pray  God, 
that  I  may  fandtify  thefe  events  by 
forgivenefs  and  a  peaceful  fpirit  full 
of  love.  This  morning,  half-paft 
one,  my  wife  was  fafely  delivered  of 
a  fine  boy;  (he  had  a  remarkably 
good  time,  better  if  poflible  than  her 
laft,  and  both  (he  and  the  child  are 
as  well  as  can  be.  By  the  by,  it  is 
only  three  in  the  morning  now. 
I  walked  in  to  Taunton  and  back 
again,  and  performed  the  divine  fer- 
vices  for  Dr.  Toulmin.  I  fuppofe 
10 
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you  muft  have  heard  that  his  daugh- 
ter, in  a  melancholy  derangement, 
fufFered  hcrfelf  to  be  fwallowed  up 
by  the  tide  on  the  fea-coaft  between 
Sidmouth  and  Bere.  Thefe  events 
cut  cruelly  into  the  hearts  of  old 
men;  but  the  good  Dr.  Toulmin 
bears  it  like  the  true  practical 
Chriftian, — ^there  is  indeed  a  tear  in 
his  eye,  but  that  eye  is  lifted  up  to 
the  Heavenly  Father.  I  have  been 
too  neglectful  of  practical  religion — 
I  mean,  adual  and  ftated  prayer,  and 
a  regular  perufal  of  fcripture  as  a 
morning  and  evening  duty.  May 
God  grant  me  grace  to  amend  this 
error,  for  it  is  a  grievous  one !  Con- 
fcious  of  frailty  I  almofl  wifh  (I  fay 
it  confidentially  to  you)  that  I  had 
become  a  flated  minifter,  for  indeed 
I  find  true  joy  after  a  fincere  prayer ; 
but  for  want  of  habit  my  mind  wan- 
ders, and  I  cannot  pray  as  often  as  I 
ought.     Thankfgiving  is  pleafant  in 
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the  performance;  but  prayer  and  dif- 
tindt  confeffion  I  find  moft  fervice- 
able  to  my  fpiritual  health  when  I 
can  do  it.  But  though  all  my  doubts 
are  done  away,  though  Chriftianity 
is  my  pajjion^  it  is  too  much  my  in-' 
telleBual  pafiion ;  and  therefore  will 
do  me  but  little  good  in  the  hour 
of  temptation  and  calamity.

My  very  dear  Friend, 

HEN  I  received  your  let- 
ter, fome  three  minutes 
ago,  I  turned  to  my  Guide 
de$  Voyageurs  en  Europe 
to  know  where  Marburg  was.  I 
guefs  it  to  be  Marburg  in  the 
Biihoprick  of  Padderbourn,  between 
Frankfort  and  Caflel.  If  fo,  I  have 
not  been  within  forty  miles  at  leaft 
of  it,  having  never  been  many  miles 
below  Caflel, — at  all  events  the  name 
of  the  perfon  you  mention  is  wholly 
unknown  to  me.  I  once  knew  a 
Mifs  Bouclere  in  Devonihire.  As  to 
myfelf,  I  ^Ltn  Jagging,  and  am  deliver- 
ing; to  the  prefs  fome  plays  of 
Schiller's.  I  ihall  foon  however  Aide 
away  from  this  place,  and  devote  my- 
felf to  works  of  more  importance. 
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I  have  feen  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Barbauld 
two  or  three  times — once  at  their 
own  houfe — admirable  people !  Dr. 
Difney's  fons,  at  all  events  the 
younger,  with  his  fhirt  collar  half- 
way up  his  cheek,  gave  me  no  high 
idea  of  the  propriety  of  Unitarian 
Diflenters  fending  their  fons  to  £f- 
tabliihed  and  Idolatrous  Univerfities. 
It  may  be  very  true,  that  at  Hackney 
they  learnt,  too  many  of  them,  Infi- 
delity. The  Tutor,  the  whok  plan  of 
education,  the  place  itfelf,  were  all 
wrong — ^but  many  will  return  to  the 
good  caufe,  in  which  alone  plain 
practical  Reafon  can  find  footing — 
but  at  Cambridge  and  Oxford  they 
will  not  learn  Infidelity  perhaps,  or 
perhaps  they  may, — ^for  now'tis  com- 
mon enough  even  there,  to  my  certain 
knowledge — but  one  thing  they  'will 
learn — indifference  to  all  Religions 
but  the  Religion  of  the  Gentleman. 
Gentlemanlinefs  will  be  the  word,  and 
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bring  with  it  a  deep  contempt  for 
thofe  DiiTenters  among  whom  they 
were  born.  We  DiiTenters  (for  I  am 
proud  of  the  diftindion)  have  fome- 
what  of  a  fimple  and  fcbolarly  for- 
mality perhaps :  God  forbid  we£bould 
wholly  lofe  it !  but  with  the  young 
men  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge  '^  the 
"  gentkman  "  is  the  all  -  implying 
wordof  honour, — a  thing  more  blaft- 
ing  to  real  virtue,  real  liberty,  real 
ftanding  forth  for  the  truth  in  Chrift, 
than  all  the  Whoredoms  and  Impuri- 
ties which  this  Gentlemanlinefs  does 
moft  generally  bring  with  it.  My 
dear  friend !  in  the  crowded,  heart- 
lefs  party  at  Dr.  Difney's,  O I  how 
I  did  think  of  your  Sunday  fuppers, 
their  light  uncumbrous  fimplicity, 
the  heartinefs  of  manner,  the  literary 
Chrifliannefs  of  converfation.  Dr. 
Difney  himfelf  I  refpeS^  highly  re- 
fpedt :  in  the  pulpit  he  is  an  apojile^ 
but  there — there  ttjiops. 
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My  beft  and  overflowing  love  to 
Mrs.  Eftlin>  kiffes  and  love  to  your 
children.  Sara  is  better.  Hartley 
rampant.

P.S.  Nothing  is  more  common 
than  for  confcious  infidels  to  go  into 
the  Church.

With  their  too  early  reafonings,  and 
logic-cuttings,  and  reading  Hume

My  dear  Friend, 

HAY  after  day,  and  week 
after  week^  have  I  been  in- 
tendingtowritetoyou.  To 
enumerate  alt  the  caufea 
of  the  delay  (fuperadded  alas  I  to 
my  inveterate  habits  of  procraftina- 
tion)  would  make  my  prefent  letter 
a  very  different  one  from  what  I 
wifli  it  to  be,  a  doleful  inftead  of  a 
cheerful  one.  I  am  at  prefent  in 
better  health  than  I  have  been, 
though  by  no  means  ilrong  or  well 
— and  at  home  all  is  Peace  and  Love. 
I  am  about  fhortly  to  addrefs  a  few 
letters  to  the  Britifh  Critic  on  the 
ufe  of  the  definitive  article,  and 
the  inferences  drawn  from  it  by 
Grenville  Sharp,  and  fince  attempted 
to  be  proved  in  a  very  learned  and 
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indufirious  work  by  the  Rev.  C. 
Wordfworth,  a  fellow  of  Trinity, 
our  Wordfworth's  brother.  Sharp's 
principle  is  as  follows :-— When  xm 
conneds  two  nouns  {not  of  the  plural 
number^  and  not  proper  names)  if  the 
article  o,  or  any  of  its  cafes,  precedes 
the  firft  of  the  faid  Nouns  or  Parti- 
ciples, and  is  not  repeated  before  the 
fecond  Noun  or  Participle,  the  latter 
always  relates  to  the  fame  perfon, 
that  is  expreffed  or  deicribed  by,  the 
firft  Noun  or  Participle,  ex.  gr.  O 

Ofoc  KOI  n«r^p  rw  Kvpiou  fifiMVf  &C., 
2  Cor.  i.  3. — ^Tu^ijcoc  0  ayunnnrog 
kitX^oq  Kcu  Atetxovo^f  &C.,  Eph.  vi. 
21,  from  which  rule  he  deduces 
abfolttte  aflertions  of  the  Godhead 
of  Chrift  from  Ads  xx.  28,  Eph. 
V.  5,  2  Theflal.  i.  12,  i  Timoth. 
V.  21,  2  Timoth.  iv.  i,  Titus  ii.  13, 
2  Peter  i.  i,  Jude  4.  Kit  Wordf- 
worth's book  is  occupied  in  proofs 
that  all  the  Greet  Fathers,  and  many 
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— and  thofe  the  moft  learned — of  the 
Latin  Fathers^did  fo  underftand  thefe 
texts,  when  from  the  nature  of  the 
Arian  controverfy,  it  would  have 
anfwered  their  purpofes  much  better 
to  have  underftood  the  words  ac- 
cording to  our  prefent  verfions. 
The  firft  thing  that  flared  me  in  the 
face,  and  which  I  afterwards  found 
true,  is  that  all  the  inftances  but  two 
are,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  prth- 
per  names^  and  confequently  fall 
within  Grenville  Sharp's  own  ex- 
ception. The  two  inftances  which 
I  have  not  found  ufed  as  proper 
names  are  Titus  ii.  1 3,  and  2  Peter 
i,  I .  Now  if  you  know  any  proof 
of  £»Tifp  being  ufed  without  an  ar- 
ticle in  any  place  where  it  ftands  by 
itfelf,  in  the  fame  manner  as  Chrift 
is,  and  God,  and  as  Kupioc  I  can 
prove  to  be  in  a  hundred  inftances 
in  Greek,  you  would  ferve  me,  and 
what  is  a  much  greater  inducement 
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to  70U9  throw  light  on  a  very  im- 
portant fubjed  ;  or  if  you  know  any 
inftance  in  which  Sharp's  rule  is 
falfified.  In  Englifh  now,  exem. 
caufd^  we  might  Tay,  As  I  walked 
out  to-day,  whom  (hould  I  meet  but 
the  carpenter  and  (hoemaker  of  our 
village  ?  It  would  certainly  be  more 
accurate  to  fay  the  carpenter  and  the 
(hoemaker;  but  the  accuracy  of 
fpecial  pleading  is  to  be  found  in 
few  books,  nor  is  it  neceffary.  You 
would  know  that  I  had  met  two 
perfons,  becaufe  you  know  that  the 
trades  of  carpenter  and  fhoemaker 
are  not  one  in  this  country,  whereas 
if  I  had  faid,  the  carpenter  and 
joiner,  though  the  form  of  grammar 
would  have  been  the  fame,  you 
would  have  known  inftantly  that  I 
had  met  but  one  man.  If  you  re- 
colled  in  Ariftophanes,  &c.,  or  the 
Septuagint,  any  inftances  to  this  pur- 
pofe,  you  would  oblige  me  by  tranf- 
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mitting  them  to  me.  Unfortunately, 
I  have  none  of  the  Greek  Fathers, 
neither  have  I  the  Septuagint ;  but 
I  have  found  much  that  I  want 
in  Suicerus's  Thefaurus  Patrum, 
which  I  was  lucky  enough  to  buy 
for  its  weight  at  a  druggift*8.  In 
thefo  letters  I  purpofe  to  review 
Horfley*8  and  Prieftley's  controverfy, 
and  in  thefe  you  will  fee  my  Con-- 
fejjio  Fidei^  which  as  far  as  regards 
the  doArine  of  the  Trinity  is  negative 
Unitarianifm,  a  non  liquet  concern- 
ing the  nature  and  being  of  Chrift, 
but  a  condemnation  of  the  Trini- 
tarians as  being  wife  beyond  what  is 
written.  On  the  fubjeds  of  the 
original  corruption  of  our  Nature, 
the  dodrines  of  Redemption,  Re- 
generation,Grace,  and  JufUfication  by 
Faith,  my  convidions  are  altogether 
different  from  thofe  of  Drs»  Prieftley, 
Lindfey,  and  Difnqr ;  neither  do  I 
conceive  Chriftianity  to  be  tenable 
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on  the  Pridlleyan  hypotheiis.  I 
read  Lardner  often;  not  fo  much 
for  the  information  I  gain  from  him 
— ^which  is,  however,  very  great — 
but  for  the  admirable  modefty  and 
truly  Chriftian  fpirit  virhich  breathes 
through  his  virorks,  and  which  I 
wifh  to  imbibe  as  a  man,  and  to 
imitate  as  a  writer,  well  aware  of 
the  natural  Impetuofity  and  fVar^ 
burtonianifm  of  my  own  uncorrected 
difpofition.  My  dear  Friend,  be- 
lieve no  idle  reports  concerning  me ; 
if  I  differ  from  you,  and  wherein  I 
differ  from  you,  it  will  be  that  I 
believe  on  the  whok  more  than  you, 
not  left,  of  which  I  give,  I  truft,  the 
beft  proof  in  my  power,  by  breeding 
up  my  child  in  habits  of  awe  for 
Deity,  and  undoubted  Faith  in  the 
truth  in  Chrift.  I  thank  you  from 
the  bottom  of  my  heart  for  the 
pleafure  and  inftrudion  which  I 
nave  received  from  your  fermon  on 
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the  Sabbath,  which  I  have  read 
repeatedly^  and  (hall  take  occafion  to 
fpeak  of,  as  in  my  humble  opinion 
incomparably  the  beft  work  that 
has  been  written  on  the  fubjed»  as 
far  as  I  have  feen,  and  a  fufficient 
anfwer  to  (what  I  had  before  be- 
lieved unanfwerable)  Paley's  objec- 
tions. It  grieved  me  that  you  fhould 
have  the  word  genius  fo  empha- 
tically (p.  26)  to  Evanfon,  for  furely 
you  wrote  it  unthinkingly.  Is  not 
Evanfon  egregioufly  a  weak  and  vain 
man  P  God  forgive  me  if  I  fpeak  un- 
charitably,  I  am  fure  I  do  not  feel  fo ; 
but  his  book  on  the  diflbnance  of 
the  Evangelifts  ftruck  me  as  the 
fiUieft  and  moft  vapid  book  I  ever 
perufed.  £^oJp«  roi  fTfimfoq  uv  row 
vw¥^  (Hi  a»  iK  Tuv  carrw  Xcymv  nxfififa^ 
lAivw  fiTTsiy,  ^aiyeroM— -the  Papias 
among  the  Unitarians  (Lardn.  vol. 
ii.  p.  108).  I  wifh  you  would  give 
us  in  fome  form  or  other,  in  maga- 
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zine  or  feparate  publication,  a  real 
hiftory,  in  the  fpirit  of  Lardner,  of  all 
that  can  be  coUedted  of  the  opinions 
of  the  Jews  and  Jewifli  doctors,  con- 
cerning the  Meffiah,  antecedent  to 
the  time  of  Chrift  and  fince  that 
time.  I  have  been  rather  dii&tisfied 
with  Lardner's  anfwer  to  the  fourth 
and  laft  objedtion  to  the  philofo- 
phical  explanation  of  the  Daemoniacs. 
Do  be  fo  good  as  to  look  to  the 
paflage,  vol.  i.  p.  483.  Dr  Lardner 
intimates  that  it  was  not  Chrift's 
bufinefs  to  inftrud  men  in  phyfics — 
that  it  was  foreign  to  his  miflion, — 
that  he  was  engaged  in  teaching  the 
principles  of  true  religion,  and  that 
any  debate  on  this  error  might  have 
diverted  him  from  his  main  work. 
The  Jews  were  not  in  danger  of 
idolatry, — ^there  was  therefore  no  ur- 
gent neceflity, — and  he  adds  two  in- 
ftances  in  which  our  Lord  ftudioufly 
declined  to  concern  himfelf  with 
12 
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things  foreign  to  the  office  of  a 
prophet.  Now  the  firft  of  thefc  in- 
ftances  feems  to  me  to  weigh  againft 
Lardner,  Chrift  might  have  con* 
futed  a  dangerous  error  without  in- 
volving any  queftion  of  natural  or 
metaphyfical  philofophy;  he  did 
not  decide  for  or  againft  the  dodkrine 
*  of  pre-exiftence ;  but  he  moft  effec- 
tually quaflied  the  pernicious  moral 
error  of  attributing  all  afflidion  to 
dire£k  judgments  of  God  upon  the 
individual  fo  afflii^ed.  If  the  Evan- 
gelifts  had  in  any  one  palTage  merely 
called  the  Dsemoniacs  difeafed  men, 
or  infane  men, ''  whofe  difeafes  are 
^'  believed  by  the  people  to  proceed 
^'  from  Dsmons/'  or  difeafes  the  true 
caufes  of  which  are  not  revealed  to 
us»  but  which  are  believed  to  proceed 
from  Daemons,  there  would  have 
been»  I  conceive,  no  phyfical  hypo- 
thefis  implied,  and  yet  the  Gofpel 
faved  from  [the]  apparent  ignominy 
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of  having  confirmed  .  .  «  .  its  au- 
thor •  •  .  .  fo  wild  and  inhuman. 
In  Dr.  Lardner's  fecond  inftance,  I 
.  •  .  .  agree  with  him  that  ''it 
''  could  not  but  ....  work  to  de- 
**  cide  "  that  caufe,  as  the  brother  re- 
quired. On  this  ....  appears  to 
me  that  if  Chrift  had  done  fo,  he 
would  have  ....  inftitutions  of 
individual  property,  and  the  alliance 
of  fpiritual  ....  authority  with 
concerns  of  a  purely  fecular  nature. 
But  to  ...  .  orderly. — i.  It  was 
not  his  bufinefs  to  inftrudt  men 
in  natural  ....  Anjwer.  True! 
But  it  was  a  grievous  moral  error  as 
well  as  phyfical  abfurdity,  and  might 
have  been  removed  without  any  de- 
cifion  in  phyiics,  at  leaft  fo  far  as 
that  his  religion  could  not  have 
been  chargeable  with  aiding  and 
confirming  it.  2.  It  was  foreign  to 
his  mifiion,  which  was  to  inflru<^ 
men  in  the  principles  of  true  Re? 
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ligion.  Anjkver.  True  principles 
cannot  be  taught  but  by  the  lub« 
verfion  of  falfe  ones.  This  is  emi- 
nently the  prance  in  the  Gofpel  of 
Chrift ;  more  than  half  of  Chrift's 
Difcourfe  on  the  Mount  is  confumed 
in  exploding  errors ;  elfewhere  He  is 
open  and  urgent  in  the  fame — ever 
fo  with  St.  PauL  Do,  my  dear 
friend  1  read  what  Lardner  fays,  p. 
4629  463,  and  464,  and  then  decide 
in  your  own  mind  on  the  bafenefs 
and  pernicious  efFeds  of  fuch  a  fu- 
perftition.  You  know  human  nature 
too  well  not  to  know  that  a  mind  in 
terror  of  Spirits,  and  attributing  di- 
feafes  to  their  malice,  though  it  may 
not  be  ftriAly  idolatrous — ^but  that  it 
is  impoffible  that  it  can  be  a  wor-^ 
Jhipper  of  the  true  God  in  the  proper, 
Chriftian,  and  fpiritual  meaning  of 
worfliipping,  in  Spirit  and  in  Truth. 
But  not  only  did  it  imply  frightful 
corruption  in   the  great  article  of 
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all  Religion,  the  moral  attributes  of 
God ;  but  it  muft  needs  have  had  a 
bad  effed^and  an  anti-focial  influence 
on  the  intercourfe  between  man  and 
man.  It  is  not  fair,  my  dear  Sir  1  to 
ftate  it  as  a  mere  popular  opinion  ;  it 
was  a  reigning  and  inveterate  fuper- 
ftition,  accompanied  by  the  moft 
wicked  practices  ;  all  the  impoftures 
and  delufions  of  Exorcifm,  vide  p. 
486,  487.  Yet  fo  far  are  thele 
Exorciils  from  being  condemned  by 
Chrift,  that  their  Innocence  is  cited 
by  him  to  prove  his  own.  Matt, 
xii.  27,  28.  Dr.  Lardner's  Expo- 
fition  of  thefe  two  verfes,  p.  489, 
appears  to  me  exceedingly  arbitrary, 
and  utterly  deftitute  of  probability 
or  plauiibility.  Indeed,  I  confefs  it 
(hocked  me,  in  fo  dear  and  every 
way  excellent  a  man.  If  you  fee 
this  matter  in  a  different  light,  and 
approve  of  Lardner's  Expofition,  I 
will   ftate  my  obje&ions  to  it  at 
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length ;  at  prefent  I  have  no  room 
on  my  paper.  3.  It  was  not  im- 
mediately conneded  with  his  mif* 
iion,  and  there  was  no  urgent  ne- 
ceflity.  Anjwer.  It  was  {mq  /jlos  ioKst) 
immediately  conne(9:ed  with  His 
mifiion.  For  how  could  thofe  be 
deemed  fatie  or  proper  judges  of 
true  miracles,  who  gave  evidence  in 
favour  of  falfe  ones?  St.  Paul  (as 
Dr.  Lardner  himfelf  (hows,  p.  453) 
dire&ly  aiierts  the  exiftence  of 
wicked  Spirits  fwarming  in  the  air, 
and  in  a  ftate  of  enmity  to  man. 
Eph.  vL  II,  12.  Without  prefling 
at  all  too  hardly  on  the  nature  of 
evidence,  I  think  we  may  be  per- 
mitted to  fay  that  men  who  believed 
that  fix  thoufand  Spirits  dwdt  in  the 
body  of  one  man,  and  after  they 
were  forced  to  leave  it  went  into 
two  thoufand  pigs,  three  Devils  to 
one  pig,  muft  have  been  credulous 
or  unreafoning  men,  and  might,  as 
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far  as  this  remained  without  a  couii'* 
terbalance,  have  been  fairly  chal- 
lenged as  unfit  to  be  upon  a  jury  in 
a  qucfUon  of  miracles.  But  God 
be  praifedl  we  can  {how  that  an 
ample  counterbalance  did  exift ;  yet 
ftill  Chriftianify  is  chargeable  with 
having  confirmed  and  taught  a  per- 
nicious error.  The  infidelical  ar- 
gument from  Chriflian  wars,  cru- 
udeSy  &c.y  is  childiih.  Chriftianity 
was  tlie  pretext,  not  the  caufe ;  but 
of  the  horrible  burnings  and  drown- 
ings of  thoufands  of  men  and  wo- 
men as  Witches,  and  all  the  irre- 
verent and  inhuman  feelings  towards 
aged  and  hypochondriacal  people, 
Chriftianity  might  feem  to  have 
been  diredly  and  properly  the  caufe ; 
for  when  the  Phyiicians  and  natural 
Philofophers  earneflly  laboured  to 
inculcate  humane  and  true  views  on 
this  fubjeft,  they  were  filenced  by 
the   authority  of  the   Gofpel,   and 
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their  efforts  for  a  long  time  fruf- 
tratedy  as  you  may  eafily  convince 
yourfelf  by  reading  the  controverfies 
concerning  Witches.  I  have  ftated 
the  argument^  as  I  wifli  to  ftate 
every  argument,  with  as  much  force 
as  if  I  were  a  complete  convert  to 
it.  I  hope  to  hear  from  you  on 
this  fubjeft,  and  then  I  will  give 
you  all  I  can  fay  in  folution  of  the 
difficulty,  which  I  confefs  appears 
to  me  a  very  ferious  one. 

I  meant  to  have  faid  much  to 
Mrs.  Eftlin,  and  I  am  at  the  end  of 
the  paper*  May  God  preferve  her, 
and  you,  and  your  little  ones.

My  dear  Friend, 

TOOK  the  Uberty  of  de- 
firing  Mrs.  Coleridge  to 
direct  a  letter  for  me  to 
you,  fuDy  expeAing  to 
have  feen  you ;  but  I  pafled  rapidly 
through  Briftol,  and  left  it  with  Mr. 
Wedge  wood  immediately — I  literally 
had  no  time  to  fee  any  one.  I  hope, 
however,  to  fee  you  on  my  return, 
for  I  wifli  very  much  to  have  fome 
hours*  (iohverlation  with  you  on  a 
fubjeft,  that  will  not  ceafe  to  interefl 
either  of  us  while  we  Ivoe  at  leafl, 
and  I  truft  that  is  a  fynonime  of 
*•  for  ever  !'• 

As  Mr.  T.  Wedgewood,  however, 
ifc  rapid  in  his  movements,  and  fud- 
den  in  his  refolves,  it  is  poffible  that

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we  may  ftrike  up  diredly  through 
Wales  into  the  North,  without  taking 
Briftol  in  our  way ;  I  mud  therefore 
requeft  that  you  will  be  fo  good  as 
to  re-dire(9:  any  letter  or  letters,  which 
there  may  be  for  me,  to  T.  B. 
Allen's,  Efq.,  Crefcelly,  near  Nar- 
barth,  Pembrokefliire,  by  the  return 
of  poft. 

Have  you  feen  my  different  effays 
in  the  Morning  Poft? — the  com- 
parifon  of  Imperial  Rome  and 
France,  the  "  Once  a  Jacobin, 
'^always  a  Jacobin,''  and  the  two 
letters  to  Mr*  Fox  ?  Are  my  politics 
yours? 

Have  you  heard  lately  from 
America?  A  gentleman  informed 
me,  that  the  progrefs  of  religious 
Deifm  in  the  middle  Provinces  is 
exceedingly  rapid,  that  there  are 
numerous  congregations  of  Deifis, 
&c.,  &c.  Would  to  Heaven  this 
were  the  cafe  in  France  1     Surely, 
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religious  Deifm  is  infinitely  nearer 
the  religion  of  our  Saviour  than  the 
grofs  idolatry  of  Popery,  or  the  more 
decorous,  but  not  lefs  genuine, 
idolatry,  of  a  vaft  majority  of  Pro- 
teftants.  If  there  be  meaning  in 
words,  it  appears  to  me  that  the 
Quakers  and  Unitarians  are  the  only 
Chriftians,  altogether  pure  from 
Idolatry,  and  even  of  thefe  I  am 
fometimes  jealous,  that  fome  of  the 
Unitarians  make  too  much  an  Idol 
of  their  one  God.  Even  the  worship 
of  one  God  becomes  Idolatry^  in  my 
convictions,  when  inftead  of  the 
Eternal  and  Omniprefent,  in  whom 
we  live  and  move  and  have  our 
Being,  we  fet  up  a  diftindt  Jehovah, 
tricked  out  in  the  anthropomorphic 
attributes  of  Time  and  fucceffive 
Thoughts,  and  think  of  him  as  a 
PerJon^JromviYiOvsi  we  had  onr  Being. 
The  tendency  to  Idolatry  feems  to 
me  to  lie  at  the   root  of  all  our 
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fcious  of  what  pafTes  within  me,  you 
would  deduce  one  proof  of  this  from 
the  diftind:  images  of  my  early 
Friends,  that  now  fo  often  rife  up 
before  ^'that  inward  eye  which  is 
<'  the  Blifs  of  Solitude/' and  the  lively 
affedions  of  attachment  and  gratitude 
which  accompany  them.  What  I 
feel  towards  you,  my  dear  fir,  and 
that  I  have  never  forgotten  or  under- 
valued your  warm  and  zealous  fnend- 
(hip  when  I  was  nakedly  my  own 
undifciplined  Self,  friendlefs,  home- 
lefs,  fbrtunelefs,  I  give  you  now  a 
(light  proof  of;  yet  the  heft  in  my 
power,  by  unbofoming  myfelf  to  you. 
For  years  I  had  with  the  bittereft 
pangs  of  felfdifapprobation  ftruggled 
in  fecret  againft  the  habit  of  taking 
narcotics.  My  confcience  indeed 
fully  acquitted  me  of  taking  them 
from  the  weaknefs  of  Self-indulgence, 
or  for  the  fake  of  any  pleamrable 
fenfation,  or  exhilaration  of  fpii'il 
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in  truth  the  effeds  were  the  very 
contrary.  From  the  difufe  my  fpirits 
and  pleafurable  feelings  ufed  gra- 
dually to  increafe  to  the  very  hour, 
when  my  circulation  became  fud- 
denly  difturbed,  a  painful  and  intoler- 
able yawning  commenced ;  foon  fol- 
lowed by  a  violent  bowel  complaint 
....  [torn  out]  •  •  •  •  gave  proof 
that  the  liver  had  ceafed  to  per- 
form its  proper  fundtions^ — ^in  (hort 
I  had  the  ftrongeft  convictions  that 
if  I  perfifted,  I  ihould  die.  Still 
however,  I  had  no  other  ground  for 
this  convidtion  than  my  own  feelings, 
and  therefore  was  never  fure,  that  I 
was  not  ading  guiltily.  At  length 
I  made  a  fair  trial  under  the  eye  of 
a  Phyfician,  determining,  whatever 
might  be  the  refult,  henceforward 
never  to  conceal  anything  of  any 
kind  from  thofe  who  loved  me,  and 
lived  with  me.  The  refult  was,  that 
it  could  not  be  abandoned  without 
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k>is  of  life, — at  kafl,  not  at  once,  but 
fuch  has  been  the  blefled  efTed  upon 
my  fpirits  of  having  no  fecret  to  brood 
over,  that  I  have  been  enabled  to 
reduce  the  dofe  to  one  Jixth  pa:rt  of 
what  I  formerly  took,  and  my  appe- 
tite, general  health,  and  mental  ac- 
tivity, are  greater  than  I  have  known 
them  for  years  pafl.  O  I  had 
you  conjedured  the  inward  anguiih 
that  was  confuming  me  (for  it  is  a 
goddnefs  of  Providence  to  me  that  I 
cannot  do  wrong  without  {cvcre  felf- 
punifliment),  both  in  your  heart  and 
in^  that  of  dear  Mrs.  Eftlin's,  pity 
wduld  have  fufpended  all  condemna- 
tion for  my  real  or  apparent  negleds 
of  the  duties  which  I  owe  to  my 
friends,  my  family,  and  my  o wii  Soul. 
I  locfk  onward  to  my  future  exertions 
with  humble  confidence.  By'  the 
work,  of  which  you  have  here  die 
Profpedus,  I  have  received  ftrotig 
encouragements  to  the  belief,  that  I 
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fhall  do  good.  As  I  am  almoil  fure^ 
that  in  the  fubjeds  admiflible  in  fuch 
a  work,  our  Principles  are  the  fame, 
I  have  no  immediate  motive  to  detail 
to  you  the  Tenets  in  which  we  differ. 
Indeed  the  difference  is  not  as  great 
as  you  have  been  led  to  fuppofe,  and 
are  \^fic]  rather  philofophical  than 
theological.  I  believe  the  Father  of 
all  to  be  the  only  Objed  of  Adoration 
or  Prayer ;  the  Calviniftic  Tenet  of 
a  vicarious  Satisfaction  I  rejedt  not 
without  fome  Horror,  and  though  I 
believe  that  the  Redemption  by  Chrift 
implies  more,  than  what  the  Uni- 
tarians underftand  by  the  phrafe,  yet 
I  ufe  it  rather  as  an  X  Y  Z,  an  un- 
known Quantity,  than  as  words  to 
which  I  pretend  to  annex  clear 
notions.  I  believe,  that  in  the  fal- 
vation  of  man  a  fpiritual  procefs  fui 
generis  is  required,  a  fpiritual  aid  and 
agency,  the  nature  of  which  I  am 
wholly  ignorant  of,  as  a  cauje^  and

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only  imperfedily  apprehend  it  from 
its  neceffity  and  its  effeds. 

As  to  **  The  Friend/'  I  make  no 
requeft  to  you.  You  will  do  me  all 
the  good  you  can,  compatible  with 
the  approbation  of  your  own  mind. 
I  have  received  promifes  of  fupport 
from  men  of  very  high  name  in  the 
literary  world — ^and  as  to  my  own 
efforts,  I  confider  the  work  as  the 
main  pipe  of  my  intelle<^al  Refervoir. 
The  firft  Eflay  will  be  on  the  nature 
and  importance  of  principles.  The 
blindneis  to  this  I  have  long  regarded 
as  the  difeafe  of  this  difcuifing»  cal- 
culating, ^n/^<?;{/iW  age  (and  to  prove 
this,  and  to  fhow  its  confequences  in 
morality,  tafte,  and  even  in  the  com- 
mon goings-on  of  daily  life,  is  my 
paramount  objed:  for  the  whole 
work). 

Remember  me  to  Mrs.  Efllin,  as 
one  who  in  his  inmoft  Being  has 
never  ceafed  to  be  her  and  your  ob- 
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liged  and   affedionate  friend^  with 
moft  unfeigned  refpedtt

My  dear  Sir, 

TT^g  TO  yfd/puv,  I  have  had, 
alas !  other  both  external 
and  internal  obftacles»  and 
thofe  of  a  fort  the  moft  heart-appal- 
lingy  to  the  realization  of  a  refolve 
I  had  made — ^to  wit»  that  of  writing 
to  you  at  large  on  the  deeply  in- 
tereftine  fubjeA  of  your  Work  on 
Univerlal  Reftitution.  I  fpeak  within 
bounds,  when  I  fay  that  I  have  care- 
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fully  read  through  the  whole  five 
times,  independent  of  partial  and 
defultory  references:  and  my  own 
private  judgement  is  fixed.  It  is  this : 
that  in  the  Court,  which  you  have 
feledted,  and  to  the  Judges  or  op- 
ponents, to  whom  and  for  whom 
you  have  argued,  you  have  gained 
the  Caufe  completely.  I  fcarcely  know 
how  to  fancy  a  mind  fo  obftinately 
illogical  as,  aflenting  to  your  pre- 
mifes  (the  remedial  ends  of  all  juft 
punifhment;  the  inconfiftency  of 
the  adjund  with  its  principal  in  the 
term  ^^vindiSlive  juftice;*'  and  its 
further  incompatibility  with  the  in- 
finite Love,  which  God  is;  &c.) 
could  refiife  his  afifent  to  your  con- 
clufions.  The  writer  of  the  illiberal 
article  in  the  Eclectic  Review 
among  many  other  uncharitable  over- 
fights,  forgot  the  firft  duty  of  a  can- 
did Critic — ^that  of  afking,  to  whom 
and  for  whom  was  the  work  written  ? 
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proper  language  as  an  orthodox, 
or  (if  I  might  coin  a  more  modeft 
expreffion,  a  pleiftodox  =  ug  rosg 
'TrXsurroig  SoxXi)  man  ihould  have  been 
fomething  like  the  following : — *^  The 
«^  opponentSyto  whom  alone  this  work 
^^is  controverfialy  aflume  the  fame 
''premifes  as  the  author:  and  we 
<' cannot  conceive  how  tAey  can 
'^objed  to  his  deductions.  If  the 
**  Scriptures  prefent  difficulties  to  the 
«<  advocate  of  limited  and  remedial 
'*  Punifliment,  they  prefent  them  ten- 
'^fold  to  the  annihilators — ^from 
^^  whofe  fyftem  nature  itfelf  recoils. 
^'As  Deifts,  the  latter  clafs  might 
**  have  fomething  plaufible  to  fay  for 
**  themfelves ;  but  as  Chriftians,  and 
<«  as  deeming  themfelves,  of  courfe, 
**  obliged  to  acknowledge  the  refur- 
'^rediion  of  all  men,  the  worft  as 
**  well  as  the  beft,  their  fyftem  be- 
**  comes  monftrous,and  reprefentsthe 
Supreme  Being  in  a  light  fcarcely 
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^Me&  blafphemous  to  his  Wifdom 
^^than  to  his  Goodnefs.  For  our- 
^'  felves,  we  hold  it  fufficient  to  fay : 
^'  Nm  nobis  !  To  thofe  of  our  faith, 
^'  who  deny  the  premifes  in  toto^  the 
''  book  was  not  written,  and  unlefs 
^'  Dr.  Eftlin  fhould  addrefs  a  proof 
of  the  Premifes  (which  in  his  pre- 
fent  work  would  have  been  fuper- 
fluous)  to  all  Chriftians  in  general, 
**  we  (hall  content  ourfelves  with  the 
*'  open  declaration  of  this  our  diflent. 
*^  Confidered  as  a  literary  work,  the 
arrangement  is  orderly  and  natural, 
the  language  fimple  and  corred, 
and  the  whole  compoiition  breathes 
a  fincere,open,andmoftafFe<^onate 
«  fpirit" 

This,  my  dear  fir,  is  my  own 
opinion  of  your  Difcourfes.  If  you 
felt  inclined  to  aik,  what  then  my 
faith  is  asto  this  awful  fubjed,  I  fhould 
refer  to  your  own  Book,  to  the  quo- 
tation  from    Jeremy — that    is    my 
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creed.  I  believe,  that  punifhment 
is  eiientially  vindiSroe^  i.e.  expreffive 
of  abhorrence  of  Sin  for  its  own  ex- 
ceeding finfiilnefs:  from  all  expe- 
rience, as  well  as  a  priori  from  the 
conftitution  of  the  human  Soul,  I 
gather  that  without  a  miraculous 
intervention  of  Omnipotence  the 
Punifhment  muft  continue  as  long  as 
the  foul,  which  I  believe  imperifh- 
able.  God  has  promifed  no  fuch 
miracle,  he  has  covenanted  no  fuch 
mercy,  I  have  no  right  therefore  to 
believe  or  rely  on  it.  It  mi^  be  fo, 
but  wo  to  me  I  if  I  prefume  on  it. 
There  is  a  great  difference,  my  dear 
Sir  I  between  the  aflertion  '*  It  is  fol '' 
and  ^'I  have  no  right  to  affert  the 
**  contrary ! " 

I  take  the  liberty  of  enclofing  for 
your  kind  acceptance  a  ticket  of 
admiffion  to  my  Ledhires  (which 
commence  this  evening)  for  yourfelf, 
family,  and  friends.    Should  you,  or 
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Mrs.  E.y  or  any  of  your  family,  have 
leifure  or  inclination,  believe  me,  the 
more  you  bring,  the  more  fervice  you 
will  do  me.  I  am  aiking  a  favour 
by  the  fame  zGt  by  which  I  would 
give  a  humble  proof,  that  notwith* 
(landing  difference  of  creeds,  I  can 
never  ceafe  to  remember  that  I  am 
your  greatly  obliged^  nor,  I  trufl,  to 
feel  myfelf  your  grateful  friend,

Dear  Sir, 

ND  is  it  poffible  that  you 
can  reje£b,  and  drive  from 
your  prefence  "a  friend, 
^*  once  dear  to  your  Heart," 
unqueflioned?  unheard?  I  have  this 
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very  moment  returned  home:  and 
on  eagerly  opening  your  note  was, 
as  it  were^  thunderffaruck :  and  I 
have  no  reafon  to  believe  that  I 
(hould  have  guefled  the  caufe,  had 
it  not  been  for  an  accidental  fpeech 
of  Mr.  Le  Breton's  to  me,  after  my 
Ledure.  ''At  a  certain  phrafe  of 
'^  yours,  (faid  he)  I  looked  round  to 
••fee  whether  Dr.  E.  was  there." 
I  inftantly  replied  to  him — would  ta 
Heaven,  he  had  been !  the  very  fight 
of  Him  would  have  made  it  impoffi- 
ble  that  fo  foolifh  an  exprefiion 
ihould  have  entered  into  my  mind, 
much  lefs  have  been  uttered  by  me. 
And  (I  continued)  yet  I  folemnly 
declare,  that  to  the  beft  of  my  Belief 
I  ihould  have  been  juft  as  likely  to 
have  ufed  it,  being  in  a  fimilar  tone 
of  mind,  at  the  time  that  I  was  my- 
fdf  a  moft  fincere  and  fervent  Uni- 
tarian. 

Firft,  dear  Sirl  let  me  entreat 
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you  to  confider  that  my  LfCdures^ 
with  exception  only  of  the  general 
Plan  of  leading  Thoughts^  are  lite- 
rally and  ftri£tly  extempore,  the 
words  of  the  moment !  Next,  let  me 
hope  that  the  exprefiion  ufed  by  me 
has  not  been  reprefented  with  all  the 
palliating  circumftances.  Whoever 
was  your  Informer,  can  likewife  tell 
you  that  the  immediately  preceding 
part  of  the  Ledture  had  been  of  a 
{for  me)  unufually  cheerful  and 
even  mirth-exciting  nature— -and  in 
fpeaking  of  a  fublime  Invention  of 
Milton,  unfupported  by  the  natural 
and  obvious  fenfe  of  the  Text  (for 
had  it  been  a  mere  quotation,  like 
that  of  "  Let  there  be  Light !  etc.," 
where  had  been  his  Sublimity?)  I 
faid  in  previous  explanation  thefe 
very  words:  "^er  Milton  has  been 
**  pkajid  to  reprefent  Satan  as  afcep^ 
"  tical  Socinian.'* 

Now  had  I  faid,  that  Milton  had 
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reprefented  Satan  as  convinced  of  the 
prophetic  and  Meflianic  charadter  of 
Chrift,  but  fceptical  concerning  any 
higher  claims,  1  (hould  have  ftated 
the  mere  matter  of  h6t — ^and  can  I 
think  it  poffible  that  you  fhould  for 
ever  withhold  your  aflfeftion  and 
efteem  from  me  merely  becaufe  moft 
incautioufly  and  with  improper 
LeviQr>  I  confefs  and  with  unfeigned 
forrow,  I  conveyed  the  very  lame 
thoughts  or  fact  in  a  foolifh  Phrafe  ? 
Permit  me.  Sir,  to  aik  you  one  Quef- 
tion.  Have  you  ever  had  reafon  to 
fuppofe  or  fufpe£t,  that  in  my  expref- 
fions  of  gratitude  and  affedionate 
efteem  toward  you,  I  have  been  ever 
influenced  by  a  iingle  felfifh  expedta- 
tion,  or  the  moft  diftant  interefted 
motive?  Has  that  been  ^  charadter  ? 
or  if  it  had  been,  can  it  be  fuppofed 
that  deliberately  and  with  malice  ^^- 
penje  I  could  have  openly  infulted  a 
body  of  Chriftians,  not  only  com 
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prizing  a  large  number  of  the  weal- 
tbieft  andmoft  refpedtable  Citizens  of 
Briftol^  but  among  thefe  full  half  of 
all^  whom  I  knew  moft  intimately* 
moft  refped^andwho  have  been  moft 
kind  and  attentive  to  me»  as  MM. 
Caftle  and  family,  and  Brothen,  Mr. 
Danvers,  etc. 

Dear  Sir!  Let  not  tomorrow's 
Prayer  offered  to  our  common  Father 
for  forgivenefs  pais  without  an 
inward  forgivenels  of  me  for  an 
offence,  which,  I  call  Heaven  witnefs, 
was  never  intended — ^which  was  the 
refult  of  a  momentary  Levity,  for 
which  I  (hould  be  moft  eager  to 
make  any  apoloey,  public  or  private, 
as  far  as  is  confiftent  with  the  truth 
— ^namely,  that  it  was  a  mere  Levi^, 
and  not  meant  to  convey  any  ferious 
farcafm  on  the  opinions  you  profefs. 
I  do  again  affert,  that  as  far  as  I  know 
my  own. heart  and  nature,  it  is  my 
full  conviction,  that  in   the  fame 
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carelefs  mood  of  mind  I  (hould  have 
been  juft  as  likely  to  have  ufed  the 
fame  words  to  the  fame  purpofe  at 
the  time  that  I  was  myfelf  a  zealous 
Socinian»  and  let  Danven  or  any 
one  who  knew  me  then  intimately 
in  my  unguarded  Talk^  decide 
whether  I  have  faid  aught  impro- 
bable in  this  aflertion.  I  hope,  I  need

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A  VISIT  TO  PARIS  IN  1855, 

By  Miu  Charlbs  Grbvillb. 

N  June,  1 855,  Mr.  Greville 
determined  to  go  to  Vichy 
to  take  the  waters.  He 
arrived  in  Paris  on  the 
17th  of  that  month,  and  pafled  a  few 
hours  at  the  Embafly  with  Liord 
Cowley,  who  was  then  Ambaflador 
at  the  French  Court.  It  wais  a 
critical  moment  in  the  Crimean 
War  and  the  Anglo-French  alliance. 
The  French  were  generally  diflatif- 
fied  with  the  flow  progrefs  of  the 
campaign,  and  the  negotiations 
which  M.  Drouyn  de  THuys  had 
carried  on  at  Vienna  had  recently 
failed.  That  minifter  had  re- 
iigned,  and  was  fucceeded  by  Count 
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Walewfki  in  the  Foreign  Depart- 
ment. The  maintenance  of  the 
alliance  refted  entirely  on  the  good 
faith  and  fairnefs  of  the  Emperor 
himfelfy  who  was  determined  that 
nothing  fhould  interrapt  the  good 
underftanding  between  the  two 
countries. 

It  was  about  this  time  that  the 
Emperor  had  formed  the  defign  of 
going  in  perfon  to  the  Crimea,  to 
put  himfelf  at  the  head  of  his  army. 
He  was  bent  upon  it,  while  all  the 
miniflers  deprecated  it,  and  did  all 
they  could  to  prevent  it.  They 
fuggefted  that  if  any  misfortune 
occurred  while  he  was  there^  he 
could  not  quit  the  army;  if  any 
fuccefs,  he  would  infallibly  ftay  to 
purfue  it, — ^fo  that  his  fpeedy  return 
could  not  be  counted  upon.  This 
failed  to  move  him.  The  intention 
was  that  Jerome  (hould  be'  (not 
Regent,  but)  Chief  of  the  Council 
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of  MinifterSy  and  they  advifed 
Jerome  only  to  take  the  ojfEce  on 
condition  that  he  was  invefted  with 
the  fame  defpotic  power  as  the 
Emperor  himfelf.  This  His  Majefty 
would  not  confent  to  (as  the  mini- 
fters  forefaw),  and  this  was  the  reafon 
why  the  expedition  was  given  up. 

Thefe  particulars  Mr.  Greville 
learned  on  his  arrival  in  Paris.  The 
expedition  to  Vichy  was  a  failure. 
The  weather  was  cold  and  wet;  the 
place  difpleafed  him;  and  he  returned 
on  the  23rd  June  to  the  EmbaiTy 
at  Paris.  What  followed  (hall  be 
related  in  his  own  words,  which  I 
have  extraded  from  his  journals  in 
my  poiFeilion. 

Henry  Rbbvb. 

Paris^  June  25th,  Sunday. 
I  came  here  to  pafs  through  to 
Vichy,  and  accordingly  on  Tuefday 
laft  to  Vichy   I   went.     I   arrived 
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there  in  the  evening,  found  a  deteft- 
aUe  apartment  without-  a  fireplace 
the  weather  waa  intolerable,  it  never 
ceafed  raining,  and  the  cdid  was  in* 
tenfe.  Finding  that  it  waB  ufidefi 
to  take  the  waters  dr  baths  in  fuch 
weather,  and  being  difguAed  with 
the  whole  thing,  I  reiblved  to  return 
to  Paris,  which  I  did  on  Friday,  and 
here  I  am  comfortably  eftabliflied  in 
the  Bmbafl^  again.  On  my  arrival 
I  was  greeted  with  the  painAil  intel- 
ligence of  the  repulfe  fuftained  by 
the  French  and  Engliih  on  the  1 8di, 
and  of  the  great  lofles  which  both 
armies  had  fufFered  in  the  abortive 
attack  on  the  Redan.  This  failure 
has  cail  a  great  gloom  over  Paris  and 
London,  and  the  difappointment  is 
the  greater  becaufe  we  had  become 
fo  accuftomed  to  fuccefi,  that  every 
body  regarded  failure  in  any  thing  as 
impoflible.  Lord  Cowley  told  me 
the   Emperor  was   exceffively    an*- 
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noyedy  and  the  more  fo,  becaufe 
they  entirely  difapproved  of  P^liffier's 
proceedings.  Without  ^ing  him 
down  or  attempting  from  hence  to 
dired  the  operations  of  the  cam^ 
paign^  they  had  given  Puffier  the 
ftrongeft  recommendations  to  abftain 
from  aflaults,  which  they  had.  reaibn 
to  belieVe  would  not  be  decifive,  and 
would  coft  a  vaft  number  of  Uves ; 
and  diey  were  very  anxious  the  opeta«- 
tions  againil  die  Ruffians  in  the  field 
fliould  be  prefled  inftead.  There 
had  been  fome  half  angry  communi- 
cations between  the  Government  and 
P^liffier^  who  had  talked  of  refigning 
the  conmiand.  The  opinions  of  the 
Government  had  been  principally 
formed  from  thofe  of  General  Niel^ 
who  had  cbnftantly  repeated  his  con« 
virion  to  the  abovermenttonedefFaft, 
and  had  earneftly  deprecated  theie 
aflaults.  Then  there  is  reafon  to 
apprehend   that   fuch   unfuccefsful 
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attempts  may  produce  bad  blood 
and  mutual  accufations  between  the 
Allied  Forces.  Already  P^liffier  and 
Raglan  have  begun  to  caft  the  blame 
of  the  ^ilure  on  each  other,  though 
a|>parently  the  difference  has  not  yet 
(welled  to  anv  ferious  amount.  I 
have  always  thought  it  would  have 
been  better  to  have  no  divided  com- 
mandy  but  to  place  an  Engliih  Corps 
under  a  French  Commander-in- 
Chiefy  and  a  French  Squadron  under 
an  Engliih  Admiral.  This  was  what 
the  Emperor  propofed,  and  he  wrote 
a  letter  himfelf  on  the  fubje^t,  which 
Cowley  promifed  to  (how  me.  We 
have  had  much  converfation  about 
the  Emperor,  his  character  and  his 
capacity,  and  I  am  puzzled  how  to 
underftand  and  to  do  juftice  to  the 
latter.  Being  fuch  as  he  is  repre- 
fented  to  be,  and  having  the  defeds 
he  has,  it  is  difficult  to  comprehend 
his  having  accompliflied  the  great 
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things  )ie  has  done,  and  raifed  him- 
ielf  to  fuch  a  fituation  and  fuch  a 
height  of  peribnal  power. 

Monday^  ztth  June. — ^Laft  night 
I  went  to  fee  M.  Thiers,  where  I 
found  Mignet,  Roger  du  Nord,  and 
others  of  his  adherents,  none  of 
whom  I  recollected,  nor  they  me. 
This  morning  I  called  on  Fould,^ 
who  told  me  the  Emperor  knew  I 
was  here,  and  would  like  me  to  be 
prefented  to  him,  and  it  was  fettled 
that  this  fhould  be  done.  I  am  no- 
thing loth,  for  I  have  a  curiofity  to 
fee  this  remarkable  man,  and  to 
converfe  with  him.  Madame  de 
Lieven  told  me  this  morning  that 
not  long  before  the  revolution  (of '48) 
Jerome  had  entreated  her  to  exert  her 
influence  to  get  him  made  a  Peer  I 

^  M.  Achille  Fould  was  Minifter  of  Finance. 
He  was  an  old  acquaintance  of  Mr.  Greville's 
from  his  having  occafionally  attended  the 
meetings  at  Newmarket. 
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Tuefday  2jtb. — Yefterday  arrived 
an  invitation  to  dine  at  the  Tuileries 
the  fame  evening.  I  went  there,  was 
ufhered  into  a  room  with  eight  or  ten 
men  in  it,  none  of  whom  I  knew 
(except  Count  Bacciochi,  whom  I 
had  met  at  Fould's  the  day  before), 
three  in  uniform,  the  reft:  in  plain 
clothes.  A  man  whom  I  fuppofe  to 
be  the  aide  de  camp  de  fervice  came 
forward  to  receive  me,  and  invited 
me  to  (it  down.  Prefently  the  fame  or 
another  man  came  and  faid,  '^Mi- 
lord "  (they  all  milorded  me),  *^  vous 
^'  vous  mettrez  i  table.  Til  vous  plait, 
"  ^  c6t^  de  TEmpereur  a  fa  droite." 
I  was  then  taken  into  the  next  room, 
which  adjoins  the  cabinet  of  the  Em« 
peror.  In  a  few  minutes  His  Majefly 
made  his  appearance.  He  imme- 
diately came  up  to  me,  bowed  very 
civilly,  and  afked  me  the  ufual  ques- 
tions of  when  I  came  to  Paris,  &c. 
In  a  minute  dinner  was  announced^ 
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and  we  went  in.  As  we  walked  in, 
he  faid  to  me,  '^  L'lmp^ratrice  fera 
'*  bien  fach^e  dene  vous  avoir  pas  vu/' 
At  dinner>  which  did  not  laft  above 
twenty-five  minutes,  he  talked  (a  fort 
of  dropping  converfation)  on  different 
fubje^s,  and  I  found  him  fo  eafy  to 
get  on  withy  that  I  ventured  to  ftart 
topics  myfelf.  After  dinner  we  re- 
turned to  the  room  we  had  left,  and 
after  coffee,  feeing  me  ftaring  about 
me  at  the  pictures  (portraits),  he  faid 
all  his  family  were  tiiere,  and  he  told 
me  who  they  all  were  and  the  hif- 
tory  of  thefe  portraits,  which  he  faid 
had  made  the  tour  of  the  world. 
After  this,  he  afked  me  to  lit  down, 
which  I  did  at  a  round  table  by  his 
fide,  and  M.  Vifconti  on  the  other 
fide  of  me,  and  then  we  had  a  con- 
verfation which  lafted  at  leaft  an 
hour  and  a  half  on  every  imaginable 
fubje£t.  It  was  impoflible  not  to  be 
ftruck  with  his  fimplicity,  his  being 
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fo  natural,  and  totally  without  any 
air  or  aflumption  of  greatne&»  though 
not  undignified,  but  perfedly  annme  il 
faut^  with  excellent  manners  and  eafy 
pleafant  fluent  converfation.  I  was 
ftruck  with  his  air  of  truth  and  frank- 
nefs,  and  though  of  courfe  I  could 
not  expe&  in  my  poiition  and  at  this 
firft  interview  with  him,  that  he 
fhould  be  particularly  expanfive,  yet 
he  gave  me  the  idea  of  being  not  only 
not  referved,  but  as  if  when  intimate 
he  would  have  a  great  deal  oi abandon. 
It  was  difficult  to  bring  away  all  the 
fubjeds  he  difcufifed,  and  I  do  not 
know  that  he  faid  anything  wonder- 
fully ftriking,  but  he  made  a  very 
favourable  impreffion  on  me,  and 
made  me  wifh  to  know  more  of  him, 
which  I  am  never  likely  to  do.  He 
talked  of  the  war  and  its  condud,  of 
the  faults  committed,  and  of  the  cha- 
racters and  talents  of  the  generals  en- 
gaged, comparing  them  (much  to 
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their  difadvantage)  with  the  generals 
of  the  Empire.  I  afked  him  which 
were  the  beft,  and  he  faid  all  the 
African  generals  were  much  of  the 
fame  calibre — Changarnier,  Lamori- 
ciire,  St.  Arnaud,  Canrobert,  P^lif- 
fier — very  little  difference  between 
them.  The  war  they  urged  in  Africa 
was  of  a  peculiar  charader,  and  did 
not  render  them  more  capable  of  con- 
ducing great  ftrategicd  operations 
in  Europe ;  he  talked  of  Thiers  and 
Odilon  Barroty  and  defcribed  fcenes 
with  the  latter  in  Council  when 
Odilon  was  his  Minifter;  of  the 
'^Times''  and  its  influence ;  of  Spain ; 
in  fhort,  of  a  vaft  variety  of  fubjeds ; 
of  the  exhibition  here,  and  with  fome 
appearance  of  difappointment  that 
the  people  will  not  go  to  it.  His 
fimplicity  and  abfence  of  all  Jafie 
were  remarkable,  e.  g.^  I  afked  him 
what  he  thought  of  the  Hango  affair^ 
when  he  faid  it  was  not  fo  bad  as 
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had  been  reported ;  ''  I  have  had  an 
<<  account  of  it  from  Admiral  P^naud 
"  to-day ;  fhould  you  like  to  fee  it  ?  " 
I  faid  "  Yes ;"  when  he  got  up,  went 
into  his  cabinet,  and  came  back  with 
the  letter  in  his  hand ;  and  a  little 
while  after,  when  we  were  talking  of 
the  liege  of  Sebaftopol,  he  afked  me 
if  I  had  ever  feen  a  very  good  en- 
gineer's map  of  the  whole  thing,  and 
when  I  faid  I  had  not,  he  faid,  ^^Then 
^^I  will  fhow  you  one,''  and  he  again 
went  into  the  cabinet,  and  brought  it 
out.  After  this  long  palaver  he  took 
leave  of  me,  (baking  hands  with 
much  apparent  cordiality. 

Thurfday. — ^Bofquet  has  written 
to  the  Emperor  that  thefe  aflaults  on 
the  Ruffian  works  are  only  a  ufelefs 
wafte  of  life.  Vaillant  has  told  Lord 
Cowley  that  they  agree  in  this,  but 
they  muft  either  recall  their  general 
or  let  him  go  on  in  his  own  way, 
and  if  they  interfere,  the  blame  of

any  difafter  will  inevitably  fall  on 
them,  no  matter  what  might  be  the 
caufe. 

I  dined  with  M«  de  Flahault 
yefterday;  in  the  morning  rode 
round  all  the  boulevards,  a  grand 
promenade  by  which  Paris  is  well 
feen;  met  M.  Guizot  at  Madame 
de  Lieven's,  who  talked  of  the  war, 
and  afked  how  it  was  ever  to  end  ? 
^*  People  go  to  war,"  he  faid,  "  to 
^*  make  conquefts  or  to  make  peace ; 
you  profeis  not  to  intend  the  firft, 
how  do  you  propofe  to  effe€k  the 
^'fecond?  By  reducing  Ruffia  to 
accept  your  terms?  can  you  do 
fo?  Will  flie  yield?  If  not, 
''  what  then  ?  you  may  wound  her, 
but  you  can't  ftrike  her  in  a 
vital  part,  and  the  more  barbarous 
^'  fhe  is,  the  more  (he  will  confent 
to  fuffer,  and  the  lefs  fhe  will 
be  difpofed  to  yield."  He  gave 
me  an  account  (in   fhort)  of  the 
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bother  about  the  Academy,  and  the 
Emperor'e  interference.  T^hey  don't 
mean  to  give  way,  but  they  think 
he  will.  If  he  does  not,  he  will 
have  to  diflblve  them. 

Friday^ — ^Yefterday  I  went  to  the 
exhibition  in  the  morning  ;  then  to 
Notre  Dame  and  the  Luxembourg 
Gardens,  and  drove  about  Paris; 
dined  en  trio  with  Madame  de  Lieven 
and  Guizot ;  nothing  of  courfe  but 

Eolitical  talk.  Guizot  thinks  there 
as  been  not  only  a  feries  of  diplo- 
matic blunders,  but .  a  wondeiful 
want  of  invention  not  to  ftrike  out 
fome  means  of  adjufting  this  quarrel, 
in  which  I  agree  with  him.  This 
morning  Labouchere  ^  and  I  went  to 
Verfailles.  Fould  had  given  me  a 
letter  to  the  Director  of  the  Mufeum 
there,  M.Souli^  (I  think  his  name 
is),  whom  we  found  very  intelligent, 
well-informed,   and  obliging.     We 

^  The  hte  Lord  Taunton. 
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told  him  our  objed  was  to  avoid  the 
"  giro  regolare  "  of  the  endlefs  rooms 
fitted  up  with  bad,  pidures  by  Louis 
Philippe,  and  to  fee  the  apartments 
full  of  hiftorical  aflbciations  from 
the  time  of  Louis  XIV.  down  to  the 
Revolu^on.  We  were  completely 
gratified,  and  he  took  us  over  every- 
thing we  wifhed  to  fee,  being  ad- 
mirably qualified  as  a  cicerone  by 
his  familiarity  with  the  localities 
and  the  hiftiory  belonging  to  them. 
We  faw  all  the  apartments  in  which 
Louis  XIV.  lived,  and  what  re- 
mains of  thofe  of  Madame  de  Main- 
tenon.  The  Palace  has  been  fo 
tumbled  dbout  at  different  times, 
and  fuch  alterations  made  in  it,  that 
it  is  not  always  eafy  to  afcertain  cor« 
redly  where  the  rooms  .  of  certain 
perfonages  were,  but  our  guide 
proved  to  our  complete  fatisfiiftion 
that  certain  rooms  he  fhowed  us 
were  thofe  which  did  really  belong 
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to  Madame  de  Mainttoon.  We 
faw  too  in  minute  detail  the  apart- 
ments of  Louis  XVL  and  Marie 
Antoinette,  and  the  paflages  through 
which  fhe  fled  to  efcape  from  the 
irruption  of  the  mob  on  the  5th 
OAober.  The  whole  thing  was  as 
interefting  as  pofiible. 

9M  July. — I  meant  to  have  left 
Paris  laft  night»  but  an  invitation 
arriving  to  dine  with  the  Emperor 
at  St  Cloud  to-day,  I  put  off  going 
till  to-morrow.  Went  yefterday 
to  Verfailles  to  fee  the  *'  Grandes 
^'Eaux/'and  was  difappointed;  dined 
then  with  the  Afhburtons.  This 
morning  telegraphic  news  came  of 
a  Ruflian  fortie  laft  night,  no  details 
of  courfe. 

I'm/day^  lotb. — Dined  at  Ville- 
neuve  TEtang.  We  went  to  the 
Palace  of  St.  Cloud  in  Cowley's 
carriage,  where  we  found  an  equerry 
and  one  of  the  Emperor's  carriages. 
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which  took  us  to  Villeneuve.  A 
fmall  houfe,  pretty  and  comfort- 
able enough,  and  a  fmall  party,  all 
Englifh — ^Duke  and  Duche&  of 
Hamilton,  Lord  Hertford,  Lord  and 
Lady  Afhburton,  General  Torrens 
and  his  aide  de  camp.  Lord  Cowley 
and  myfelf ;  The  Due  de  BafTano, 
Count  de  Montebello,  the  aide  de 
camp  de  fervice,  and  M.  Vala- 
br^gue,  ^cuyer ;  that  was  the  whole 
par^.  The  Emperor  fat  between 
the  two  ladies,  taking  the  Duche&  in 
to  dinner.  It  lafted  about  three- 
quarters  of  an  hour,  and  as  foon  as 
it  was  over.  His  Majefty  took  us  all 
out  to  walk  about  the  place,  fee  the 
dairy  and  a  beautiful  Bretonne  cow 
he  ordered  to  be  brought  out,  and 
then  to  fcuU  on  the  lake  or  **  Etang,'' 
which  gives  its  name  to  the  place. 
There  were  a  number  of  little  boats 
for  one  perfon  to  fcuU  and  one  to 
fit,  and  one  larger  boat  for  two  each. 
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The  Emperor  got  into  one  with  the 
Ducheisy  and  all  the  reft  of  the 
people  as  they  liked,  and  we  pafled 
about  half  an  hour  on  the  water. 
On  landing,  ices,  &c.,  were  brought, 
and  the  carriages  came  to  the  door 
at  nine  o'clock,  a  char-i-banc  with 
four  percheronsand  poftillons  exa£Uy 
like  the  old  Frencn  poft-boy,  and 
feveral  other  open  carriages  and  pair. 
The  two  ladies  got  into  the  centre  of 
the  char-a-banc ;  Cowley,  Hertford 
and  I  were  invited  to  get  up  before, 
and  the  Emperor  himlelf  got  up  be- 
hind with  fomebody  elfe,  I  did  not 
fee  who.  We  then  fet  off,  and  drove 
for  fome  time  through  the  woods  and 
drives  of  Villeneuve  and  St.  Cloud, 
and  at  laft,  at  about  ten  o'clock,  we 
were  fet  down  at  the  palace.  There 
we  all  alighted,  and,  after  walking 
about  a  little,  the  Emperor  fhowing 
us  the  part  which  Marie  Antoinette 
had  built,  and  telling  fome  anecdotes 
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conneded  with  Louis  XVIII  •  and 
Louis  Philippe  and  the  Chateau,  he 
ihook  hands  with  all  of  us  very  cor- 
dially and  difmifled  us.  His  Majefty 
got  into  the  char-i-banc  and  returned 
to  Villeneuve,  and  we  drove  back  to 
Paris.  When  we  were  walking 
about  the  court  of  the  Chateau  (it 
was  quite  dark),  the  fentinel  chal- 
lenged us,  "  Qui  va  li  ?  "  when  the 
Emperor  called  out  in  a  loud  voice, 
"  L'Empereur."  Of  courfe  in  this 
company  there  was  nothing  but 
general  converfation,  and  I  had  no 
opportunity  of  having  any  with  His 
Majefty,  but  he  was  extremely  civil, 
offering  me  his  cigars,  which  I  de- 
clined, and  exprefiing  anxiety  that  I 
fhould  not  catch  cold.  He  made  the 
fame  impreffion  on  me  as  before  as 
to  his  extreme  fimplicity  and  the 
eafinefs  of  his  intercourfe,  but  I  was 
ftruck  with  his  appearance  being 
fo  very  "mefquin,"  more  than  I 
thought  at  firft. 
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N  the  compoiition  of  this 
volume  I  have  laboured 
under  two  difficulties,  the 
decline  of  my  own  literary 
facultv.  and  the  diminution  of  the 
afliilance  of  my  colleagues,  which 
has  refulted  in  making  it  nearly 
altogether  my  own  work.  This  was 
not  the  cafe  with  our  former  volumes. 
I  contributed  to  them  materials  of  a 
mixed  charader,  and  fuch  editorial 
fkill  as  my  literary  habits  enabled  me 
to  fupply.  I  believe  thefe  mifcel- 
lanies  are  a  valuable  addition  to  our 
hiftorical  and  bibliographical  litera- 
ture, and  I  (hall  be  glad  if  they 
remain  conne<^ed  with  my  name 
and  that  of  our  Society.     Neverthe- 
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lefs,  the  judicious  conclufion  of  its 
exiilence  may  be  as  opportune  as 
was  its  foundation 9  and  I  have  come 
to  the  conclufion  that  there  are  no 
prefent  materials  for  its  profitable 
continuance.  The  occafions  of  a 
more  ofbenfible  publication  and  wider 
circulation  are  within  the  reach  of 
all  our  contributors,  and  the  very 
privacy  which  at  one  time  was  an 
attraction  has  affumed  the  charader 
of  a  reflridion.  A  coUedor  may 
prize  a  rare  book  as  much  as  ever, 
but  he  would  rather  be  known  as 
the  author  of  a  popular  one.  The 
hiflorical  wealth  of  our  great  libraries 
is  in  procefs  of  general  diflribution 
through  numerous  and  ready  chan- 
nels of  editorial  ability.  Nor  can  I 
think  that  the  profped  of  our  focial 
opportunities  is  more  favourable. 
We  have  lately  lofl  the  young  and 
promifing  Prefident  who  might 
have   fummoned   us  to   his    Royal 
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bowers,  and  we  have  not  added  to 
the  number  of  noble  and  wealthy 
entertainers.  We  have  loft  the 
privilege  of  the  infpedion  of  Mr. 
Huth's  fine  library,  and  have  not 
attraded  the  poiTeilbrs  of  any  im- 
portant recent  collections,  if  fuch 
there  be.  Thefe  lodes  may,  and  I 
believe,  do  imply  a  regrettable 
diminution  of  the  literary  energies 
and  taftes  of  English  focial  life,  but 
if  this  be  fo,  I  do  not  fee  any  fuffi- 
cient  inherent  force  in  our  Society 
as  at  prefent  conftituted,  to  remedy 
the  injury,  or  arreft  the  decline. 
Our  eftimable  rival,  the  Roxburgh 
Society,  is  making  a  laudable  effort 
of  revival,  to  which  we  offer  our  beft 
hopes  and  congratulations. 

It  is  not  without  perfonal  emotion 
that  I  diffociate  myfelf  from  this 
good  company,  with  which  I  have 
worked  and  talked  for  over  thirty 
years.     I  would  deiire  efpecially  to 
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record  three  names  with  which  I 
have  been  affociated  as  honorary 
Secretaries  during  this  period. 
Sylvain  Van  de  Weyer,  whofe 
courageous  and  judicious  participa- 
tion in  his  country's  felicitous  revo- 
lution and  the  eftabliihment  of  its 
honeft  dynafty,  was  duly  rewarded 
during  his  lifetime,  and  has  been 
commemorated  by  a  public  monu- 
ment after  his  death.  He  pafled  a 
happy  and  honoured  life  in  this 
country,  beloved  alike  by  court  and 
society,  and  has  left  among  us  a 
refpeded  and  highly-conneded  name. 
William  Stirling- Maxwell,  whofe 
works  will  hold  their  place  in  our 
literature  as  the  refults  of  a  fincere 
hiftorical  fpirit,  united  with  fine 
artiftic  tastes  and  precife  antiquarian 
accuracy,  and  the  greater  part  of 
which,  privately  printed  and  illuf- 
trated  at  his  own  coft,  he  liberally 
diftributed  among  his  perfonal  friends 
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in  the  Society.^  And  Matthew 
Higgins,  the  gentle  giant,  who, 
under  the  fobriquet  of  "  Jacob 
Omnium/*  was  one  of  the  cleareft 
and  wittieft  writers  on  the  fubjedts 
of  his  time.  For  the  completion  of 
our  record,  I  have  added  to  the  lift 
of  our  members  the  names  of  thofe 
who  have  already  pafTed  away ;  and 
now  I  have  only  to  offer  to  the 
furvivors  the  beil  wifhes  of  this  happy 
feafon.

>  "The  Life  of  Don  John  of  Auftria," 
pofthumoufly  printed  by  the  executors  of  Sir 
William  Stirline-Maxwell,  it  was  hoped  mieht 
have  been  prefented  to  the  pofiefibrs  of  his 
former  works.  But  the  eftate  having  been 
placed  in  Chancery^  legal  difficulties  occurred, 
which  the  executors  did  not  think  themfelves 
able  to  furmount. 
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
